rooms,  and  providing  other  means  for  literary  recrea- 
tioBS  and  i^proyements,  and  for  the  purples  and 
privileges  usually  enjoyed  by  associations  of  similar 
cbamct^;.

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly  J  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section'  1.  The  time  for  the  collection  of  taxep  in 
the  town  of  Springfield,  in  the  county  of  Dane,  is  here- 
by extended  to  the  first  day  of  April,  1871 :  provided^ 
that  this  act  be  so  coDstrued  as  not  to  extend  the  time 
for  the  payment  of  the  state  tax.

fifteen  days'  notice,  in  a  newspaper  as  aforesaid,  of  ac 
election  of  nine  directors  by  the  stockholders,  at  some

city,  before  the  same  shall  be  in  force ;  and  within  fif- 
teen days  thereafter,  they  shall  be  recorded  by  the  city 
clerk,  in  books  provided  for  that  purpose,  but  before 
any  of  the  said  laws,  ordinances,  regulations  or  by-laws 
shall  be  recorded,  the  publication  thereof  respectively 
within  the  said  time  shall  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of 
the  foreman  or  publisher  of  each  newspaper,  and  the 
said  affidavit  shall  be  recorded  therewith,  and  at  all 
times  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as  sufficient  evidence 
of  the  time  and  manner  of  such  publication. 

Section  5.  The  power  conferred  upon  the  said 
council  to  provide  for  the  abatement  or  removal  of 
nuisances,  shall  not  bar  or  hinder  suits,  prosecutions  or 

Eroceedings  in  the  courts  according  to  law.  Gambling 
ouses,  houses  of  ill-fame,  disorderly  taverns  and 
houses  or  places  where  spirituous,  vinous  or  fermented 
liquors  are  sold  without  the  license  required  thereof, 
houses  or  buildings  of  any  kind  wherein  more  than  ten 
pounds  of  gunpowder  are  deposited,  stored  or  kept  at 
any  one  time  are  hereby  declared  and  shall  be  deemed 
pulJic  or  common  nuisances. 
SSoMu^^"^'  Section  6.  The  common  council  shall  examine, 
audit  and  adjust  the  accounts  of  the  clerk,  treasurer, 
street  commissioners  of  each  ward,,  marshal  and  all  oth- 
er officers  and  agents  of  the  city,  at  such  times  as  they 
may  deem  proper,  also  at  the  end  of  each  year,  and  be- 
fore the  term  for  which  the  officers  of  said  city  are  elect- 
ed or  appointed  shall  have  expired.  And  the  common 
council  shall  require  each  and  every  officer  and  agent 
to  exhibit  his  books,  accounts  and  vouchers  for  such 
examination  and  settlement ;  and  if  any  such  officer  or 
agent  shall  refuse  to  comply  with  the  orders  of  the 
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council  in  the  discharge  of  their  said  duties,  in  pursu- 
ance of  this  section,  or.  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  render 
his  accounts  or  present  his  books  and  vouchers  to  said 
council,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  common  council  to 
deelare  the  office  of  such  person  vacant,  and  the 
common  council  shall  order  suits  and  proceedings  at  law 
against  any  officer  or  agent  of  said  city,  who  may  be 
delinquent  or  defaulting  in  his  accounts,  or  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  official  duties,  and  shall  make  a  full  record 
of  all  such  settlements  and  adjustments. 

Section  7.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  n—^igij^jjf 
to  expel  any  member  of  said  council  from  his  seat  as  a  memben, 
member  of  said  council,  and  from  his  office  as  alderman 
or  for  any  violation  of  his  oath  of  office :  provided^  that 
no  such  member  of  the  council  or  alderman  shall  be  ex- 
pelled unless  two-thirds  of  the  aldermen  elect  vote  for 
such  expulsion. 

CHAPTER  V. 

OPENING  OF  STOEETS. 

Section  1.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  opening  of 
to  lay  out  public  squares,  grounds,  streets  and  alleys,  •*"•*■• 
and  to  widen  the  same,  as  follows :  Whenever  ten  or 
more  freeholders  residing  in  any  ward  shall,  by  peti- 
tion, represent  to  the  common  council  that  it  is  neces- 
sary to  take  certain  lands  within  the  ward  where  such 
petitioners  may  reside  for  public  use,  for  the  purpose  of 
laying  out  public  sauares,  grounds,  streets  or  alleys,  or 
the  enlarging  or  widening  of  the  same,  the  courses  and 
distances,  routes  and  bounds  of  the  lands  proposed  to 
be  taken,  together  with  the  names  and  residences  of 
the  owners  of  such  premises,  if  the  same  shall  be 
known  to  the  petitioner,  to  be  set  forth  in  such  petition, 
the  common  council  shall  thereupon  cause  notice  of 
such  application  to  be  given  to  the  occupant  or  occu- 
pants of  such  land,  if  any  there  be,  or  if  a  portion  of 
such  lands  shall  not  be  in  the  actual  occupation  of  any 
person^  then  the  common  council  shall  cause  such  no- 
tice, describing  as  near  as  may  be  the  premises  pro- 
posed to  be  taken,  to  be  published  in  the  official  paper 
for  two  weeks,  at  least  once  in  each  week. 

Section  2.    Such  notice  shall  state  that  on  a  certain  AppUcAnoiiby 
date  therein  to  be  jaamed,  not  less  than  ten  days  from  ?««**<"• 
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the  service  of  such  notice,  or  the  expiration  of  such 
publication  as  the  case  may  be,  application  will  be 
made  to  the  judge  of  the  circuit  or  county  court 
of  Dodge  county,  for  the  appointment  of  twelve  jury- 
men to  view  said  premises,  and  to  determine  whether 
it  will  be  necessary  or  expedient  to  take  the  same  for 
the  purpose  specified  in  said  petition. 

Section  3.  Upon  the  presentation  of  such  applica- 
tion, and  upon  the  proof  of  the  publication  or  service  of 
'the  notice  hereinbefore  required,  the  said  judge  shall 
thereupon  appoint  twelve  reputable  freeholders,  resi- 
dents of  the  city,  but  not  residents  of  the  ward  in 
which  said  premises  may  be,  nor  interested  in  such  ap- 
plication as  such  jurymen.  The  said  judge  shall  there- 
upon issue  his  precept,  directed  to  said  jurymen,  re- 
quiring them  within  ten  days,  to  view  said  premises,  to 
be  specified  in  said  precept,  and  to  make  returns  under 
their  hands  to  the  common  council,  whether  in  their 
judgment  it  is  necessary  to  take  said  premises  for  the 
purposes  specified  in  such  application. 

Section  4.     If   any  of  the  jurymen  so  appointed 
shall  be  disqualified  from  acting,  or  shall  refuse  to  act,' 
the  judge  shall  appoint  others  m  their  places,  and  a 
memorandum  of  such  substitution  shall  be  endorsed  on 
the  precept. 

Section  5.  The  said  jurymen,  at  such  times  as  they 
shall  agree  upon,  shall  proceed  in  a  body  to  view  the 
premises  in  question,  and  shall  hear  such  testimony  as 
may  be  offered  by  any  party  interested,  which  testimo- 
ny shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by  one  of  the  jurymen, 
and  either  of  the  jurymen  shall  be  authorized  to  admin- 
ister the  necessary  oaths  to  witnesses. 

Section  6.  After  viewing  the  premises  and  hearing 
such  testimony  as  may  be  oflfered,  the  jurymen  shall 
make  a  report  of  their  proceedings,  which  shall  be 
signed  by  them  respectively,  and  which  shall  state 
whether,  in  their  judgment,  it  is  necessary  to  take  the 
premises  in  question  for  the  public  use,  which  said  re- 
port, testimony,  and  precept  shall  be  returned  to  the 
common  council  within  the  time  limited  therein. 

Skction  7.  Should  the  jurymen  report  that  it  is 
necessary  to  take  such  premises,  the  common  coancil 
shall  enter  an  order  among  their  proceedings  confirm- 
ing said  report,  and  directing  the  same  jurymen,  within 
ten  days  thereafter,  or  such  further  time  as  may  be 
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deemed  proper,  to  again  view  said  prentiads;  for  the 
parposfe  of  ascertaiaing  and  determining,  tte  amount  of 
damages  to  be  paid  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  prop- 
erty proposed  to  be  taken;  and  also  what  lands  or 
premises  wili  be  benefited  by  such  taking,  and  to  as- 
sess and  retrurji  within  the  time  limited,  such  damages 
and  benefits  to  the  common  council. 

Section  8.  If  there  should  be  any  building  stand-  JSJiJ^fVuiij. 
ing  wholly  or  in  part  upon  the  lands  to  be  taken,  the  tag*, 
jurymen,  before  proceeding  to  make  their  assessments, 
shall  first  estimate  and  determine  the  whole  value  of 
each  building  to  the  owner,  aside  from  the  value  of  the 
land,  and  the  injury  to  him  in  having  such  building 
taken  from  him.  And  secondly,  the  value  of  such 
building  to  him  so  removed. 

SEcmoN  9.  At  least  ten  days'  previous  notice  of  Notice  of 
such  determination  shall  be  given  to  the  owner  or  his  ^^^^n^'^^^^^^- 
agent,  if  known  and  a  resident  of  the  city,  or  left  at 
his  usual  place  of  abode.  If  not  knoWn  or  a  non- 
resident, notice  to  all  persons  interested  shall  be  given 
by  publication  in  the  official  paper  three  successive 
weeks  ;  such  notice  shall  specify  the  building  and  the 
award  of  the  jurymen.  It  shall  also  require  the  par- 
ties interested  to  appear  by  a  day  to  be  therein  named,  or 
give  notice  of  their  election  to  the  common  council, 
either  to  accept  the  award  of  the  jurymen,  and  allow 
such  building  to  be  taken  with  the  land  appropriated, 
or  of  their  intent  to  remove  said  building  at  the  value 
thereon  set  by  the  jurymen  to  remove.  If  the  owner 
shall  agree  to  remove  such  building,  he  shall  have  such 
time  for  this  purpose  as'  the  common  council  may 
allow. 

SiccTiON  10.  If  the  owner  refuses  to  take  the  build-  g»^e  of  bvud- 
ing  at  the  value  to  remove,  or  fail  to  give  notice  of  *** 
his  election  as  aforesaid,  within  the  time  prescribed, 
the  common  council  shall  hf\ye  power  to  direct  the 
sale  of  said  building  at  public  auction,  for  cash,  giving 
ten  days'  notice  of  sale.  The  proceeds  shall  be  paid 
to  the  owner  or  deposited  to  his  usa 

Skction  11.  The  said  jurymen  within  the  time  vj«wofpw»» 
limited  shall  view  and  examine  the  premises  proposed 
to  be  taken,  and  all  such  other  premises  as  will  in  their 
judgment  be  injured  or  benefited  thereby;  after  hear- 
ing such  testimony  as  may  be  offered  by  any  parties 
interested,  and  which  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by 
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one  of  said  jurymeo,  tljiej  shall  proceed  to  m^k^  a^* 
sessmentB  and  to  determine  and  appraise  to  the  owner 
or  owners,  the  value  of  the  real  estate  so  proposed  to 
be  taken,  and  the  injury  arising  to  ihem,  respectively, 
in  consequence  of  the  taking  thereof,  which  shall  be 
awarded  to  such  owners  respectively,  as  damages,  after 
making  due  allowances  therefrom  for  any  benefit 
w-hich  such  owners  may  respectively  derive  from  such 
improvement  In  the  estimate  of  damages  to  the  land, 
the  jurymen  shall  include  the  value  of  the  building 
or  buildings  (if  the  property  of  the  owner  of  such 
lands)  as  estimated  by  the  owner  aforesaid,  less  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof,  or  if  taken  by  the  owner 
at  the  value  to  remove,  in  such  case  they  shall  only 
include  the  difference  beween  such  value  and  the 
whole  estimated  value  of  such  building  or  buildings. 

Section  12.  If  the  damage  to  any  person  be 
greater  than  the  benefit  received,  or  if  the  oenefit  be 
greater  than  the  damages,  in  either  case  the  jurymen 
shall  strike  a  balance  and  carry  the  difference  forward 
to  another  column,  so  that  the  assessment  will  show 
what  amount  is  to  be  receiyed  or  paid  by  such  owner 
or  owners  respectively,  and  the  difference  only  shall  ia 
any  case,  be  collectea  l)y  them  and  payable  to  them. 
If  tends  iMioBg  SECTION  18.  If  the  lands  or  buildings  belong  to 
different  persons,  or  if  the  lands  be  subject  to  lease, 
judgment  or  mortgage,  or  if  there  be  any  estate  in  it 
less  than  an  estate  in  fee,  the  injury  done  to  such  per- 
son or  interests  respectively,  may  be  awarded  to  them 
by  the  jurymen,  less- the  benefits  resulting  to  them  re- 
spectively from  the  proposed*  improvements. 

Section  14.  Having  ascertained  the  damages  and 
expense  of  the  proposed  improvements  as  aforesaid, 
the  jurymen  shall  thereupon  apportion  and  assess  the 
same,  together  with  the  costs  or  the  proceedings  upoa 
the  real  estate  by  them  deemed  benefited,  in  propor- 
tion to  the  benefits  resulting  from  the  proposed  im- 
provement, as  nearly  as  may  be,  and  shall  describe  the 
real  estate  upon  which  the  assessment  may  be  made. 
The  award  of  said  jurymen  shall  be  signed  by  them 
and  returned,  together  with  the  testimony  taken,  to  the 
common  council  within  the  time  limited  in  their  order 
of  appointment 
lADOBnottoiM  Section  16.  The  land  required  to  be  taken  for  the 
wen^dim-  -pQipoBeB  mentioned  in  this  act  shall  not  be  appropri- 
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ated  nDtil  the  damages  awarded  therefor  to  the  owner 
thereof  shall  be  paid  or  tendered  to  the  owner  or  his 
agent,  or  in  case  the  said  owner  or  agent  cannot  be 
fcund  or  Us  unknown,  deposited  to  his  or  their  credit  in 
some  safe  place  of  deport,  and  then  and  not  before^ 
such  lands  may  be  taken  and  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
pose required,  and  the  same  shall  thereafter  be  subject 
to  all  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  city,  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  streets,  alleys  and  public  grounds  heretofore 
opened  and  laid  out 

Section  16.  When  the  whole  of  any  lot  or  tract  of  Lands  under 
land,  or  other  premises  under  lease  or  under  contract  ukSi?**  ^ 
shall  be  taken  by  virtue  of  this  act,  all  the  covenants, 
contracts  or  agreements  between  landlord  and  tenant, 
or  any  other  contracting  parties  touching  the  same  or 
any  part  thereof,  shall  upon  the  confirmation  of  such 
report,  respectively  cease  and  be  absolutely  discharged. 

Section  17.     when  part  only  of  a  lot  or  tract  of  J^^^7P«* 
land,  or  other  premises  so  under  lease  or  contract  shall  '■ 
be  taken  for  any  of  the  purposes  aforesaid,  all  the  cov- 
enants, contract  or  agreements  respecting  the  same  upon 
the  confirmation  of  such  report  shall  be  absolutely  dis- 
charged as  to  the  part  thereof  so  taken,  but  shall  re- 
main valid  as  to  the  residue  thereof;  and    the  rents, 
considerations  and  payments  reserved,  payable  and  to 
be  paid,  for  or  in  respect  to  the  same,  shall  be  so  pro- 
portioned  that  the  part  thereof  justly  and  equitably 
payable  for  such  residue  thereof,  and  no  more  shall  be 
paid  or  recoverable  for,  in  respect  to  the  same. 
•  Section  18.     The  damages  assessed  shall  be  paid  wnen  danagM 
or  tendered,  or  deposited  as  herein  required,  within  six  *<>*«p»*^ 
months  from  the  confirmation  of  such  assessment  and 
reports,  and  if  not  so  paid,  tendered  and  deposited,  all 
the  proceedings  in  any  such  case  shall  be  void.     The 
benefits  so  assessed,  from  the  confirmation  of  said  report, 
shall  become  and  remain^a  lien  upon  the  premises  so  de- 
termined by  the  jurymen  to  be  oenefited  by  the  open- 
ing or  widening  of  such  street,  alley  or  public  ground. 

Section  19.  When  any  known  owner  of  lands  or  in  case  or  in- 
tenements,  affected  by  any  proceedings  under  this  act,  ^"^  ***• 
shall  be  an  infant,  or  l^bor  under  legal  disability,  the 
judge  of  the  circuit  court  of  Dodge  county,  or  in  his 
absence,  the  judge  of  any  court  of  record  in  said  coun- 
ty, may,  upon  the  application  of  the  common  council, 
or  saoh  party  or  his  nezt  friend,  appoint  a  guardian  for 
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such  party  ;  and  all  notices  required  by  this  act  shall 
bd  served  on  such  guardian. 

Section  20.  After  the  jurymen  shall  have  made 
their  report  as  to  the  necessity  of  taking  any  lands  under 
tijas  act,  and  the  same  shall  have  been  confirmed,  the 
common  council  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  new 
jurymen  in  the  place  of  any  who  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  serve;  and  the  jurymen  before  entering 
upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  shall  severally  take 
an  oath  before  some  competent  officer  that  they  are 
freeholders  of  said  city,  and  not  interested  in  the 
premises  proposed  to  be  taken,  and  that  they  will 
faithfully  dischai^e  the  trusts  reposed  in  them. 

Section  21.  '  Any  person  whose  property  is  taken 
or  against  whom  an  assessment  ts  made,  may  within 
ten  days  from  the  return  of  the  jurymen  to  the  com- 
mon council,  appeal  from  said  assessment  of  damages 
or  benefits  to  the  circuit  court  of  Dodge  county,  where 
such  appeal  shall  be  tried  by  the  court  and  jury  as  in 
ordinary  casea  The  common  council  shall  have  the 
same  right  of  appeal. 

Section  22.  Whenever  any  public  ground,  street 
or  alley  shnll  be  laid  out,  widened  or  enlarged  under 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  the  common  council 
shall  cause  an  accurate  survey  and  profile  thereof  to 
be  made  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  surveyor. 

CHAPTER  VL 
improvement  of  streets. 

Section  1.  The  common  council  shall  cause  a  stir- 
vey  of  all  streets  to  be  made,  and  the  grade  thereof 
established,  and' an  accurate  and  perfect  map  and  pro- 
file of  the  same  made  and  deposited  with  the  clerk 
of  said  city,  with  suitable  field  notes  and  explanations 
thereof,  to  enable  the  same  to  be  fully  understood,, 
which  grades  shall  be  strictly  complied  with  (unless 
altered  and  modified  as  hereinafter  provided,)  in  the 
opening  and  grading  of  all  streets,  and  in  the  erecting 
of  all  bridges,  sluices,  water  courses  and  drains,  and  in 
constructing  all  sidewalks,  platforms,  crosswalks  and 
alleyways. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  application  in  writing  of  the 
resident  owners  of  three-fourths  of  the  lots  upon  any 
street,  or  upon  that  part  of  any  street  in  which  the 
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grade  is  proposed  to  be  cbacged,  the  common  oooncil 
sha!!  have  power  to  cause  a  new  survey  to  be  made, 
and  to  alter  such  grade,  or  establish  a  new  one  in  such 
street  or  part  of  street  set  out  in  such  application,  as 
the  public  good  may  seem  to  require. 

Section  8.    Any  person  not  being  a  signer  of  such  Actions  ibr 
application  who  shall  have  sustained  damage  by  such  cfiSg? of°' 
change  of  grade,  shall  have  his  right  of  action  against  grade, 
the  city  for  the  recovery  of  the  same:  provided^  that  no 
suit  shall  be  brought  against  the  city  for  the  recovery 
of  such  damages    until  application   shall    have  been 
made  to  the  common  coancil,  and  said  common  coundil 
shall  have  refused  or  neglected  for  three  months,  to 
settle  the  same.     The  signing  of  such  application  shall 
be  taken  and  construed  as  a  release  of  all  claims  for 
damages  of  every  such  signer. 

SscnoN  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  street  com-  ratiesof 
missioner  to  see  that  all  ordinances  of  the  city  relating  S^oi^.®""^*" 
to  the  obstruction  affd  cleaning  of  sidewalks,  streets, 
alleys,  public  grounds,  reservoirs,  gutters,  sewers  and 
water-courses  within  their  respective  wards,  are  duly 
observed  and  kept,  and  direct  and  control  the  persons  * 
employed  therein.  The  street  commissioner  shall  have 
a  general  supervision  over  all  works  let  by  contract  for 
the  improvement  of  streets  or  sidewalks  unless  the 
common  council  shall  otherwise  provide.  The  street 
commissioner  shall  annually  report  to  the  common 
council  a  correct  statement  of  all  moneys  by  him  col- 
lected under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and  the 
manner  of  expending  the  same.  And  the  street  com- 
missioner shall  also  perform  all  the  acts  and  duties  im- 
posed upon  him  or  prescribed  by  any  ordinance  or  res- 
olution of  the  common  council  of  said  city,  and  he 
shall  receive  such  compensation  as  the  said  common 
council  shall  by  resolution  before  the  commeocement 
of  his  term  direct,  which  compensation  shall  not  be 
in<»:eased  or  diminished  during  the  term  such  officer 
tfhall  remain  in  office. 

Section  5.  And  such  street  commissioner  shall  Higfcway  taxw. 
liave  power  to  require  every  resident  of  said  city  liable 
to  work  on  highways  by  the  laws  of  this  state  to  per- 
form .one  day^s  labor  of  ten  hours,  each  year,  on  the 
streets  in  such  city,  or  to  pay  in  money  in  lieu  thereof 
ODe  doVlar ;  and  in  case  any  such  person  or  persons  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  such  labor  at  such  time 
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and  place  ad  such  commissioner  shall  direct  withia  the 
wardia  which  such  person  may  reside,  or  shall  neglect 
or  refuse  to  pay  said  sum  of  one  dollar  for  the  space  of 
three  days  alter  demand  thereof  made  by  such  commis- 
sioner, either  personally  or  by  written  demand  left  at 
the  place  of  abode  of  such  person,  then  said  street  com- 
misioner  shall  issue  a  warrant  signed  by  him,  directed  to 
the  marshal  of  said  city,  embodying  therein  the  name  or 
namesof  such  delinquent  or  delinquents,  and  requiring 
said  marshal  to  collect  from  the  person  or  persons  therein 
named  the  sum  or  sums  due  from  such  person  or  per- 
sons for  such  poll  tax  within  the  time  limited  by  law, 
and  to  make  due  returns  thereof  to  such  commissioner 
within  twenty  days  after  receiving  such  warrant.  And 
the  said  marshal  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  pro- 
ceed in  the  same  manner,  and  shall  receive  the  same 
fees  and  be  subject  to  the  same  liabilities  in  the  collec- 
tion of  such  sums  of  money  upon  said  warrant,  as  are 
given  to  and  provided  for  overseAof  highways  by  chap- 
iter nineteen  of  the  revised  statutes  of  this  state,  and  the 
several  acts  amendatory  thereof,  and  which  money  when 
collected  shall  be  expended  in  improving  or  repairing 
the  streets  of  the  respective  wards  in  which  such  de- 
.  linquent  or  delinquents  reside, 
conii^^iettim  of     g^Qr^joN  6.     Sidewalks  shall  ,  be  constructed  upon 

the  proper  and  established  grade  of  any  street  in  said 
city,  of  such  width,  in  such  manner,  of  such  materials 
and  in  such  time  as  the  common  council  by  the  ordi- 
nance, resolution  or  order  shall  direct,  by  the  owner  or 
owners  of  any  lot  or  piece  of  ground  in  front  of  which 
said  sidewalk  shall  be  ordered ;  if  the  owner  or  owners 
of  any  such  lot  or  piece  of  ground  shall  not  construct 
such  sidewalk  as  aforesaid,  tne  common  council  may 
cause  the  same  to  be  constructed  at  the  expense  of  such 
owner  or  owners.  The  contract  for  the  construction  of 
any  such  side.walk  shall  be  let  to  the  lowest  bidder,  and 
notice  shall  be  given  by  publication  in  the  official  paper 
of  the  city,  for  alleast  ten  days,  of  the  time,  place  and 
manner  of  receiving  such  bida  The  common  council 
shall  levy  a  special  tax  upon  each  lot  or  piece  of 
ground  in  front  of  which  any  sidewalk  shall  be  con- 
structed by  contract,  sufficient  to  pay  the  cost  of.  con- 
*  structing  the  same:    provided^  that  no  such  contract 

shall  be  let  until  sixty  days'  notice  shall  have  been 
given  to  such  owner  or  owners,  of  the  ordinance,  reso- 
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lotion  or  order  rtxjairing  the  coDstrnction  of  such  aide- 
walk,  by  the  publioation  of  the  same,  at  least  ten  days 
in  the  official  paper  of  the  city.

CHAPTER  Vn. 

".        FINANCES  AND  TAXATION. 

Section  1.    All  funds  in  the  city  treasury  except  how  ftuidfcoA* 
school,  state  and  county  funds  shall  be  under  the  con-  ^^^^ 
trol  of  the  common  council,  and  shall  be  drawn  upon 
the  order  of  the  mayor,  countersigned  by  the  clerk, 
duly  authorized  by  a  vote  of  the  common  council,  and 
in  no  other  manner. 

Section  2.  All  orders  drawn  upon  the  treasury  SSSSaJdw- 
shall  specify  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  drawn,  ■^^«- 
and  shall  be  payable  generally  out  of  any  funds  in  the 
treasury  belonging  to  the  city,  and  all  such  orders  shall 
be  received  in  payment  of  any  debt  or  demand  due  to, 
or  tax  or  assesraent  levied  by  authority  of  the  city,  ex- 
cept taxes  levied  for  school  purposes. 

Section  8.  No  debt  shall  be  contracted  against  the  city  dtbt  most 
city  or  order  drawn  upon  the  city  treasurer  unless  the  SjJJte.^''"* 
same  shall  be  authorized  by  a  majority  of  the  common 
council,  and  the  vote  authorizing  the  same  shall  be  en-

ordinances,  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  city, 
and  all  moneys  accruing  for  licenses,  shall  be  paid  into 
the  city  treasury,  and  become  a  part  of  the  general 
fund,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  this  act    No 

Eenaltjr  or  judgment  recovered  in  favor  of  the  city  shall 
e  remitted  or  discharged,  except  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  aldermen  elect 

Section  5.  All  property,  real  or  personal,  within 
the  city,  except  such  as  may  be  exempt  by  the  laws  of 
this  state,  shall  be  subject  to  annual  taxation  for  the 
support  of  the  city  government  and  the  payment  of 
its  aebts  and  liabilities,  and  the  same  shall  be  assessed 
in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided.  The  assessors 
elected  under  this  act  shall  have  and  possess  the  same 
powers  that  are  or  may  hereafter  be  conferred  upon 
township  assessors,  except  so  far  as  they  may  be  altered 
by  this  act:  provided,  however,  that  the  common  council 
may  prescribe  the  forms  of  assessment  rolls,  and  more 
fully  define  the  duties  of  assessors,  and  make  such 
rules  and  regulations  in  relation  to  revising,' altering  oi 
pferfecting  such  rolls,  as  they  may  from  time  to  tim- 
deem  advisable. 

Section  6.  On  or  before  the  third  Monday  of  Jun^- 
of  each  vear,  the  assessors  shall  meet  at  the  common 
council  chamber,  and  shall  organize  by  electing  one  of 
their  number  chairman,  who  shall  be  authorized  to 
administer  such  oaths  as  shall  be  necessary  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  dut)  as  assessor,  and  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  June  of  each  year,  the  said  assessors  s^ball 
make  out  an  accurate  and  complete  assessment  roll, 
which  shall  contain  a  description  as  near  as  may  be,  of 
all  lands,  lots  or  parcels  of  land  within  the  city, 
sufficient  to  identify  the  same,  and  also  of  all  persons 
or  bodies  politic,  liable  to  pay  taxes  on  personal 
property ;  and  opposite  to  eacn  lot  or  parcel  of  land 
shall  be  affixed  tne  value  thereof,  and  opposite  the 
name  of  each  person  or  body  politic  shall  be  affixe4 
the  value  of  personal  property  assessed  to  each. 
When  there  are  any  builoings  or  any  lots  or  tracts  of 
land,  the  value  of  the  same  shall  be  set  forth  separately 
when  so  desired  by  the  owners  thereof  The  assessor 
may  assess  any  lot  or  tract  of  land  in  such  parcels  or 
subdivisions  as  they  may  deem  proper,  but  it  shall  be 
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necessary  to  enter  the  name  of  the  owner  opposite  to 
every  tract,  lot  or  parcel  of  land.  Any  act  aoae  by  a 
majority  of  the  assessors  shall  have  the  same  force  and 
effect  as  if  done  by  all  the  asseHSors  elected  under  this 
act  The  assessment  shall  be  certified  by  the  chair- 
man or  a  majority  of  the  assesors,  and  such  certificate 
shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  organization  of  the 
assessors  and  the  election  of  snch  chairman.  The  as- 
sessment roll  shall  be  made  out  by  wards  and  show 
the  taxable  property,  both  real  and  personal,  of  each 
"ward  separately. 

SsonoN  7.  On  the  first  and  second  Monday  of  Hearing  grier- 
July,  and  at  such  other  time  and  times  as  they  may  ap-  *^^'* 
point,  the  assessors  shaU  meet  at  the  common  council 
chamber  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  any  objections  of 
parties  deeming  themselves  aggrieved  oy  such  assess- 
ment, and  after  hearing  the  same,  the  [assessors  shall 
make  such  alteration  as  justice  and  equity  may  re- 
quire. 

Section  8.    On  or  before  the  first  day  of  September  Betnrn  or 
in  each  year,  the  assessors  shall  return  their  assessment  »"■••»«•

Before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Dodge,  and  by  the 
time  required  by  the  laws  of  this  state  for  the  return  of 
assessments  from  the  several  towns,   the  clerk  shall 
transmit  a  copy  of  the  asiessmeut  roll  to  the  clerk  of 
the  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county,  who  shall  lay 
the  same  before  saidjboard  at  their  annual  meeting.

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SsonoK  15.  The  tax  list  made  oat  and  preserved  as  Tobe  eTUmM. 
aforesaid  shall  be .  prima  facie  evidence  in  ever/  court 
of  record  in  this  state,  that  every  act  or  thing  required 
by  law  to  be  done,  relating  to  assessing  or  levying 
taxes,  from  the  election  of  officers  to  the  completion  of 
the  tax  list  inclusive,  has  been  done,  regular  and  cor- 
rect as  required  by  law. 

Section  16.  Immediatelv  ^fter  making  out  the  tax  Dvpiicate  eqnr 
list  as  aforesaid,  the  clerk  shall  make  out  a  duplicate  ®' 
copy  thereof,  to  which  shall  be  appended  a  warrant, 
si^ed  by  the  mayor  and  cAei^  and  sealed  with  the 
corporate  seal  of  said  city,  directed  to  the  treasurer, 
requiring  and  commanding  him  to  collect  the  taxes 
and  assessments  specided  in  said  duplicate  copy 
of  the  tax  list,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law ;  and 
said  clerk  shall,  on  or  before  the  25th  day  of  Novem- 
ber of  the  same  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practica- 
ble, deliver  the  same  to  the  city  treasurer  for  collection, 
and  make  a  record  of  such  delivery  on  the  tax  list  pre- 
served in  his  office. 

Secttion  17.  The  city  treasurer,  upon  receipt  of  g^gjjfg^^ 
such  duplicate  copy  of  the  tax  list,  shall  proceed  to 
collect  tne  same  in  like  manner,  and  shall  have  like 
powers  and  shall  be  subject  to  like  requirements,  liabil- 
ities and  restrictions  as  a  town  treasurer,  except  as  oth- 
erwise provided  in  this  charter.

be  assessed  at  a  moderate  cash  value  by  the  acre,  and 
shall  not  be  subject  to  any  special  tax. 
SraSe^fft-  Seotion  21.  In  all  cases  of  non-payment  of  taxes 
liaqnent  lands,  upon  lots  or  real  estate  in  said  city,  in  the  manner  now 
required  by  law,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer 
of  said  city  to  proceed  in  accordance  with  the  provis- 
ions of  existing  laws  relating  to  the  sale  of  lands  for 
delinquent  taxes  in  the  several  counties  of  this  state, 
to  advertise  and  sell  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  April 
in  each  year,  all  delinquent  lots  and  lands  within  the 
limits  of  said  city,  in  tne  same  manner  as  other  lands 
are  sold  in  said  county  of  Dodge,  and  the  said  sale  shall 
in  all  cases  be  made  for  the  smallest  undivided  portion 
of  said  lot  or  tract  of  land  for  which  any  person  will 
take  the  same  and  pay  the  taxes  and  chargen  thereon. 
On  receiving  the  amount  of  such  taxes  and  charges, 
the  treasurer  shall  issue  to  the  purchaser,  his  or  her 
assigns  or  heirs,  a  certificate  containing  the  name  of  the 
purchaser  and  a  description  of  the  premises  sold,-  the 
amount  paid  therefor,  the  rate  of  interest  the  same  may 
bear,,  and  the  time  when  the  right  to  redeem  the  same 
will  expire.  Said  treasurer  shall  immediately  after  the

Any  lot  or  part  of  lot  or  parcel  of  Be4«ngtt«i 
land  so  sold,  or  any  portion  thereof,  may  be  redeemed  jSaJ?  '** 
within  three  years  from  the  day  of  sale,  and  at  any 
time  before  the  deed  is  executed,  by  the  owner  or  any 
person  interested  therein,  paying  to  the  city  treasurer 
the  amount  for  whicii  the  same  was  sold,  together  with 
the  interest  at  the  rate  of  twenty-five  per  cent  per 
annum,  and  legal  charges  thereon.  And  said  treasurer 
shall  deliver  to  the  person  making  the  same,  duplicate 
receipts  for  such  payments,  signed  by  him,  specifying 
therein  the  parcel  or  parcels  of  land  on  which  such 
taxes  were  paid,  the  amount  paid  on  each  parcel,  the 
time  of  payment  and  the  name  of  the  person  paying . 
the  same ;  and  the  treasurer  shall  also  enter  on  tne  list 
kept  by  him,  opposite  the  parcel  or  parcels  of  land  on 
which  such  taxes  shall  be  paid,  the  name  of  the  person 
paying  such  tax,  the  sam  paid  therefor  and  the  time 
when  paid.  The  person  to  whom  such  duplicate 
receipts  are  given  shall  present  them  to  the  city  clerk, 
and  thereupon  said  clerk  shall  countersign  one  of  said 
receipts  and  return  it  to  the  person  entitled  thereto, 
and  retain  the  other  and  safely  keep  the  same  in  his 
office.  The  said  clerk  shall  also  make  the  same 
entries  on  the  list  of  lands  kept  by  him,  as  are 
required  to  be  made  by  the  treasurer.

Any  lot  or  parcel  of  land  sold  in  pur- 
suance of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  any  part  there- 
of, which  shall  not  be  redeemed  within  the  time  limited 
by  this  act,  the  city  clerk  shall,  after  the  expiration  of 
the  time  hereby  prescribed  for  the  redemption  thereof, 
and  on  the  presentation  to  him  of  the  treasurer's  cer- 
tificate of  sale,  execute  in  the  name  of  the  city,  as  such 
clerk,  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  city,  to  the 
purchaser,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  a  deed  of  the  land  so 
sold  and  unredeemed  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  acknowl- 
edge the  same.  An  abstract  of  all  deeds  so  made  and 
delivered  shall  be  entered  by  the  clerk  in. the  book 
where  tax  sales  are  recorded.  A  fee  of  one  dollar  may 
be  charged  by  the  clerk  for  every  deed  so  issaed,  which 
deed  shall  vest  in  the  grantee  an  absolute  estate  in  fee 
simple  in  such  land,  subject,  however,  to  all  unpaid 
taxes  and  charges,  which  are  a  lien  thereon,  and  such 
deed,  duly  witnessed  and  acknowledged,  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  in  all  controversies  aniaotions  in  relation 
to  the  right  of  the  purchaser,  his  or  her  heirs  or  as- 
signs, to  the  premises  thereby  conveyed,  and  the  city 
clerk  shall  annually,  within  the  last  six  months  prior 
to  the  expiration  of  the  time  limited  for  redeeming 
lands  sold  for  taxes,  cause  to  be  published  in  some 
newspaper  printed  in  said  city,  once  a  week  for  twelve 
successive  weeks,  a  list  of  all  unredeemed  lands,  speci- 
fying each  tract  or  lot  so  sold,  the  name  of  the  person 
to  wht>m  assessed,  if  any,  and  the  amount  of  taxes, 
charges  and  interest  calculated  to  the  last  day  of  re- 
demption due  on  each  parcel,  tract  or  lot  of  land,  to- 
gether with  a  notice  that  unless  such  lands  be  redeem- 
ed on  or  before  the  day  limited  therefor,  naming  the 
same,  they  will  be  conveyed  to  the  purchaser  and  hold- 
er of  the  certificate  of  sale.  The  fees  for  said  publi- 
cation shall  be  the  same  as  now  allowed  by  law  for 
publishing  lands  sold  by  county  treasurers,  and  the 
same  shall  be  charged  against  the  lots  or  lands  so  ad- 
vertised and  sold  for  taxe& 

Section  26.  In  all  controversies  and  suits  involv- 
ing the  title  to  land  claimed  and  held  under  and  by 
virtue  of  such  deed,  the  person  or  persons  claiming 
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title  adverse  to  the  title  conveyed  by  such  deed,  shall 
be  required  to, prove,  in  order  to  defeat  the  said  title, 
either  that  the  land  was  not  subject  to  taxation  or  as- 
sessment at  the  date  of  the  assessment  of  said  tax  or 
making  said  assessment,  that  the  taxes  or  assessment 
had  been  paid,  that  the  land  had  never  been  assessed 
for  taxation  or  assessment,  or  that  the  same  had  been 
redeemed  according  to  the  provisions  contained  herein, 
and  that  such  redemption  was  made  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  persons  having  the  right  of  redemption 
under  the  laws  of  this  state.  But  no  person  Khali  be 
permitted  to  question  the  title  acquired  by  the  said 
deed  without  first  showing  that  he,  she  or  they,  or  the 
{)erson  under  whom  he,  she  or  they  claim  title,  had 
title  to  the  land  at  the  time  of  th^  sale,  and  that  all  the 
taxes  and  a&sessments  due  upon  the  lands  have  been 
paid  by  such  person  or  persons  under  whom  he,  she  or 
thev  claim  title  as  aforew^id.

turns of  taxes  and  assessments,  shall  be  deemed  only 
directory,  and  no  error  or  informality  in  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  officers  entrusted  with  the  same,  not  affect- 
ing the  substantial  justice  of  the  tax  itself  shall  vitiate 
or  in  anywise  affect  the  validity  of  the  tax  or  assess- 
ment 

CHAPTER  VIIL 

SCHOOL  LAW  OF  THE  OITY  OP  BEAVER  DAM. 

Section  1.     The  school  districts  and  parts  of  dis-  school  diitriet* 
tricts  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  of  Beaver  ^^*°^     ** 
Dam,  together  with  the  southeast  quarter  of  north- 
east quarter  of  section  three,  town  eleven,  range  four- 
teen, and  the  northwest  quarter  of  northwest  quarter 
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of  section  two,  town  eleven,  range  lonrteen,  and  the 
west  part  of  west  half  of  southwest  quarter  of  section 
two,  town  eleven,  range  fourteen;  are  hereby  consoli- 
dated and  shall  hereafter  constitute  one  district,  for  the 
better  regulation  and  management  of  the  public  schools 
of  said  city.     •  ^ 

SwJSS  "^"^  Section  2.  There  shall  be  annually  elected  at  each 
charter  election,  one  superintendent  of  schools  for  the 
city  at  large,  who  shall  be  a  voter  and  resident,  and 
who  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  annually  elected  at  each 
charter  election,  one  commissioner  of  common  schools 
in  each  ward  of  said  city,  and  who  shall  be  a  voter  and 
resident  of  said  ward,  and  who  shall  hold  his  office  for 
one  year. 

Term  of  office.  SECTION  4  The  said  superintendent  of  schools,  and 
the  said  commissioner  of  common  schools  shall  hold 
their  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  have 
taken  the  oath  of  offica 

■hall  take  oath.  SECTION  5.  The  said  superintendent  of  schools, 
and  the  said  commissioner  of  common  schools  so 
elected  as  aforesaid,  shall  within  ten  days  after 
election  take  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  the 
constitution  of  the  state,  and  file  the  same  with  the 
city  clerk. 

Section  6.  Any  commissioner  of  common  schools 
in  said  city  may  t!e  removed  from  office  for  official 
misconduct  by  the  city  council  thereof,  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  thereof,  but  said  commis- 
sioner shall  be  granted  a  full  and  fair  hearing  before 
removal 

Section  7.  The  commissioners  of  common  schools 
in  said  city,  together  with  the  superintendent  of 
schools,  shall  constitute  a  board,  to  be  styled  the  board 
of  education  of  the  city  of  Beaver  Dam,  which  shall 
be  a  corporate  body  in  relation  to  all  the  powers  and 
duties  conferred  on  them  by  virtue  of  this  act  The 
superintendent  of  schools  shall  be  chairman  of  said 
board,  and  whenever  he  shall  be  absent,  a  president 
pro  tempore  may  be  appointed,  but  such  president  shall 
have  only  a  eating  vote.  A  majority  of  the  board  shall 
form  a  quorura.  They  shall  appoint  a  clerk  from  their 
own  body,  and  fix  his  compensation,  and  he  shall  hold 
his  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  board.  The  said 
commissioners  sliall  receive  no  compensation  for  their 
services. 

The  clerk  of  said  board  shall  keep  a  cierk  of  um 
record  x)f  the  proceedings  thereof,  and  perform  such  '^^^'^ 
other  duties  as  the  board  may  prescribe,  which  record, 
or  a  transcript  thereof,  certified  by  the  superintendent 
and  clerk,  shall  be  received  in  all  courts  ?&  prima  fade 
evidence  of  the  facts  therein  set  forth,  and  such  records 
and  all  the  books  and  accounts  of  said  board  shall  at 
all  times  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  city  coun- 
cil and  of  any  committee  thereof. 

Section  9.  The  city  council  (5f  the  said  city  shall  8«^'  monayB 
have  the  power  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  raise  from  ""  ^  P^nwic 
time  to  time,  by  tax  upon  the  real  and  personal  estate 
in  said  city,  which  shall  be  liable  to  taxation  to  the 
amount  of  school  moneys  now  or  hereinafter  appropri- 
ated or  provided  by  law  for  common  scBdoIs  in  said 
city,  sucn  sums  as  may  be  determined  and  certified  by 
the  said  board  of  education  to  be  necessary  or  proper 
for  any  or  all  of  the  following  purposes  : 

L  To  purchase,  lease  or  improve  sites  for  school  wtei. 
houses.  ^ 

IL  To  build,  purchase,  lease,  enlarge,  alter,  improve  Bniid  htmaes. 
and  repair  school  houses,  and  their  out  houses  and  ap- 
purtenancea 

III.  To    purchase,   exchange,  improve  and  repair  sehoouppa- 
school  apparatus,  books,  furniture  and  appendages ;  "*"• 
but  the  power  herein  granted  shall  be  denied  to  the 
furnishing  of  class  or  text  books  for  any  scholar  whose 
parents  or  guardian  shall  be  able  to  furnish  the  same. 

rV.  To  procure  fuel  and  defray  the  contingent  ex-  '^^^^ 
penses  of  the  district  library  of  said  city. 

V.  To  pay  the  wages  of  teachers  due  after  the  ap-  Ttechen* 
plication  of  the  public  moneys,  which  may  by  law  be  ^'*"' 
appropriated  and  provided  for  that  purpose :  provided^ 
nevertiielessj  that  no  tax  shall  be  laid  for  such  purposes 
oflener  than  once  in  each  year  ;  and  provided,  also,  that 
the  amount  to  be  raised  for  teachers'  wages,  and  for  con- 
tingent expenses  in  any  one  year,  shall  in  no  case  ex- 
ceed four  dollars  for  each  person  that  draws  pub- 
lic money,  nor  less  than  two  dollars,  that  the  amount 
to  be  raised  in  any  one  year,  for  repairing  school 
houses  and  the  appurtenances,  shall  not  exceed  one 
thousand  dollars,  and  for  buying  sites  and  erecting 
new  school  houses,  shall  not  exceed  three  thousand 
dollars. 
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Section  10.  The  citj  council  shall  cause  the  lax 
or  taxes  herein  provided  for  to  be  levied  and  collected 
annnallv'on  all  such  real  and  personal  propertj  or  capital 
of  any  kind  within  said  city,  aa  is  subject  to  taxation 
by  the  laws  for  levying  taxes  for  the  state,  for  the  time 
being ;  aaid  taxes  to  be  levied  and  collected  ia  the  same 
naaoner  as  annual  taxes  are  levied  and  collected  in  said, 
city. 

SbctIOTT  11.  Alt  moneys  to  be  raised  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  all  school  moneys  by  lav 
appropriated  to  or  provided  for  said  city,  shall  be  paid 
to  the  treasurer  of  said  city,  who,  together  with  the 
sureties  of  his  official  bond,  shall  be  accountable  there- 
for, in  the  same  manner  as  for  other  moneys  of  said 
city.  The^id  treasurer  shall  also  be  liable  to  the 
same  penalties  for  any  official  misconduct  in  relation  to 
the  other  moneys  of  said  city. 

^,  Section  12.  The  treasurer  of  said  city  shall  not 
pay  out  any  moneys  in  his  hands,  received  by  said  city 
either  as  school  moneys,  or  collected  or  received  by 
virtue  of  any  of  the  provisioils  of  this  net,  excepting 
upon  an  order  drawn  upon  him  and  signed  by  the  bu> 
perintendent  and  clerk  of  said  board  of  education,  and 
no  such  order  shall  be  drawh  except  by  virtue  of  a 
resolution  of  the  said  board, 

■"  Section  13.  The  said  board  may  cause  a  suit  or 
suits  to  be  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the  city  of  Beaver 
Dam,  upon  the  official  bond  of  the  treasurer,  or  of  auy 
collector  of  said  city,  for  any  default,  delioquency  or 
official  misconduct  in  relation  to  the  collection,  safe 
keeping  or  payment  of  any  moneys  in  this  section

I  Section  14.  The  said  board  shall  have  power,  end 
it  sha!!  be  their  duty ;

5tb.  To  havQ  the  custody  and  safe  keeping  of  the  cuatody  of 
school  houses,  out-houses,  books,  furniture  and  append-  *^^^^  ^^onfei. 
ages,  and  to  see  that  the  ordinances  of  the  city  council 
in  relation  thereto  are  observed. 

6th.  To  contract  with  and  employ  all  teachers  in  the  Kmpioy  teach- 
common  schools  and  the  high  school  who  shall  have  *"' 
been  licensed  by  the  superintendent,  and  at  their  pleas- 
ure to  remove  them. 

7th.  To  pay  the  wages  of  such  teachers  out  of  the  paj  wages, 
school  moneys,  which  shall  be  appropriated  and  pro- 
vided in  said  city,  so  far  as  the  same  shall  be  sufficient, 
and  the  residue  thereof  from  the  money  authorized  to 
be  raised  for  that  purpose,  by  section  nine  of  this  chap- 
ter, by  tax  upon  the  city.  , 

8th.  To  defray  the  necessary  contingent  expenses  of  ]>e{n7ez- 
the  board,  including  the  salary  of  the  clerk :  promded,  pe*e». 
that  the  account  of  such  expenses  shall  be  first  audited 
and  allowed  by  the*  city  council. 

9th.  To  have  in  all  respects  the  saperintendence,  sa-  superintend 
pervision  and  management  of  the  common  schools  in  ^^^^- 
said  city,  and  from  time  to  time  adopt,  alter,  modify 
and  repeal,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  rules  and  reg- 
ulations for  their  organization,  government  and  instruc- 
tion, for  the  reception  of  pupils  and  their  transfer  from 
one  school  to  another,  and  generally  for  their  good 
order,  prosperity  and  public  utility. 

10th.  Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  it  may  g^mot?. 
be  deemed  advisable  to  sell  any  of  the  school  houses, 
loty  or  sites,  or  any  of  the  school  property  now  or  here- 
after belonging  to  the  city,  to  report  the  same  to  the 
city  council. 

11th.  To  prepare  and  report  to  the  city  council  such  pnpexe  onti* 
ordinances  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary    or  "•^^^•■' 
proper  for  the  protection,  safe  keeping,  care  and  pres- 
ervation of  school  houses,  lots  and  sites,  and  appurte- 
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nances,  and  all  other  property  belonging  to  the  city, 
connected  with  or  appertaining  to  the  schools,  and  to 
suggest  proper  penalties  for  the  violation  of  such  ordi- 
nances and  regulations;  and  annually  to  determine  and 
certify  to  said  city  council  the  sums  in  their  opinion 
necessary  or  proper  to  be  raised  under  the  ninth  section 
of  this  chapter,  specifying  the  sums  required  for  each 
of  the  purposes  therein  mentioned,  and  the  reason 
therefor. 

12th.  To  provide  for  the  payment  of  any  adjoining 
school  district,  the  proper  amount  to  which  it  may  be 
entitled  on  account  of  such  district,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
having  been  connected  with  the  territory  now  included 
in  said  city. 

13th.  The  board  of  education  shall  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  July  next,  adopt  for  the-  use  of  the  several 
public  schools  in  the  city,  suitable  text  books  which 
shall  be  uniform,  and  when  the  board  shall  have  adopt- 
ed for  use 'in  the  public  schools  of  the  city  any  text 
book  or  text  books,  the  same  shall  not  be  changed  by  the 
board  or  by  any  teacher  or  other  person  for  five  years 
thereafter,  and  the  said  board  shall  adopt  and  at  their 
discretion,  modify  or  repeal,  by-laws,  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  their  government,  and  for  the  organization, 
discipline  and  management  of  the  public  schools  of  said 
city,  and  generally  adopt  all  suiiu  measures  as  shall 
promote  the  good  order  and  public  utility  of  said 
schools :  provided,  that  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regula- 
tions shall  not  conflict  with  the  constitution  and  laws 
of  this  state. 

Section  15.  The  said  board  of  education  shall 
have  power  to  allow  the  children  of  persons  not  resi- 
dents within  the  city,  to  attend  any  of  the  schools  of 
said  city,  under  the  care  and  control  of  said  board, 
upon  such  terms  as  such  board  shall  by  resolution 
prescribe,  fixing  the  tuition  that  shall  be  paid  therefor. 

Section  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  in 
.  all  their  expenditures  and  contracts  to  have  reference 
to  the  amount  of  money  that  shall  be  subject  to  their 
order  during  the  then  current  year,  for  the  particular 
expenditure  in  question,  and  not  to  exceed  such 
amount 

Section  17.  The  said  board  of  education  shall  be 
the  trustees  of  the  district  library  in  said  city,  and  all 
the  provisions  of  law  which  now  are  or  may  herefifter 
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be  passed,  relating  to  district  scliool  libraries,  shall  ^ 
apply  to  the  said  board  in  the  same  manner  as  if 
they  were  trustees  of  an  ordinary  school  district;  they 
shall  also  be  vested  with  the  discretion  as  to  the  dis- 
position of  the  moneys  appropriated  by  any  law  of  the 
state,  for  the  purchase  of  libraries,  which  is  therein 
conferred  upon  the  inhabitants  of  school  districts.  It 
shall  be  their  duty  to  provide  a  library  room  and  the 
necessary  furniture  therefor,  and  appoint  a  librarian ; 
to  make  all  purchases  of  books  for  the  said  library, 
and  from  timp  to  time  to  exchange  or  cause  to  be  re- 
paired, the  damaged  books  belonging  thereto. 

Section  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  board,  ^^  '^^•^ 
at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  annual  election  for  com-  e^tainT 
missioners  in  each  year,  to  prepare  and  report  to  the 
city  council,  true  and  correct  statements  of  the  receipts 
and  disbursements  of  moneys  under  and  in  pursuance 
of  the  provisiAis  of  this  act,  during  the  preceding  year, 
in  which  account  shall  be  stated  under  appropriate 
heads :

The  manner  in  which  sucn  sums  of  money  shall 
have  been  expended,  specifying  the  amount  paid  under 
each  head  of  expenditure ;  and  the  citv  council  shall 
ten  days  before  such  election,  cause  tne  same  to  be 
published  in  at  least  one  of  the  newspapers  published 
m  said  city. 

Section  19.     The  said  board  shall  be  subject  from  subjcctto  inie» 
time  to  time  to  the  rules  and  regulations  made  by  the  tatSuden"^' 
state  superintendent  of  common  schools,  so  far  as  the 
same  may  be  applicable  to  them,  and  not  inconsistent 
"  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

The  superintendent  shall  be  the  ex-  Baperintehdent 
ecutive  officer  of  the  board  of  education,  shall  exam-  offlcSr!^*^*'^^* 
ine  ail  teachers  making  application  for  schools,  (exam- 
inations to  be  public,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  board,) 
shall  grant  certificates  to  such  persons  so  examined,  as 
shall  be  deemed  by  him  and  a  majority  of  the  board 
suitably  qualified,  and  shall  carry  into  effect  the  ordi- 
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nances  of  the  city  council,  and  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  board  in  reference  to  the  common  schools ; 
he  shall  also  be  especially  charged  with  the  care  and 
custody  of  the  several  school  houses  of  the  city,  and 
under  the  direction  of  the  board,  shall  superintend  the 
building,  enlarging,  improving,  furnishing  and  repair- 
ing of  all  the  school  houses  ordered  to  be  erected  by 
them,  and  the  making  of  all  repairs  and  improvements 
on  and  around  the  same.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing 
duties,  he  shall  visit  the  common  schools  of  the  city  at 
least  twice  during  each  terra,  and  report  their  condition 
to  the  board,  with  such  suggestions  for  their  improve- 
ment as  he  may  deem  proper ;  he  shall  also  perform 
such  other  duties  with  respect  to  such  schools  as  the 
board  may  assign  him ;  the  amount  of  his  compensa- 
tion shall  be  determined  by  the  city  council,  and  the 
manner  of  its  payment 

Section  21.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  thfc  superintend- 
ent, between  the  first  and  fifteenth  days  of  October  in 
each  year,  to  make  and  transmit  to  the  clerk  of  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  the  county,  a  report  in  writing, 
bearing  date  on  the  first  day  of  October,  in  the  year  of 
its  transmission,  stating :

2d.  The  total  amount  of  public  money  received  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  such  schools. 

The  number  of  children  taught  in  the  common 
schools  of  the  city,  and  the  number  of  children  resid- 
ing in  the  city  over  the  age  of  four  and  under  the  age 
of  twenty  years. 

4th.  The  manner  in  which  the  public  moneys  have 
been  expended,  and  whether  any  and  what  part  re- 
mains unexpended,  and  for  what  cause. 

5th.  The  amount  of  money  raised  in  the  city  and 
paid  for  teachers^  wages  in  addition  to  the  public  money 
raised  therefor,  the  amount  of  taxes  raised  for  the  pur- 
chasing, repairing  and  insuring  of  school  houses,  for 
the  purchase  of  school  house  sites,  for  building,  hiring, 
for  fuel,  for  district  libraries  or  for  any  purposes  allowed 
by  law  in  said  city,  since  the  date  of  thejast  preced- 
ing repprts,  with  such  other  information  as  the  state 
superintendent  may  from  time  to  time  require. 
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Section  22.  The  city  council  of  the  said  city  shall  Protoetion  of 
have  power  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  pass  such  or-  SS^ro^SSH 
dinances  and  regulations  as  the  board  of  education  may 
report  as  necessary  and  proper,  for  the  protection,  safe 
keeping,  care  and  preservation  of  the  school  houses, 
lots,  sites  and  appurtenances  and  all  necessary  property 
belonging  to  or  connected  with  the  schools  in  said  city, 
and  to  impose  proper  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof, 
subject  to  the  restrictions  and  limitations  contained  in 
the  act  ot  incorporation  of  said  city ;  and  all  such  pen* 
alties  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  that  the 
penalties  for  a  violation  of  the  city  ordinances  ace  by 
law  collected,  and  when  collected  shall  be  paid  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  city,  and  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the 
board  of  education  in  the  same  manner  as  other  moneys 
raised  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  23.  Whenever  the  said  board  shall  report  g^^  ^f  g^hooi 
to  the  city  council  that  it  is  advisable  to  sell  any  of  the  i»ai6§indioifc 
school  houses,  lots  or  sites,  or  any  of  the  school  prop- 
erty now  or  hereafter  belonging  to  the  city,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  city  council  to  sell  the  same  without 
unreasonable  delay,  and  upon  such  terms  as  the  city 
council  may  deem  advisable.  The  proceeds  of  all  sucn 
sales  shall  be  paid  to  the  city  treasurer,  and  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  order  of  said  board,  to  be  expended  by  them, 
in  purchase,  leasing,  repairs  of  improvements  of  other 
scliool  houses,  lots,  school  furniture,  apparatus  or  ap- 
purtenancea 

Section  24.  The  title  to  the  school  houses,  sites,  Titia  to  Twttii 
lots,  furniture,  books,  apparatus  and  appurtenances,  and  ^''^' 
all  other  property  in  this  act  mentionea,  shall  be  vested 
in  the  city  of  Beaver  Dam,  and  the  same,  while  used 
or  appropriated  for  school  purposes,  shall  not  be  levied 
upon  or  sold  by  virtue  of  any  warrant  or  execution, 
nor  be  subject  to  taxation  for  any  purpose  whatever, 
and  the  said  city  in  its  corporate  capacity,  shall  be  able 
to  take,  hold  and  dispose  of  any  real  or  personal  estate 
transferred  to  it  by  gift,  bequest  or  devise,  for  the  use 
of  the  common  schools  of  the  said  city,  whether  the 
same  shall  be  transferred  in  terms  to  said  city  by  its 
proper  style,  or  by  any  other  designation,  or  to  any 
person  or  persons,  or  body,  for  the  use  of  said  schools. 

Section  25.    All  moneys  required  to  be  raised  by  heiSlfjSty* 
virtue  of  this  act,  on  being  raised  as  herein  provided,  treMnrer. 
shall  be  held  by  the  treasurer  of  said  city,  and  by  him 
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inconsistent  with  this  act  and  the  laws  of  the  state. 
The  members  of  this  company  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
any  pay  or  compensation  for  services  rendered  in  their 
official  capacity.  They  shall  in  case  of  riot  or  disturb- 
ance of  the  peace,  have  free  access  to  all  licensed  places 
of  amusement  in  the  city,  and  shall  perform  sucn  ser- 
vices as  may  be  necessary  for  the  peace  and  good  order 
of  the  same.  The  members  of  said  company  shall 
severally  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  they  will 
fidthfulJy  discharge  the  duties  of  their  said  office,  and 
when  any  member  of  said  company  shall  cease  to  be  a 
memter  thereof,  by  resignation,  expulsion  or  otherwise, 
notice  shall  be  given  to  the  city  clerk,  who  shall  pre- 
serve a  record  of  all  the  members  of  said  company.

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  assernbly^  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.    Thomas  H.  Beebe,  Isaac  Stephenson,  corporatori. 
Wm.  E.  Strong,  Henry  Mann  and  Whl  A.  Ellis,  and 
such  other  persons  as  shall  be  associated  with  them  as 
shareholders,  as  hereinafler  provided,  their  successors 
and  assigns,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  politic  and 
corporate  by  the  name  and  style  of  "the  I^^shtigo  j^^^ ^^ 
Riyer  Improvement  Company,"  and  as  such  shall  have  powers, 
perpetual  succession*,  and  shall  be  capable  of  contract- 
ing and  being  contracted  with,  suing  and  being  sued, 
pleaded  and  being  impleaded,  and  may  purchase  hold, 
convey  and  dispose  of  all  real  and  personal  property, 
necessary  and  proper  for  the  use  of  said  company. 

Sectiok  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  capital  itock. 
not  exceed  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars,  each,  the  amount 
thereof  to  be  paid  by  the  shareholders  at  such  times 
and  in  such  instalments  as  the  directors  of  said  company 
icay  from  time  to  time  assess.

Sny,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  as  such  until  the  first 
onday  of  May,  A«  D.  1871,  on  which  day,  and  annu-  Annnaieiecuou 
ally  thereafter  on  the  first  Monday  of  May  in '  each  J^d Sok  JSw 
year,  the  shareholders  of  said  company  shall  elect  a  *"• 
board  of  five  directors  for  th^  ensuing  year,  and  until 
their  successors  shall  be  chosen,  who  shall  be  share- 
holders, and  who  shall  select  from*  among  their  own 
nttmber  a  president,  secretary  and  treasurer,  who  shall 
discharge  the  duties  usually  pertaining  to  their  office. 
Said  directors  shall  manage  and  control  the  business 
and  affairs  of  said  company,  shall  make  all  contracts 
to  which  said  company  shall  be  a  party,  and  shall  cause 
such  contracts  to  be  signed  by  the  president  and 
attested  by  the  secretary  thereof;  shall  fill  vacancies 
in  their  own  number  or  in  any  of  the  offices  of  said 
corporation  from  the  time  such  vacancy  shall  occur,  and 
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generally  said  directors  may  do  for  and  oh  behalf  of 
said  <5ompan  V  any  act  which  said  corporation  may  law- 
fully do,  ancl  may  provide  for  the  management  of  the 
business  of  said  company,  any  by-laws,  rules  or  regu- 
lations not  repugnant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the 
laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  Wisconsin,  and  may 
repeal,  amend  and  modify  the  same  at  pleasure. 

Section  4.  The  directors  shall  give  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  each  annual  election  of  directors,  as 
may  be  provided  in  their  by-lawa  Each  shareholder 
shall  have  one  vote  for  each  share  of  said  capjtal  stock 
held  by  him,  and  he  may  vote  by  proxy.

Said  company  shall  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  improve  so  much  ol  the  Peshtigo 
river  as  lies  between  the  lower  boundary  of  section 
twenty-four  (24)  of  township  thirty-two  (32)  north,  of 
range  nineteen  (19)  east,  and  the  upper  boundary  of 
section  ten  (10)  of' township  thirty-five  (35)  north,  of 
range  seventeen  (17)  east,  by  blasting  or  dredging  in 
the  channel  of  said  river,  within  said  limits,  and  by 
constructing  dams,  wing  dams,  booms,  side  booms, 
chutes  or  slides,  in  or  -along  said  river  within  said 
limits,  and  by  all  other  proper  means  for  making  said* 
river  within  said  limits  navigable  for  the  driving  of 
saw  logs;  and  for  that  purpose  said  company  may 
entirely  close  any  slougj|,  bayou  or  channel  of  said 
river  within  said  limits,  so  as  to  prevent  the  diversion 
of  the  water  from  tke  channel  improved  by  said  com- 
pany :  provided  J  that  a  passage  shall  be  left  sufficient 
at  all  times  to  admit  the  passage  of  logs,  rafts,  boats  or 
other  water  craft 

Section  6.  Said  improvement  shall  be  divided 
into  three  divisions  The  first  division  shall  extend 
from  the  lower  limits  of  said  .  improvement  to  the 
upper  boundary  of  section  seven  (7)  in  the  same  town- 
ship and  ranga  The  second  division  shall  extend 
fix)m  the  upper  boundary  of  said  scetion  seven  (7)  to 
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the  upper  boundary  of  section  six  (6)  of  township 
thirty-three  .(38)  north,  of  range  eighteen  (18)  east 
The  third  division  shall  extend  from  the  upper 
boundary  of  said  last  mentioned  section  to  the  upper 
limit  of  said  improvement  The  words,  "upper"  and 
"lower,"  as  used  in  this  section  and  the  preceding 
section,  shall  be  taken  and  construed  to  be  used  in 
reference  to  the  course  of  the  current  of  said  river. 

Section  7.  Said  company  are  hereby  authorized  and  R«te«  or  tou. 
en\powered  to  charge  and  collect  tolls  for  all  logs  and 
lumber  run  through  said  improvement,  when  completed, 
as  follows :  Through  the  said  first  division,  or  any  part 
thereof,  twenty-five  (25)  cents  per  thousand  feet;  . 
through  said  second  division,  or  any  part  thereof,  twen- 
ty-five (25)  cents  per  thousand  feet,  and  through  said 
third  division,  or  any  part  thereof,  ten  (10)  cents  per 
thousand  feet,  the  number  of  feet  to  be  determined  by 
scale  measurement,  unless  the  parties  can  agree  upon 
an  estimate  of  the  same,  and  such  measurement  to  be 
made  in  a  boom  or  booms  provided  by  said  company 
for  that  purpose,. unless  the  parties  can  agree  to  make 
such  measurement  elsewhere. 

Section  8.    All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  which  in  any  Repealed, 
manner  oonflct  with  any  provisions  of  this  act  or  whicn 
grant  privileges  inconsistent  with  the  privileges  and 
franchises  herein  granted  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  9.    This  act  shall  take    effect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Belolt  Waterpower  Company. 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly  J  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.    Soreno  T.   MerriU,   Israel  Williams,  corponton. 
Charles  H.  Parker,  Gustavus  Stone,  Prank  Koeing, 
William  Blodgett,  Orson  E.  Merrill,  0.  B.  Olmsted, 
Judd  M.  Cobb,  James  Gray,  Nathan  B.  Gaston,  John 
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Bishop,  Ebenezer  R  Brown,  and  such  other  persons 
and  corporations  as  are  the  owners  of,  or  interested  in 
the  water-power  created  by  the  dam  across  Rock  river 
in  the  city  of  Beloit,  and  may  become  associated  with 
them,  are  hereby  constituted  a  bodypolitic  and  corpo- 
rate by  the  name  of  the  "  Beloit  Waterpower  Coni- 
pany,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion, be  competent  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and 
be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all  courts. 
The  said  cor[.  oration  may  have  a  common  seal  which 
they  may  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure,  and  generally 
the  said  corporation  shall  have  all  the  powers  incident 
'  to  a  corporation. 
Capital  stack.  SECTION  2.  The  (?api  tal  stock  of  the  corporation  shall 
be  eighty  thousand  dollars,  and  the  same  may  be  in- 
creased at  any  meeting  of  the  stockholders  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  si:cty  thousand  dollars 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  stock  at  any  such 
meeting  in  favor  of  any  such  increase.  The  said  stock 
shall  be  divided  into  eight  hundred  shares  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each,  and  the  same  shall  be  distributed  and 
divided  among  the  several  persons  and  corporations 
who  are  or  may  hereafter  become  the  owners  as 
grantees  or  lessees  of  any  water  rights  in  the  water- 
power  created  by  the  dam  across  Rock  river,  in  the 
city  of  Beloit,  and  who  may  subscribe  to  the  capital 
stock  of  the  corporation  hereby  created :  promded,  that 
no  person  or  corporation  ,shall  hold  or  control  any 
amount  of  said  stock  in  excess  of  his  or  its  pro  rata 
rights  or  interest  in  the  said  water-power,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  determining  the  respective  rights  of  the 
several  persons  and  corporators  interested  in  said  water- 
power,  the  whole  amount  of  water  in  the  Rock  river  at 
said  dam  is  aesumed  to  be  thirteen  thousand  three 
hundred  thirty-three  and  one-third  inches.  At  each 
meeting  of  the  stockholders,  each  stoekholder  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  upon  each  share  of  the  capital 
stock  of  said  corporation  held  by  him. 

Section  8.  Any  person  or  corporation  owning,  as 
lessee  or  grantee,  any  amount  of  said  water  or  water 
rights  in  said  water-power,  may  subscribe  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company  for  a  number  of  shares  to  the 
capital  stock  which  shall  bear  the  same  proportion  to 
the  whole  amount  or  number  of  shares  uiat  the  num- 
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ber  o£  inches  of  water  owned  by  them  respectively 
bears  to  the  whole  amount  of  water  in  the  river  at  said 
dam  as  the  said  amount  is  estimated  in  the  second  sec- 
tion ot  this  act ;  and  upon  the  organization  of  the  said 
company  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  act,  or  at  any 
time  thereafler,  certificates  of  stock  in  said  company 
may  be  issued  to  the  persons  or  corporations  entitled 
thereto ;  and  said  stock  shall  thereafter  be  transferable 
only  to  such  persons  or  corporations  as  may  thereafter 
become  entitled  to  an  interest  in  said  water-power,  and 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  their  relative  or  pro  rata 
interest  in  said  water-power. 

Sbotion  4.  The  corporation  hereby  created  may  prepertT  and 
acquire  and  take  and  hold  the  title  by  purchase  or  beSS^iiUi?*'' 
otherwise,  to  the  dam  across  Bock  river  in  the  city  of 
Beloit  with  the  grounds  upon  which  the  same  is  situ- 
ated, and  such  premises  adjacent  thereto  as  may  be 
necessary  to  maintain  said  dam  in  good  condition.  It 
may  also  acquire  the  right  by  purchase  or  otherwise  to 
take  and  hold  by  deed  or  license  the  right  to  raise  the 
dam  above  the  present  height,  not  exceeding  two  feet, 
from  persons  owning  lands  which  may  be  overflowed 
or  injured  by  raising  the  said  dam.  Ii  may  also  keep 
and  maintain  the  said  dam  and  any  or  all  of  the  head  * 
races  connected  therewith  in  repair,  and  provide  for  the 
payment  of  the  expense  of  keeping  the  said  dam  and 
races  in  repair,  and  for  the  collection  of  the  expenses 
of  said  repairs,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  expense  of 
raising  the  said  dam  and  of  damages  incident  thereto. 
The  said  corporation  may  also,  by  its  by-laws  or  other- 
wise, provide  for  or  regulate  the  inanner  of  drawing 
water  from  said  dam  or  races,  and  may  restrain  or  pre-

state,  entitled  "  of  mills  and  mill-dams,"  and  in  the 
several  acts  amendatory  thereof. 

Section  8.  Judd  M.  Cobb  and  James  Gray,  two  of  snbM^pUoot 
the  corporators  named  in  the  first  section  ot  this  act,  ®'  ^^^^^' 
are  hereby  authorized  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company  from  che  several  persons 
and  corporations  who^are  authorized  to  become  stock- 
holders in  the  corporation  hereby  created,  and  at  any 
time  after  five  hundred  shares  of  said  stock  have  been 
subscribed  for,  they  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  sub- 
scribers, at  some  convenient  place  in  the  city  of  Beloit, 
and  at  such  meeting,  or  at  any  adjournment  o^ 
said  meeting,  the  said  subscribers  may  vote  to  organ- 
izt  under  this  act,  and  they  may  also  elect  a  pres- 
ident, vice  president  and  six  directors  of  said  corpora- 
tion, who  snail  severally  hold  their  offices  until  the 
next  annual  meeting  of  said  company.  They  may  also 
at  any  such, meeting,  or  at  any  annual  or  special  meet- 
ing, adopt  such  by-laws  for  the  management  of  the 
business  of  the  company  as  they  may  deem  necessary 
and  as  are  not  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act 
They  may  also  alter  or  amend  said  by-lawa  at  any  such 
meeting.

In  all  cases  where  a  recommendation  Recommanaa- 
has  heretofore  been  presented  to  the  common  council  Jit^JSaiS**" 
of  the  city  of  Janesville,  under  section  eighteen  (18])  of  conciwiTc  eyi* 
chapter  six  (6)  of  the  charter  of  said  city,  accompanied  ""^' 
by  an  affidavit  showing  that  such  recommendation  is 
signed  as  required  by  such  section  eighteen  (18),  such 
recommendation  and  affidavit  shall  in  all  courts  and 
places,  and  for  all  purposes,  be  deemed  and  held  con- 
clusive evidence  of  the  facts,  matters  and  things  stated 
therein ;  and  any  and  all  proceedings  of  said  common 
council  after  the  reception  of  any  such  recommenda- 
tion relating  to  the  subject  matter  thereof,  and  which 
would  have  been  authorized  by  said  charter,  had  such 
recommendation  been  valid  and  sufficient,  are  hereby 
legalized  and  declared  valid  in  all  courts  and  places. 
And  should  it  become  necessary  from  any  cause,  or  be 
deemed  advisable  by  said  common  council  for  any  rea- 
son, to  re-assess  the  expense  of  any  improvement  made, 
or  work  done  under  any  such  recommendation,  or  to

the  name  of  the  president  and  trustees  of  the  village 
of  Shawano,  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  succes- 
sors forever  hereafter  shall  and  may  have  perpetual 
succession,  and  shall  be  in  law  capable  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering 
and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and  being  defend- 
ed against  in  their  corporate  names  in  all  courts  and 
places,  and  in  all  suits  whatsoever,  with  powers  of  pur- 
chasing, receiving,  holding,  occupying  and  conveying 
real  and  personal  estate,  and  shall  have  a  common  seal, 
and  alter  or  change  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  shall  be 
competent  to  have  and  exercise  all  the  rights  and  priv- 
ileges and  subject  to  all  duties  and  obligations  pertain- 
ing to  a  municipal  corporation. 

Section  2.    The  government  of  said  corporation  Boaidor 
and  the  exercise  of  its  corporate  powers  and  the  man-  *'"*'^- 
agement  of  its  fiscal,  prudential  and  municipal  con- 
cems,  shall  be  vested  m  a  president,  who  shall  be  ex- 
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any  election  held  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  any  person  who  is  not  a  qualified  voter,  and 
who  shall  vote  at  any  election  of  this  corporation,  shall 
be  subject  to  all  the  pains  and  penalties  imposed  by 
the  statutes  of  this  state  for  illegal  voting. 

Section  4.  The  first  election  held  under  the  pro- Fintetoctton. 
visions  of  this  act  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of 
April,  1871,  at  the  court  house  located  within  the 
boundaries  described  above,  and  the  freeholders  pres- 
ent may  appoint  three  of  their  members  to  act  as  in- 
spectors at  said  election,  and  said,  inspectors  shall  have 
all  the  powers  given  to  inspectors  of  elections  by  the 
laws  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  and  shall  certify  the 
result  of  said  election  to  the  person  receiving  the  ma- 
jority of  votes  cast  for  village  clerk,  and  who  shall,  as 
soon  as  qualified,  enter  upon  the  duties  of  the  office  of 
village  clerk  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter.  At 
all  elections  held  under  this  act,  the  polls  shall  be 
opened  at  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  shall  con- 
tinue open  until  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same 
day,  and  the  election  shall  be  by  ballot,  conducted  in 
the  same  manner,  as  far  as  may  be,  as  elections  for 
members  of  the  assembly,  and  a  plurality  of  votes  shall 
in  all  cases  decide  the  election. 

Section  o.  When  two  or  more  candidates  for  an  Tie  tou,  bia- 
elective  office  shall  receive  an  equal  number  of  votes  m&^o^ 
for  the  same  office,  the  election  shall  be  determined  by  ^^^^ 
the  casting  of  lots  in  the  presence  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  the  board 
of  trustees  shall  direct.  All  votes  for  elective  officers 
shall  be  upon  one  ballot,  and  shall  be  deposited  in  one 
ballot  box.  Every  officer  elected  or  appointed  under 
tiiis  act,  before  he  enters  upon  th6  duties  of  his  office, 
and  within  ten  days  after  his  appointment  or 
election  shall  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  his  office,  and  to  support  the  constitution  of 
the  United  States  and  of  this  state,  and  the  laws  there- 
of, and  the  village  clerk,  the  village  treasurer,  police 
justice,  village  marshal  and  such  other  officers  as  the 
board  of  trustees  may  direct,  shall  severally  before 
they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices, 
execute  to  the  village  of  Shawano  a  bond  for  the  faith- 
ful discharge  of  their  duties,  with  two  or  jnore  sure* 
ties,  to  be  approved  by  the  board  of  trustees,  which 
bond  shall  contain  such  penal  sum  and  such  conditions

as  the  board  of  trustees  shall  prescribe,  and  the  board 
of  trustees  may  from  time  to  time  require  new  and  ad- 
ditional bonda  Such  bonds  shall  be  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  village  clerk,  except  the  bond  of  the  clerk, 
which  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  village  treasurer. 
The  police  justice  shall  file  the  bond  and  oath  of  office 
BB  required  by  the  general  laws  of  this  state  with  the 
clerk  of  the  circuit  court  for  Shawano  county,  such 
bond  to  be  approved  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  said 
village. 

Skction  6.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meet- 
ings of  the  trustees,  sign  all  permissions,  licenses  and 
permits  which  may  be  granted  by  the  trustees.  He 
shall  maintain  peace  and  good  order,  and  see  that  the 
ordinances  ot  the  village  are  observed  and  executed,  and 
wheti  presiding  at  any  meeting  of  the  trustees,  he  shall 
have  a  casting  vote  when  the  votes  of  the  membei^g  are 
equal. 

Section  7.  The'  president  and  trustees  shall  pre- 
scribe the  time  and  fix  the  place  of  their  meeting  wnteh. 
shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  public ;  and  shall  de- 
termine the  rules  of  their  proceedings  and  keep  a  jour- 
nal thereof,  which  shall  be  open  for  the  inspection  of 
eveiy  elector  at  all  reasonable  times  and  hours ;  and 
shall  have  power  to  preserve  order  and  propriety  in 
their  proceedings,  and  may  adopt  such  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations  for  their  government  as  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  have 
power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  its  members. 

Section  8.  There  is  hereby  created  and  establif»hed 
a  municipal  court  in  said  village,  to  be  styled  the  police 
court,  and  the  person  elected  the  police  justice  of  said, 
village  shall  hold  the  said  police  court ;  and  he  shall 
have  power  to  administer  oaths  and  affirmations,  and  to 
take  and  certify  acknowlc^dgments  and  proofs  of  the 
execution  of  deeds  and  other  instruments  of  writing 
relating  to  real  estate  and  other  matters  required  by 
law  to  be  acknowledged  or  recorded  or  both.  As  a 
judicial  officer  and  court  the  said  police  court  and  jus- 
tice shall  have  and  possess  all  the  authority,  jurisdic- 
tion, powers  and  rights  of  justices  of  the  peace  and 
justices'  courts  in  civil  and  criminal  proceedings,  and 
shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  justices  of;the 
peace  and  justices'  courts  of  this  state  residing  in  the 
county  of  Shawano  of  all  civil  and  criminal  actions 
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and  causes  for  the  violation  of  any  provisions  of  this 
act,  or  of  any  ordinance,  by-law,  rule,  regulation  or 
resolution  of  said  village;  and  the  said  police  justice 
shall  receive  the  same  fees  as  a  justice  of  the  peace  re- 
ceives for  his  services,  but  the  village  shall  not  be 
liable  for  his  fees,  except  such  as  accrue  in  prosecutions 
or  actions  brought  in  the  name  of  the  corporation  for 
the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  for  the 
violation  of  the  ordinances  of  said  village.  Appeals 
and  writd  of  certiorari  may  be  taken  from  the  judgment 
of  the  police  justice  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the 
same  effect  as  from  justices  of  the  peace. 

Section  9.  The  marshal  shall  possess  all  the  pow-  Hanhai-hiB 
ers  and  enjoy  all  the  rights  of  a  constable  of  this  state  SnSS!"* 
and  be  subject  to  the  same  liabilitiea  It  shall  be  his 
duty  to  execute  all  writs  and  processes  to  him  directed 
by  the  police  justice  or  other  judicial  officer,  and  when 
necessary  in  criminal  cases  or  for  the  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  of  any  ordinance  of  said 
village,  or  by-law,  rule,  regulation  or  resolution  there- 
of, he  may  serve  the  same  in  any  part  of  the  state  of 
Wisconsin.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  suppress  all  riots, 
disturbances  and  breaches  of  the  peace,  and  to  appre- 
hend all  disorderly  persons  in  said  village,  and  pursue 
and  arrest  any  person  fleeing,  from  justice  in  any  part 
of  the  state  of  Wisconsin;  to  apprehend  any  person  in 
the  act  of  committing  any  offense  against  the  provisions 
of  this  act  or  of  the  laws  of  this  state,  or  the  ordi- 
nances, by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  village, 
and  forthwith  to  bring  such  person  before  competent  au- 
thority for  examination,  and  for  such  and  other  andsim- 
ilar  services  he  shall  receive  like  fees  as  are  allowed  to 
constables  for  like  servicea  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
marshal  to  see  that  all  peddlers,  hawkers  and  common 
showmen  and  all  other  exhibitors  pay  their  licenses 
according  to  law  and  this  act  and  the  ordinances  of  the 
village,  and  in  default  of  payment  to  prosecute  for  the 
same  in  the  corporate  name  of  the  village,  and  pay 
over  the  same  to  the  treasurer  when  received  by  him. 

Section  10.    The  treasurer  of  said  village  shaJl  per*  Power*  and  (in- 
form such  duties  and  exercise  such  powers  as  may  be  '     '  " 
lawfully  required  of  him  by  the  ordinances,  rules,  reg- 
ulations, resolutions  or  by-laws  of  said  village,  and  by 
law.    All  money  raised,  received,  recovered  and  col- 
lected by  means  of  any  tax,  license,  fine,  forfeiture  or 
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otherwise,  under  the  authority  of  this  act,  or  which  be- 
longs to  said  village,  shall  be  paid  to  and  received  by 
him,  and  shall  not  be  drawn  therefrom  except  by  a 
written  order,  signed  by  the  president  and  counter- 
signed by  the  clerk  by  order  of  the  trusteea  Such 
order  shall  specify  the  amount  of  money  to  be  drawn 
and  its  objects.  He  shall  keep  a  just  and  accurate  ac- 
count of  all  moneys  and  other  things  coming  into  his 
hands  as  treasurer,  in  a  book  to  be  provided  by  the 
trustees  for  that  purpose,  \vhich  shall  remain  the  prop- 
erty of  the  village,' wherein  he  shall  note  the  time 
when,  the  persons  from  whom,  the  amount  of  the  sev- 
eral sums  received,  and  the  source  from  whence  said 
sums  arose,  which  said  book  at  all  seasonable  times 
shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of  the 
villaga  He  shall  as  often  as  the  trustees  require,  ren- 
der to  such  trustees  aiminute  account  of  his  receipts 
and  payments,  and  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of 
office  he  shall  pay  over  and  deliver  to  his  successor  all 
moneys,  books  and  vouchers  in  his  possession  belong- 
ing to  said  village,  and  in  all  matters  his  duties  and 
liabilities  shall  be  the  same  as  those  prescribed  by  law 
for  town  treasurers,  and  he  shall  have  the  same  author- 
ity. And  for  performing  said  duties  he  shall  receive 
two  per  cent  upon  all  moneys  collected  by  him  as  said 
village  treasurer,  or  which  may  be  paid  into  said  vil- 
lage treasury. 

Section  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to 
keep  a  record  of  the  doings  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
especially  of  the  passing  of  by-laws,  ordinances,  rules, 
resolutions  and  regulations,  and  also  a  faithful  record 
of  all  the  doings  and  votes  of  the  inhabitants  of  said 
village  at  their  annual  and  other  legal  meetings,  and 
to  keep  on  file  all  papers  which  may  be  ordered  by  the 
trustees.  The  records  kept  by  the  clerk  shall  be  evi- 
dence in  all  legal  proceedings  and  copies  of  all  papers 
duly  filed  in  his  office  and  transcripts  from  the  records 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  certified  by 
him  under  the  corporate  seal,  shall  be  evidence  in  all 
courts  of  the  contents  of  the  same.  He  shall  keep  the 
corporate  seal  of  the  said  village.  He  shall  keep  a  full 
and  accurate  account  of  all  orders  drawn  on  the 
treasury,  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  shall 
keep  all  accounts  of  the  corporation  with  individuals, 
and  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  with  the  treasurer 
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and  charge  him  with  all  taxes  levied  and  the  sums  of 
money  paid  iuto  the  treasury ;  and  all  receipts  of  the 
payment  of  money  or  property  to  the  treasurer,  shall  be 
countersigned  by  the  clerk,  before  they  shall  be  a  legal 
voucher  against  the  village.  The  clerk  shall  have 
power  to  administer  oaths,  and  to  perform  any  and  all 
duties  required  by  this  act ;  he  shall  receive  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars  annually. 

Section  12.    The  assessor  shall  be  elected  at  the  ABsessor. 
annual  charter  election,  and  his  duties  and  tees  shall 
be  as  prescribed  by  the  general  laws  of  thi«  state. 

Sectiok  13.     The  president  and  trustees  shall  have  Maynqniro 
power  from  time  to  time  to  require  other  and  further  **^^*'*'**^***  .

and  force  of  law?  provided^  that  they  be  not  repugnant 
to  the  constitution  and  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
or  of  this  state,  and  for  these  purposes  shall  have 
authority  by  ordinance?,  resolutions,  by-laws,  regula- 
tions or  rules : 

1st  To  organiz3  fire  companies  and  hook  and  ladder 
companies  ;  to  regulate  their  government,  and  the  time 
and  manner  of  their  exercise ;  to  provide  all  the  neces- 
sary apparatus  for  the  exinguishment  of  fires ;  to 
require  the  owners  of  buildings  to  provide  and  keep 
suitable  ladders  and  fire  buckets,  which  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  appurtenances  to  the  real  estate  and 
exempt  from  seizure,  distress  cr  sale  in  any  manner, 
and  if  the  owner  shall  refuse  to  procure  suitable  lad- 
*  ders  or  fire  buckets,  after  reasonable  notice,  the  presi- 
dent and  trustees  may  procure  and  deliver  the  same  to 
him,  and  in  default  of  payment  therefor,  may  recover 
.  of  said  owner  the  value  oi  such  ladders  or  fire  buckets 
or. both,  with  costs  of  suit;  to  regulate  the  storage  of 
gunpowder  or  other  dangerous  or  explosive  materials ; 
to  direct  the  safe  construction  of  places  for  the  deposit 
of  ashes  ;  to  appoint  one  or  more  fire  wardens  to  enter 
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into  at  reasonable  times  and  examine  all  dwelling 
house»4,  lots,  yards,  enclosures  and  buildings  ot  every 
description,  in  order  to  discover  whether  any  them  are 
in  a  dangerous  condition,  and  to  cause  such  as  may  be 
dangerous  to  be  put  in  a  safe  condition  ;  to  regulate  the 
manner  of  putting  up  stoves  and  stove  pipes ;  to  pre- 
vent fires  and  the  use  fire  works  and  fire  arms  within 
the  limits  of  said  village  or  such  parts  thereof  as  they 
may  think  proper ;  to  compel  the  inhabitants  of  said 
village  to  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  to  pull 
down  and  raze  such  buildings  in  the  vicinity  of  fires, 
as  shall  be  directed  by  the  trustees  or  any  two  of  them 
who  may  be  present  at  the  fire,  for  the  preventing  of 
its  communication  with  other  buildings ;  to  prevent  the 
erection  of  wooden  buildings  within  such  limits  as  they 
shall  deem  proper,  and  to  enforce  all  rules  and  regula- 
tions made  by  the  said  trustees  in  relation  thereto  bv 
the  removal  of  buildings  erected  in  violation  of  such 
rules  and  regulations,  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or 
leseee  of  the  lots  upon  which  they  are  situated,  and  to 
impose  and  collect  such  fines  for  violating  any  ordi- 
nance of  said  village  relative  to  the  same ;  to  construct 
and  preserve  ifeservoirs,  pumps,  wells  and  other  water 
works,  and  to  regulate  tne  use  thereof,  and  generally 
to  establish  such  measures  of  prudence,  for  the  preven- 
tion and  extinguishment  of  fires  as  they  may  think 
proper  and  for  the  interest  of  said  village. 

2d.  To  license  and  regulate  the  exhibitions  of  com-  BxhiMtion* 
mon  showmen  or  nhows  of  any  kind,  or  the  exhibitions  «ii<i«iiows. 
of  caravans,  circuses  or  theatrical  performances,  and  to 
provide  for  the  abatement  and  removal  of  all  nui- 
sances under  the  ordinances  or  at  common  law ;  to 
restrain,  prohibit  or  license  billiard  tables,  ten  pin  or 
other  ball  alleys,  or  the  setting  up  and  playing  of  the 
same  in  said  village. 

3d.  To  restrain  and  prohibit  all  descriptions  of  gam-  Gaming, etc 
ing  and  fraudulent  devices  and  practices,  and  all  play- 
ing of  cards,  dice  or  other  games  of  chance  for  the  pur 
pose  of  gaming  in  said  village,  and  to  restrain  any  per- 
son from  vending,  giving  away  or  dealing  in  spirituous, 
intoxicating,  alcoholic,  malt,  mixed,  fermented  or  vi- 
nous liquors,  unless  duly  licensed  by  them. 

4th.  To  prevent  any  riots,  noises,  disturbances  or  dis-  Riotf,etc. 
orderly  assemblages,  suppress  and  restrain  disorderly 
houses  or  groceries, '  and   houses  of  ill-fame,  and  to 
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authorize  the  destruction  of  all  instraments  used  for 
the  purposes  of  gaming. 

5th.  To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  gro- 
cery, cellar,  tallow  chandler  shop,  soap  factory, 
stable,  baro,  privy,  sewer  or  other  unwholesome, 
nauseous  house  or  place,  to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate 
the  same,  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  it  may  be 
deemed  necessary  for  the  health,  comfort  and  conven- 
ience of  the  inhabitants  of  said  village. 

8th.  To  prevent  the  incumbering  of  the  streets,  side- 
walks, lanes  and  alleys,  with  carriages,  sleighs,  boxes, 
lumber,  firewood  or  any  other  materials  or  substances 
whatever,  and  to  prevent  all  persons  from  riding  or 
driving  any  horse,  mule,  cattle  or  other  animal  on  the 
sidewiuks,  or  in  any  way  doing  any  damage  to  such 
sidewalka 

7th.  To  prevent  horse-racing,  immoderate  driving  or 
riding  in  the  streets. 

8th.  To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  horses,  cat- 
tle, mules,  swine,  sheep,  poultry  and  geese,  and  to  au- 
thorize the  distraining,  impounding  and  sale  of  the 
sama 

9th.  To  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  and  to 
authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same  in  a  summary 
manner,  when  at  large  contrary  to  the  ordinance. 

10th.  To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  depositing 
or  leaving  within  said  village  any  putrid  carcass  or  other 
unwholesome  substance,  and  to  require  the  removal  of 
the  same  by  any  person  who  shall  have  upon  his  prem- 
ises any  such  substances,  and  in  default  of  such  person, 
to  authorize  the  removal  thereof  by  some  competent 
oflScer,  and  at  the  expense  of  such  person  or  persons. 

11th.  To  make  and  establish  a  pound  and  appoint  a 
pound  master;  also  to  protect  shade  or  ornamental 
trees  on  the  streets  of  the  corporation,  and  to  oflfer  re- 
wards for  the  detection  of  persons  who  injure  or  desroy 
them. 

12th,  To  provide  a  secure  and  proper  place  to  con- 
fine all  such  persons  as  shall  be  arrested  tor  disorderly 
conduct,  or  for  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  any 
ordinance  for  maintaining  the  peace  and  good  order  of 
the  village. 

18th.  To  call  regular  and  special  meetings  of  the 
voters  of  said  village,  and  to  examine,  audit  and  adjust 
the  accounts  of  all  persona 
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14th.     To  restrain  dmnkard'',  immoderate  drinking,  DADkirdi. 
obscenity  or  indecent  exposure  of  persons  in  said  vil- 
lage, and  to  provide  for  arresting,  removing  and  pun- 
ishing any  person  or  persons  who  may  be  guilty  ot'  the 
same. 

loth.  To  regulate,  suppress  or  litenso  hawkers  and  Peddien. 
peddlera 

16th.     To  compel  the  owners  of  buildings  or  the  clearing  or 
occupanis  when  the  same  are  occupied,  to  remove  snow,  ****^*^"- 
dirt  or  rubbish  from  sidewalks,  streets  or  alleys  oppo- 
site thereto,  and  in  default  to  authorize  the  removal  of 
the  same  by  some  officer  of  the  village  at  the  expense 
of  such  owner  or  occupant. 

17th.  Upon  the  application  of  the  resident  owners  gij^^gujtn^ 
of  two-thirds  of  the  lots  on  any  street  or  part  of  a 
street,  or  one  side  of  any  block,  the  board  oi  trustees 
shall  levy  and  collect  a  special  tax  upon  the  property 
of  the  village,  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  sidewalk 
along  the  same,  or  grading,  paving  and  improving  the 
street  along  the  same. 

18th.  To  tax  every  male  resident  of  said  village  Boad  tax. 
above  the  J»jge  of  twenty-one  years  one  day's  labor,  or

lanes,  alleys,  sewers  and  sidewalks ;  to  keep  them  free 
from  incumbrances,  and  to  protect  them  from  injury  in 
said  village. 

20th.  To  levy  and  collect  a  special  tax  on  the  owners  ^^^  j^,  repairs, 
of  the  lots  along  which  sidewalks  are  made  or  repair- 
ed, to  pay  the  expenses  in  part  or  in  whole  of  making 
or  repairing  the  sama 

2l8t  Said  trustees  shall  have  further  and  the  same  power  or  town 
power  as  given  to  town  boards,  as  provided  by  the  laws  '**^^' 
of  this  state. 

Section  20.  The  duties  and  liabilities  of  the  assessor  Duty  of  awets- 
shall  be  the  same  as  those  prescribed  by  law  for  town 
assessors.     Th%  assessor    after  completmg  his  assess- 
ment rolls  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  president  to  be 
corrected  by  the  trustees  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  21.    Whenever  the    said  assessment  roll  DeiiTerr  and 
shall  have  been  delivered  to  the  board  of  trustees  as  SiMMmentroU, 
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mentioned  in  section  seventeen,  such  board  of  trustees 
shall  forthwith  direct  the  clerk  to  give  public  notice  by 
publishing  the  same  in  writing  in  two  or  more  of  the 
most  conspicuous  places  in  the  village,  of  the  comple- 
tion of  such  roll  by  the  assessor,  and  shall  specily  in 
such  notice  the  time  when  and  place  where  the  said 
trustees  will  meet  to  hear  appeals  from  the  proceedings 
of  such  assessor.  Any  such  appeal  being  made  to  said 
trustees,  they  shall  have  power  to  alter  and  correct  such 
assessment  roll,  and  the  said  trustees  shall  have  power 
to  equalize  the  taxes  in  such  assessment  rolL  When- 
ever the  assessment  roll  shall  be  finally  completed,  as 
provided  in  section  twenty  of  this  act,  the  trustees  shall 
cause  to  be  levied  such  amount  of  taxes  as  sholl  have 
been  determined  to  be  raised,  and  shall  set  opposite  to 
each  description  a6d  valuation  of  taxable  property,  the 
amount  of  taxes  charged  upon  such  property  and  to 
e^ch  person  respectively,  ana  when  such  tax  list  shall 
have  been  completed,  they  shall  forthwith  cause  a  true 
copy  thereof  to  be  made  and  a  warrant  annexed  thereto, 
and  deliver  such  tax  list  and  warrant  to  the  treasurer 
of  said  village  as  hereinafter  provided,  and -the  original 
assessment  roll  and  tax  list  shall  be  depo8ited  with  the 
clerk  of  said  villaga 

Section  22.  The  warrant  annexed  to  any  tax  list 
delivered  to  the  treasurer  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  signed 
by  the  president  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk  of  said 
village,  or  in  the  absence  of  the  president,  such  warrant 
shall  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  trustees ;  such 
warrant  shall  command  the  treasurer  to  collect  the 
taxes  mentioned  in  such  tax  list  in  sixty  day&  The 
trustees  of  said  village  may  renew  the  warrant  annexed 
to  any  tax  list  lor  thirty  days  when  they  shall  deem  it 
necessary,  but  such  warrant  shall  be  renewed  but  once. 

Section  23.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  au- 
thority by  ordinance  to  provide  that  any  and  all  per- 
sons who  shall  be  found  guilty  of  the  violation  of  any 
ordinance  for  drunkenness  or  for  being  an  intimate  [in- 
mate] or  frequenter  of  a  house  of  ill-lame,  or  for  dis- 
orderly conduct,  and  shall  neglect  or  omit  to  pay  any 
fine  and  costs  imposed  therelor,  that  tuch  person  or 
persons  shall  work  out  such  fine  and  costs  upon  the 
public  streets  of  said  village,  or  shall  do  any  other 
work  that  such  village  may  have  or  wish  to  be  done, 
and  the  compensation  therefor  to  be  fixed  by  tho  board 
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of  trustees,'  shall  be  ded acted  from  such  fine  and  costs 
thereon.  And  the  board  of  trustees  may  pass  the  neces- 
sary ordinances  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
section.  * 

Section  24.  When  judgn*ent  is  rendered  rgainst  Paynwnt  of 
any  person  for  the  violation  of  any  village  ordinance,  SJnt.^" 
and  such  person  shall  be  committed  for  the  non-pay- 
ment thereof,  all  subsequent  costs  and  expenses  made 
thereon,  including  his  board,  shall  be  added  thereto, 
which  he  shall  be  required  to  pay  in  case  of  payment 
of  said  judgment 

Section  25.     The  keeper  of  the  common  jail  of  the  Keeping  of  pei- 
county  of  Shawano  is  hereby  required  to  receive  and  •<'"»'"■***• 
keep  all  persons  who  shall  be  arrested  by  the  proper 
oflScers  for  the  violation  of  any  village  ordinance,  or 
committed  for  the  non-payment  of  any  judgment,  fine 
or  penalty. 

Section  26.  The  board  of  trustees  may  from  time  Formation  and 
to  time  form  and  alter  any  school  district  within  said  JJJJJ^jJiJfcti 
village  as  they  shall  deem  proper.  And  for  the  pur- 
pose of  forming  and  altering  school  districts,  the  said 
board  of  the  village  of  Shawano  shall  have  exclusive 
control  and  jurisdiction  over  all  the  territory  embraced 
within  the  limits  of  said  village  or  which  shall  hereaf- 
ter be  added  thereto,  and  shall  have  full  power  to  with- 
draw any  territory  embraced  in  said  village  from  any 
joint  district,  ana  to  form  new  districts  therefrom  as 
they  shall  deem  best.  This  act  is  not  to  interfere  in  any 
manner  with  the  present  boundaries  of  joint  school  dis- 
trict number  four  (4)  of  the  towns  of  Shawano  and 
Richmond,  but  the  same  is  to  remain  with  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  ihe  inhabitants  thereof  unimpaired 
and  in  full  lorce,  and  the  boundaries  thereof  shall  not 
be  changed  by  any  authority  or  qpt  of  either  of  the 
towns  of  Shawano  or  Richmond,  or  the  village  of  Sha- 
wano or  the  county  of  Shawano,  until  a  majority  of  all 
the  legal  voters  of  said  district  shall  have  voted  to 
change  said  boundaries ;  and  further^  the  said  district 
shall  hereafter  be  known  and  called  joint  school  dis- 
trict number  four  (4)  of  the  towns  of  Shawano  and 
Richmond*,  and  the  village  of  Shawano. 

Section    27.    The  board  of  trustees    shall    have  settiement with 
power,  and  it  is  hereby  made  their  duty  to  settle  with  **''^'' 
the  towns  of  Shawano  and  Richmond  upon  the  basis 
of  the  last  assessed  valuation  of  said  towns  and  vil* 
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lage,  and  to  divide  the  assets  and  liabilities  ^ro  rata  ac- 
cording to  the  said  assessed  valuation. 

Section  28.  If  any  of  the  duties  enjoined  by  this 
act  ait  any  time  herein  specified  by  any  ordinance  of 
the  trustees  are  not  then  done,  the  trustees  may  ap- 
point some  other  time  when  the  said  duties  may  be 
done :  provided^  tbe  officers  so  failing  shall  not  be  exon- 
erated from  prosecution  or  fine  for  neglect  of  perform- 
ing their  duties, 
incompeteiit,  SECTION  29.  No  person  shall  be  an  incompetent 
judge,  justice  or  juror  or  witness,  by  reasen  of  his  be- 
ing an  inhabitant  or  freeholder  in  said  village,  in  any 
action  in  which  the  village  is  a  party  interested. 

Section  80.  Special  taxes  for  the  purchase  of  cem- 
eteries, or  for  improving  the  same,  for  the  burial  of  the 
dead,  building  a  town  hall  or  lock-up,  or  for  the 
building  of  bridges,  may  be  voted  at  any  regular  or 
special  meeting  of  the  voters ;  but  no  vote  shall  be 
taken  unless  such  tax  be  first  recommended  by  the  said 
trustees. 

Section  81.  No  general  law  contravening  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  snail  be  considered  as  repealing, 
amending  or  modifying  the  same  unless  such  purpose 
is  expressly  set  forth  in  such  law.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  clerk  of  said  village,  immediately  after  an  elec- 
tion under  this  act,  to  make  out  a  statement  of  the  per- 
sons elected  as  corporation  officers,  and  of  the  persons 
appointed  to  the  offices  of  clerk,  marshal  and  treasurer 
of  the  corporation,  whenever  an  appointment  of  such 
officers  is  made,  with  the  fact  of  the  acceptance  and 
qualification  of  such  officers  so  elected  or  appointed, 
under  his  hand  and  corporate  seal,  and  file  the 
same  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of 
of  tbe  county  in  which  said  village  is  situated,  and  it  is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said  circuit  court 
to  file  the  same  in  the  same  manner  as  he  files  and  pre- 
serves like  certificates  of  the  election  and  qualificaiioa 
of  justices  of  the  peace  and  other  town  officera  The  po- 
lice justice  shall  file  a  duplicate  of  his  oath  of  office  with 
the  said  clerk  of  the  said  circuit  court  The  village 
clerk  shall  also  file  a  list  of  the  officers  elected  or  ap- 
pointed in  said  village  with  the  clerk  cf  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  the  county  of  Shawano,  immediately  af- 
ter their  election  or  appointment. 
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Section  82.  All  actions  brought  to  recover  any  Aetion*  for  re- 
penalty  or  sum  of  money,  or  forfeiture  under  this  act,  SSJIf  ^  ^^' 
or  the  ordinances,  by-laws,  rules,  regulations  or  resolu- 
tions, shall  be  brought  in  the  corporate  name  of  the 
said  village,  without  being  required  to  give  security  for 
costs  in  any  such  action,  and  the  process  may  be  either 
by  pummons  or  warrant ;  and  it  shall  be  sufficient  with- 
out setting  forth  the  special  matter,  to  declare  gener- 
ally, stating  the  clause  of  this  act  or  by-law,  ordinance, 
resolution,  rule  or  regulation  under  which  the  action  is 
brought  The  defendant  may  plead  the  general  issuh 
and  give  the  special  matter  in  evidence,  and  a  printed 
copy  of  an  ordinance,  by-law,  rule,  regulation  or  reso- 
lution published  in  a  newspaper  or  pamphlet  by  the 
authority  of  the  trustees,  sholl  he  prima  facie  evidence 
of  the  passage  and  publication  of  such  ordinance,  by- 
law, rule,  regulation  or  resolution. 

Skction  83.  Any  ordinance,  regulation,  resolution  rjgjjftjtt on  or 
rule  or  by-law  imposing  any  penalty  or  forfeiture  for 
the  violation  of  its  provisions,  shall'  be  published  one 
week  in  some  newspaper  in  the  village  before  the  same 
shall  be  in  force,  except  as  Miereinafter  provided,  and 
proof  of  such  publication,  by  affidavit  of  the  printer 
or    foreman  in  the  office  of  such  newspaper,  or  by 

{)roducing  such  newspaper  containing  such  pub- 
ication,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  publi- 
cation and  promulgation  of  such  ordinance,  regu- 
lation, resolution,  rule  or  by-law  in  all  courts  and 
places ;  and  within  ten  days  after  such  publication,  they 
with  such  affidavit  shall  be  recorded  by  the  clerk  of 
the  village,  in  books  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose ; 
which  record  shall  also  be  conclusive  evidence  of  such 
publication  and  passage  of  such  ordinance,  rule,  regula- 
tion, resolution  or  by-law  in  all  courts  and  places.  No  or- 
dinance, rule,  regulation,  resolution,  by-law  or  appro- 
priation shall  be  passed,  made,  altered,  amended  or  re- 
pealed without  an  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  the 
president  and  trustees  in  its  favor,  which  vote  shall  he 
taken  by  ayes  and  noes  and  entered  on  record. 

Section  84.     All  notices,  ordinances,  by-laws,  rules,  whwe^aadhoiw 
regulations,  resolutions  or  other  matter  required  by  or  ^° 
under  this  act  to  be  published  in  a  newspaper,  shall  be 
published  in  a  weekly  newspaper  published  in  said  vil- 
lage, if  there  be  one,  and  if  no  such  paper  shall  be 
published  in  said  village,  then  the  sam«  shall  be  pub- 
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lished  by  posting  up  the  same,  either  ia  writing  or 
print,  in  three  or  more  of  the  most  public  places  in 
said  village.  In  all  actions  brought  hj  or  in  the  nanae 
of  said  village  or  against  it,  the  said  village  shall  have 
the  same  right  of  appeal,  or  to  a  writ  of  certiorari  or  er- 
ror, as  individuals  have,  and  in  no  case  shall  any  judg- 
ment be  rendered  against  said  village  for  costs,  but  it 
shall  be  liable  for  costs  to  the  same  extent  that  the 
state  is  liable  in  criminal  cases,  and  no  mora 

Section  35.  Whea  anv  suit  or  action  shall  be 
commenced  against  the  said  village,  the  service  in  such 
case  may  be  made  by  leaving  a  copy  of  the  process, 
duly  certified  to  by  the  proper  oflBlcer,  with  the  presi- 
dent, and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  forth- 
with to  inform  the  trustees  thereof,  or  to  take  such  other 
proceedings  as  by  the  ordinances  or  resolutions  of  said 
village  may  be  in  such  case  provided. 

Section  36.  No  real  or  personal  property  of  said 
village,  or  cf  any  inhabitant  of  said  village,  or  of  any 
individual  or  corporation,  shall  be  levied  on  and  sold 
by  virtue  of  any  executUn  issued  to  satisfy  or  collect 
any  debt,  obligation  or  contract  ol  said  villaga 

Section  37.  On  the  first  Monday  of  April,  1871 , 
next,  all  connections  between  the  towns  of  Shawano 
and  Richmond  and  the  village  of  Shawano,  as  created 
by  this  act,  for  town  purposes,  shall  be  dissolved,  and 
the  duties  now  or  hereafter  imposed  upon  the  supervis- 
ors and  other  ofiicers  of  towns  shall  be  imposed  upon 
the  officers  of  the  village  of  Shawano,  and  so  much  of  the 
town  of  Shawano  as  is  not  included  in  the  limits  of  said 
village  shall  continue  to  constitute  the  town  of  Shawano, 
for  the  purpose  of  town  and  county  government ;  and 
so  much  of  the  town  of  Bichmond  as  is  not  included 
in  the  limits  of  said  village  shall  continue  to  constitute 
the  town  of  Richmond,  for  the  purpose  of  town  and 
county  government ;  further,  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  the  county  of  Shawano  shall  in  all  things  so  far  as 
may  be,  consider  the  village  of  Shawano  a  town,  and 
the  president  of  said  village  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
seat  in  said  board,  and  shall  in  all  things  have  all  the 
privileges  and  rights  belonging  to  any  member  of  said 
board  of  supervisors. 

Section  38.  The  towns  of  Shawano  and  Richmond 
shall  not  It- vy^  or  apportion  any  tax  upon  the  real  or  per- 
sonal property  within  the  boundaries  of  the  village  of 
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Shawano  as  defined  in  this  act,  after  the  first  Monday 
in  April,  1871. 

Section  89.  This  act  shall  be  considered  a  public  coMtmction  of 
act,  and  shall  be  construed  favorably  in  all  courts 
and  places,  and  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  ltd  passage  and  publication  ;  and  it  is  - 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  state  to  cause 
this  act  to  be  published  in  the  official  state  paper  im- 
mediately after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  246. 

[PubUahid  March  11,  1871.] 

AN  ACT  to  ameDd  an  act  entitled  '*aa  act  to  coAsol'date  and 
amend  an  act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Madison,  approved 
Harch  4,  1866,  and  the  seYertkl  acts  amendatory  thereof.'*

Section  1.    It  shalj  be  lawful  for  the  towns  of  Prai-  J5S**^'*^*'  ^ 

rie  du  Sac,  Sampler,  Honey  Creek  and  Troy,  and  the 
village  of  Sauk  City,  in  the  county  of  Sauk,  and  for 
the  towns  of  Mazomanie  and  Roxbury,  in  the  county 
of  Dane,  and  the  town  of  West  Point,  in  the  county  of 
Columbia,  to  aid  any  railroad  company  which  may 
construct  a  railroad  or  branch  thereof  through  or  into 
said  towns  or  village  or  either  of  them,  or  to  a  point 
within  seven  miles  of  said  towns  or  village  or  of  either  of 
them,  and  to  subscribe  for,  agree  to  take  and  pay  for 
capital  stock  of  either  class  or  bonds  of  any  such  com- 
pany, to  an  amount  not  exceeding  for  any  one  of  said 
towns  or  village  the  sum  of  seventy -five  thousand  dollars 
of  the  capital  stock  or  bonds  of  any  one  such  railroad, 
in  the  manner  and  on  the  terms  and  conditions  herein- 
after provided ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  paying  or  se- 
curing payment  of  such  subscriptions  for  stock  or 
bonds,  to  make,  issue  and  deliver  to  said  company  its 
bonds,  payable  to  such  person  or  persons,  trustees  or 
corporation,  or  to  said  company  or  bearer,  at  such  time, 
for  such  sum  or  sums,  with  such  rate  of  interest  not 
exceeding  ten  per  cent  per  annum,  transferable  by 
general  or  special  endorsement  or  by  delivery,  and  in 
such  iorm  and  manner  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  and 
between  the  directors  of  such  railroad  company  and  the 
proper  officers  of  such  town  or  village,  as  the  case  may 
i)e ;  or  if  by  the  terms  of  the  subscription,  in  any  case, 
no  provision  is  made  for  giving  bonds  to  the  company

proper  authorities  or  such  town  or  village,  until  the 
Qompany  shall  have  paid  or  tendered  back  all  the 
moneys  with  interest,  and  all  the  bonds  so  received 
from,  that  town  or  village ;  but  after  such  payment  or 
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tender,  it  may  alter  such  location  at  any  time  before 
that  part  of  the  road  shall  have  been  actually  built,  and 
upon  such  payment  or  tender  by  the  company  before 
such  part  is  built,  in  any  case,  the  stock  ta!ken  by  the 
town  or  village,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  given  up 
and  canceled,  and  shall  be  voio. 

Section  11.  This  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a 
public  act,  and  the  secretary  of  state  shall  immediately 
cause  the  same  to  be  published,  and  the  same  shall  be 
in  force  from  and  after  its  passage  and  publication, 
and  shall  be  liberally  construed  to  promote  the  pur- 
poses thereof.

B.  Eice,  William  Charlton  and  William  Welch,  and 
such  other  persons  as  may  hereafter  be  associated  with 
them  as  stockholders,  their  successors  and  assigns,  are 
hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the 
name  of  the  Dane  County  Manufacturing  Company, 
with  perpetual  succession,  and  by  that  name  shall  have 
all  the  privileges  and  immunities  incident  to  a  corpo- 
ration. The  corporation  hereby  created  in  its  corpo- 
rate name  shall  have  the  right,  and  be  capable  in  law, 
of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  suing  and 
being  sued,  of  defending  and  being  defended,  of  plead- 
ing and  being  impleaded,  of  purchasing  and  holding 
real  and  personal  estate,  and  of  using,  leasing,  selling, 
mortgaging  and  conveying  real  and  personal  property 
for  the  interests  of  said  company,  and  taking,  holding, 
using,  assigning  and  collecting  any  notes,  bills,  bonds, 
mortgages  and  other  securities,  and  may  take  and  hold 
by  deed,  contract  or  in  exchange  for  its  stock  or  other 
property,  any  real  or  personal  property  in  this  state  or 
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elsewhere,  and  manage,  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same, 
and  such  corporation  shall  have  a  corporate  or  common 
seal,  and  shall  have  power  to  change  the  same  at 
pleasure 

Section  2.  The  capital  stock  of  the  corporation  capital  stock 
shall  be  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be 
divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  but 
the  said  capital  stock  may  be  increased  at  anj  time  by 
a  vote  of  the  stockholders,  at  any  regular  meeting  , 
thereof,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  twohundj^d  thou- 
sand dollar&  The  stock  shall  be  deemed  personal 
property,  and  shall  be  transferable  on  the  books  of 
mid  company  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  Drescribed  by 
the  laws  of  the  company.

The  Dane  County  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany is  hereby  authorized  and  fully  empowered  to 
carry  on  a  general  manufacturing  ousiness  of  any 
kind  and  description  in  wood  and  iron  within  the 
county  of  Dane,  in  this  state,  and  to  borrow  any  sum 
or  sums  of  money  from  any  person  or  persons  or  oor- 
p'bration.  and  to  make  and  execute  in  its  corporate 
name  all  necessary  writings,  notes,  bonds  or  other 
papers  and  mortgages  in  security  therefor,  to  enable 
them  to  raise  money  at  any  time  to  carry  on  their 
business. 

Section  6.  The  said  company  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  take  and  receive  from  the  several  subscribers 
to  the  capital  stock,  real  estate,  labor,  materials  and 
any  kind  of  property  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  board 
of  directors  would  be  advantageous  for  such  company 
in  payment  for  any  such  subscriptions  to  the  capital 
stock.

Section  2  of  said  chapter  827,  private 
and  local  laws  of  1869,  is  hereby  amended  as  follows  : 
Strike  out  all  of  that  part  of  said  section  2  following 
the  words,  "  plat  or  city  or  village,"  in  the  lith  line  of 
said  section  2,  and  insert  in  lien  thereof,  the  following : 
The  elective  officers  of  said  village  shall  be  a  president 
who  sliall  also  by  virtue  of  his  office  be  supervisor  of 
said  village,  six  (6)  trustees,  two  (2)  justices  of  the 
peace,  one  (1)  assessor,  one  (1)  treasurer,  a  clerk  and  a 
marshal  and  three  (3)  street  commissioners,  and  all  of 
said  officers  except  the  trustees  and  justices  of  the 
peace  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  vear  from  and  in- 
cluding the  first  Monday  next  after  their  election,  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected  And  qualified.

a  newspaper  in  said  village  at  the  time  mentioned  in 
said  notice.  The  said  justice  shall  select  twelve  disin- 
terested freeholders,  residents  of  said  village,  not  of 
kin  to  such  owner  of,  nor  interested  in  any  property 
through  which  said  proposed  highway,  street  or  alley 
may  run,  to  serve  as  a  jury  to  determine  by  their  ver- 
dict the  necessity  of  taking  the  property  mentioned  in 
said  petition  for  a  public  highway.

AN  ACT  to  aQtboi'iie  the  citj  of  OcoDto  to  build  and  maiotaio  » 
certain  road,  and  to  issne  bonds  for  that  purpose. 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  senate 
and  assernblt/y  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  city  of  Oconto  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  build,  construct  and  maintain  a  wagon  road,  not 
less  than  twenty,  nor  more  than  one  hundred  feet  wide, 
across  the  marsh  lying  between  Main  street  in  said 
city,  and  the  pier  recently  built  by  said  city  in  the 
waters  of  Green  Bay.     Said  road  shall  extend  from 
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the  present  easterly  terminus  of  said  Main  street,  or 
from  soYne  schtable  point  near  said  easterly  terminus  to 
the  aforesaid  pier,  and  shtJl  be  ao  connected  with  said 
pier  as  to  afford  free  and  convenient  access  to  and  upon 
the  said  pier :  provided,  that  the  cost  of  said  road  shall 
not  exceed  the  amount  of  the  bonds  and  coupons  here- 
inafter mentioned. 

Section  2.    The  said  road  shall  be  a  public  high-  snau  bepnuse 
way,  and  shall  remain  forever  free,  and  no  tolls  shall  be  '*^^''*^ 
required  from  any  person  or  persons  traveling  or  pass- 
ing over  the  same  with  teams  or  otherwise. 

Section  3.  The  said  city,  shall  make  just  com  pen-  compeneauoa 
sation  for  any  damage  done  to  corporate  or  private  ****"■*•'• 
property  taken  or  used  for  said  road,  which  damage 
mav  be  ascertained  by  agreement  between  the  said  city 
andf  the  person  or  corporation  sustaining  such  damage ; 
bat  in  case  such  damage  cannot  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
parties,  the  same  shall  be  ascertained  by  a  jury  of 
twelve  competent  and  disinterested  men  who  shall  be 
freeholders  and  r^idents  of  the  county  of  Oconto,  to  be 
selected  by  the  county  judge  of  said  county  upon  the 
request  of  the  mayor  of  said  city,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  whenever  such  damages  are  claimed  by  any  party- 
interested,  to  request  said  county  judge  to  select  said  ju- 
ry :  provided,  that  none  of  said  jurors  shall  be  residents 
of  said  city  or  freeholders  therein,  unless  the  parties  inter- 
ested shall  agree  upon  such  jurors :  provided,  farther, 
that  notice  shall  first  be  given  by  the  mayor  of  said 
city  of  the  time  and  place  where  said  jury  will  meet  to 
ascertain  and  decide  upon  such  damages,  by  publica- 
tion of  such  notice  in  a  newspaper  printed  in  said  city 
for  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  time  for  such  meet- 
ing, also  by  serving  a  similar  notice  in  writing  upon 
the  owner  of  the  property  to  be  taken  or  used  for  said 
road,  or  upon  the  agent  of  such  owner  if  the  owner  be 
a  non-resident  of  the  county,  at  least  ten  days  before 
the  time  fixed  as  aforesaid.  The  said  jury  shall  be  requir- 
ed to  meet  at  the  office  of  said  county  judge,  by  whom 
they  shall  be  sworn  to  assess  the  said  damages,  and  to 
return  a  true  verdict  thereon.  Either  party  may  offer 
evidence  of  or  concerning  such  damage  before  said 
jnry,  and  said  jury  may  also  examine  the  premises,  if 
they  desire  to  do  so,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  such 
dama^a  The  decision  or  veraict  of  said  jury  shall  be 
in  writing  signed  by  them,  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  of- 
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fice  of  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  cdnrt  for  said  county  of 
Oconto,  and  the  said  damages  when  so  agreed  upon  or 
ascertained  with  all   reasonable  expenses  of  summon- 
ing said  jurors,  and  the  fees  of  said  jury  (which  shall 
be  the  same  as  for  jurors  in  courts  of  record),  shall 
constitute  a  debt  against  the  said  city,  and  shall  be  au- 
dited, allowed  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  other  city 
charges  are  alloweci  and  paid.     Any  person  or  corpora- 
tion feeling  aggrieved  by  any^  decision  allowing  or  re- 
fusing damages  under  this  act  may  appeal  to  the  cir- 
cuit court  for  said  county  of  Oconto,  and  have  said 
damages  assessed  by  a  jifry  in  said  court  upon  proofs 
submitted  in  said  court,  and  upon  the  verdict  ot  such 
jury  in  said  court,  judgment  maybe  entered  against 
said  city  for  the  amount  of  damages  allowed  and  as- 
sessed by  the  verdict  in  any  case,  together  with  all 
costs  of  the  appeal  and  of  the  trial  and  assessment  in 
said  circuit  court,  and  such  judgment  may  be  collected 
in  the  same  manner  in  which  judgments  against  towns 
are  collected  under  chapter  15  of  section  78  of  the  re- 
vised statutes  of  this  state,  or  in  any  other  manner  pro- 
vided bv  law  for  the  collection  of  any  demands  or 
judgments  against  said  city.

Company.

by  striking  out  the  words,   '*  three  thousand  "  in  line 
18  of  said  section  and  inserting  in  the  place  thereof 
the  words,  "four  thousand,"  bo  that  the  section  sOj^^^^^^ 
amended  shall  read  as  follows:    Section    2.      Said  body  coiporate, 
"  Brodhead  school  district "  ♦  shall  be  a  body  corporate,  £« .  "^  ***** 
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and  the  legal  voters  thereof  shall  have  power  at  annu- 
al meeting  or  special  meeting  called  for  the  pnrposCi 
to  raise  by  tax  on  all  the  taxable  property  of  said  dis- 
trict, a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars,  for  the 
purchase  of  a  site  and  for  the  erection  of  suitable 
buildings  for  a  high  school  in  said  district  They  shall 
also  have  power  to  raise  by  tax  a  Aum  sufficient  to  par- 
chase  sites  and  erect  suitable  buildings  for  primary 
schools  in  said  district.  They  shall  also  have  power  to 
raise  by  tax  annually  upon  all  the  taxable  property  ia 
said  district,  a  sum  not  exceeding  four  thousand  dol- 
lars, to  alter,  enlarge  or  repair  school  bouses,  out  houses 
and  fences,  to  purchase  apparatus  and  furniture  for  ibe 
schools  of  said  district,  to  pay  the  wages  of  all  the  teach- 
ers employed  in  the  schools  uf  said  district,  after  the 
application  of  the  public  money  which  may  be  by  law 
appropriated  to  said  district  for  that  purpose,  and  to 
procure  fuel  and  to  defray  all  the  contingent  expenses 
of  said  schools,  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  board  of 
education,  and  oi  the  salary  of  the  superintendent  of 
schools  of  said  district 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  af- 
ter its  passage  and  publication.

cofporaton.  SECTION  1.  Hiram  D.  Faulkner,  Edward  P.  Brown- 
ing and  James  Edwards,  and  such  other  persons  as 
may  be  hereafter  associated  with  them  as  stockholders, 
their  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  created  and 
constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name 
of  the  Faulkner,  Browning  Construction '  Company, 
with  perpetual  succession,  and  by  that  name  shall  have 
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all  the  privileges  and  immunities  incident  to  a  corpo- 
ration, and  no  stockholder  shall  be  liable  for  the  debts 
of  the  corporation  foi^a  greater  sam  than  an  amount 
of  his  stock.  The  corporation  hereby  created  shall  have 
in  its  corporate  name  the  right,  and  be  capable  in  law 
of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  suing  and 
being  sued,  defending  and  being  defended  in  all  courts 
and  places  ;  of  purchasing,  owning,  holding,  using,  sell- 
ing, leasing,  mortgaging  and  conveying  estate  and

provements and  appurtenances  in  perpetual  succession 
and  to  be  held  by  the  trustees  in  trust  for  said  corpo- 
ration.

CHAPTER  881.

AN  ACT. to  authorize  the  saperrieors  of  the  oonnty  of  Clark  to 
leT7  a  taz  for  the  purpose  therein  Darned. 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsiny  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly y  do  enact  asJoLLows : 

Section  1.    The  county  board  of  supervisors  of  the  M*y  leyy  cooa- 
county  of  Clark  are  hereby  empowered  to  levy  a  coun-  ^*"' 
ty  tax  upon  the  taxable  property  of  said  county,  to  the 
amount  of  five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  expended  upon 
the  main  road  from  Neillsville  to  the  railroad  station, 
in  the  village  of  Humbird  in  said  county. 

Section  2.    In  case  that  the  said  board  of  supervis-  shjgjjgg^nt 
ore  do  levy  such  tax,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  ^  *^ 

to  appoint  three  commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  section  off  said  road  into  sections  of  one  mile  each, 
commencing  at  Neillsville,  and  make  out  a  full  state- 
ment of  the  nature  and  kind  of  work  that  is  required 
to  be  done  on  each  section,  and  the  probable  cost  of 
the  work  to  be  done  on  each  section,  to  make  a  good 
and  sufficient  wagon  road  of  the  same.  When  such 
statement  shall  be  completed,  it  shall  be  filed  with  the 
clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  and  on  the  receipt  of 
such  statement  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  give 
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three  weeks'  notice  in  some  newspaper  published  in 
said  county,  of  the  time  when  bids  will  be  received  for 
doing  such  work,  and  specifying  where  the  plans  and 
estimates  may  be  seen.  At  the  time  specified  in  the 
notice  the  said  commissioners  shall  proceed  to  open 
said  bids,  aud  to  award  the  contracts  to  the  lowest  re- 
sponsible bidder :  provided^  that  no  bid  shall  be  re- 
ceived for  an  amount  greater  than  the  estimates  made 
by  said  commissioners;  and  provided^  further ,  ihsit  if 
the  work  is  not  all  let  at  such  public  letting,  then  the 
commissioners  may  proceed  to  let  such  work  to  any 
person  or  persons  that  will  do  the  work  at  the  esti- 
mated cost  on  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  board 

Section  3.  After  such  work  shall  be  completed  ac- 
cording to  the  plans  and  specifications  and  the  commis- 
sioners shall  accept  the  sdme,  the  clerk  shall  issue 
county  orders  for  the  amount  due,  on  the  presentation 
of  an  order  to  issue  the  same,  signed  by  said  commis- 
sioners. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  its  passage  and  publication.

CHAPTER  332. 


AN  ACT  to  iacorporate  the  Wagon  Landing  Dam  and  Mill  Com- 
pany 


The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  assernbly^  do  enact  as  follows : 
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Section  1.  V.  M.  Babcock,  Charles  Vassan,  John 
L.  Bridgeman,  V.  B.  Kettle,  William  Kent,  W.  S. 
Seavey,  and  such  other"  persons  as  may  be  hereafter 
associated  with  them,  are  hereby  made,  constituted 
and  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the 
name  of  the  Wagon  Landing  Dam  and  Mill  Company, 
and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and 
in  their  corporate  name  shall  have  power  and  author- 
ity to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded  in  any  and  all  courts  of  law 
and  equity  having  cognizance  of  the  subject  matter  in 
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liti^tion ;  and  to  makC)  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure. 

Section  2.  The  said  company  shall  have  the  right 
to  erect  and  maintain  a  dam,  not  exceeding  eight  j^et 
in  height,  across  Apple  river,  in  township  number 
thirty-two  (32)  north,  of  range  number  seventeen  (17) 
•west,  in  Polk  county,  in  the  southwe3t  quarter  of  the 
northwest  quarter  of  section  twenty-nine  (29),  and  to 
overflow  such  lands  as  the  said  corporation  may  own 
or  may  acquire  by  purchase  or  lease,  and  the  said  com- 
pany shall  have  the  right  to  build  mills  for  the  manufac- 
ture of  lumber,  shingles,  lath.  feed,.flour  and  beet  sugar, 
and  to  build,  erect,  maintain  and  use  all  machinery 
necessary  and  convenient  for  the  manufiacture  of  the 
foregoing  specified  articles,  or  any  of  them,  and  to  have 
and  enjoy  all  the  rights  and  powers  incident  to  the  car- 
rying of  all  the  rights  and  powers  hereby  expressly 
granted. 

Section  3.  The  company  hereby  incorporated  shall 
construct,  build  and  maintain  a  good  chute  or  sluice- 
way in  said  dam,  of  suflScient  size  and  capacity  for  the 
running  of  logs  and  timber  with  safety  and  without 
unnecessery  delay. 

Section  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company 
shall  be  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each.  Each  share  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  vote  in  the  management  of  the  affairs  of 
said  company.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company 
may  be  increased  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the 
stock  represented  by  said  company  at  any  regular 
meeting  thereof. 

Section  5.  The  company  hereby  incorporated  may 
receive  in  payment  of  stock,  money,  personal  or  real 
estate,  or  mixed,  as  the  board  of  directors  or  a  majority 
of  them  shall  deem  most  to  the  interests  of  said  com- 
pany, in  carrying  out  the  objects  for  which  said  com- 
pany is  incorporated. 

Section  6.  The  officers  of  said  company  shall  con- 
sist of  seven  directors,  a  president,  a  secretary  and 
treasurer.  The  board  of  directors  shall  elect  the  presi- 
dent and  secretary,  who  shall  be  at  the  time  of  election, 
mepabers  of  said  board.  The  treasurer  shall  be  elected 
in  the  »*ame  manner  as  the  board  of  directors,  and  be- 
fore entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  shall  execute 
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to  the  said  company  a  bond,  with  such  sureties  as  the 
board  of  directors  shall  approve,  and  in  such  sum  as 
the  said  board  shall  designate,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties  in  accordance  with 
the  by-laws  ol  said  company,  and  for  the  safe  keeping 
and  disbursements  of  such  money  or  thmgs  as  may 
come  into  his  hands  as  such  treasurer. 

Section  7.  The  first  meeting  of  the  incorporators 
shall  be  at  such  time  and  place  as  ihe  majority  of  said 
corporators  shall  designate,  and  all  subsequent  meet- 
ings of  the  directors  or  stockholders  shall  be  held  at 
the  business  office  of  said  company  in  the  county  of 
Polk. 

Section  8.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  compa- 
ny shall  have  power  to  make  all  such  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations  which  they  may  deem  necessary  and 
proper  Tor  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  said  com- 
pany and  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  stata 

Section  9.  Said  company  may  commence  busi- 
ness, and  for  the  purpose  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed 
organized  when  ten  thousand  dollars  of  the  capital 
stock  shall  be  subscribed  and  fifty  per  cent,  of  such 
stock   be  paid  into  the  treasury. 

Section  10.  The  members  of  the  company  hereby 
incorporated  sha  1  each  become  liable  for  the  debts  of 
said  company  to  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  owned 
and  held  by  such  rnembera 

Section  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  its  passage  and  publication.

ITie  people  of  ike  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly^  do  enact  asfolluws  : 

Section  1.  J.  I.  Case.  J.  M.  Tillnpaugh,  R  HL 
Baker,  J.  T.  Elliott.  Chaiincy  Hall,  Wm.  C.  Allen, 
Jas.  Slauson,  James  H.  Kelly,  Charles  Herrick,  A.  P. 
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change,  relocate,  construct,  reconstruct  and  fully  to 
finish,  perfect,  operate  and  maintain  a  railroad,  with 
one  or  more  tracks,  from  any  point  in  the  city  of  Mil- 
waukee to  any  point  on  the  south  line  of  this  state, 
via.  the  cities  of  jRacine  and  Kenosha,  and  to  deter- 
mine and  locate  the  termini  of  such  road,  and  to  deter- 
mine and  locate  the  line  of  said  railroad  upon  such 
route  and  line  between  said  points  as  may  be  deemed 
proper  and  advantageous  by  said  company.  Said  com- 
pany are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  com- 
mence the  construction  of  any  portion  of  said  railroad 
at  such  place  and  places  along  the  line  of  the  route  to 
be  Bclected  by  said  company,  as  they  may  deem  expe- 
dient and  advantageous  so  to  construct  the  same  by 
said  company.  And  the  said  company  are  further  au- 
thorized to  use  and  operate  said  railroad,  and  shall 
have  power  and  authority  to  regulate  the  time  and 
manner  in  which  goods,  effects  and  persons  shall  be 
transported  on  the  same,  and  to  prescribe  the  manner 
in  which  said  railroad  shall  be  used,  and  the  rate  of 
toll  for  the  transportation  of  persons  or.  property  there- 
on, and  for  the  storage  of  merchandise  and  other  prop- 
erty under  their  charge ;  and  shall  have  power  to  pro- 
vide all  necessary  stock  and  material  for  the  operation 
of  said  road,  and  shall  have  power  to  erect  and  main- 
tain all  necessary  depots,  stations,  shops  and  other 
buildings  and  machinery  for  the  accommodation,  man- 
agement and  operation  of  said  road. 

Section  4.  .ySaid  directors  shall,  as  soon  after  the 
passage  of  this  act  as  practicable,  open  books  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company,  at  such  places  along  the  line  of  said 
road  and  elsewnere  as  said  directors  shall  determine, 
under  the  direction  of  such  agents  as  said  directors 
shall  appoint ;  and  said  books  shall  be  kipt  open  from 
time  to  time  until  the  amount  of  said  capital  stock  shall 
be  subscribed,  or  until  said  directors  shall  determine  to 
close  the  same. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company, 
their  officers,  engineers  and  agents  to  enter  upon  any 
land  for  the  purpose  of  exploring,  surveying  and  loca- 
ting the  route  of  said  road,  doing  thereunto  no  unneces- 
sary damage;  and  when  said  route  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  said  company,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them,  their 
agents,  officers,  engineers,  contractors  and  servants  at 
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the  advantages  as  well  as  the  disagvantages  of  the 
same,  by  means  of  the  construction  and  operation 
of  the  road,  to  the  said  owner  or  owners,  and 
when  said  commissioners  are  so  appointed,  they  shall 
act  in  all  cases  arising  in  said  county  requiring  the  ac- 
tion of  the  commissioners,  whenever  said  company  shall 
be  unable  to  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  said 
land,  but  if  for  any  cause,  either  or  all  of  said  commis- 
sioners shall  become  disqualified  to  serve,  or  their  place 
or  places  become  vacant,  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  may

And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
company  to  give  two  weeks'  notice  of  their  application 
to  a  judge  ot  the  circuit  court  for  the  appointment  of 
the  said  commissioners,  to  be  published  for  two  succes- 
sive weeks  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the  county  in 
which  said  land  may  be,  or  if  no  newspaper  be  printed 
in  said  county,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
city  of  Madison,  and  the  aflSdavit  of  the  publisher  or 
printer  shall  be  legal  evidence  of  such  publication  ;  and

road  and  its  appendages,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  any 
other  property  or  efiects,  rights,  credits  or  franchises  of 
the  said  company,  as  security  for  any  loan  Of  money 
and  interest  therton,  and  to  dispose  of  the  bonds  is- 
sued for  such  loans  at  such  rates  and  on  such  terms  as  two-

such  bonds  convertible  into  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company,  at  the  option  of  the  holder,  and  may  provide 
a  sinking  fund  for  the  redemption  of  said  bonds,  out 
of  the  earnings  of  said  road.

from  the  jjet  profits,  receipts  or  income  of  said  compa- 
ny, among  the  stockholders  therein,  in  proper  propor-    . 
tion  to  their  respective  shares. 

Section  8.  Said  company  shall  have  power  to  make,  MaTm&kebj- 
ordain  and  establish  all  sucb  by-laws,  rules  and  regu-  ^'^■• 
!ations  as  may  be  deemed  expedient  and  necessary  to 
fulfill  the  purpose  and  carry  into  eflFect  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  ana  for  the  well  ordering  and  securing  ol  the 
aflFairs  and  interests  of  said  company  :  provided^   that 
the  same  be  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws 
of  the  United  States  or  of  this  state.     This  act  and  all 
by-laws  that  may  be  adopted  by  the  directors  of  said 
company,   and  all  additions  thereto  and  all  alterations 
thereof,  shall  from  time  to  time  be  printed  in  a  conven- 
ient form,  and  be  distributed  among  the  stockholders  of 
said  company. 

It  shall  be*  lawful  for  any  fifteen  stock-  Examtnatioii  of 
holders,  by  giving  thirty  days' notice,  stating  the  ob- ''^^^"^ 
jects,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said  com- 
pany, and  the  secretary  of  said  company  shall  certify 
said  call  and  record  the  same,  as  well  os  all  matters  that 
may  be  transacted  under  said  call.  The  stockholders 
under  such  call  may,  by  a  majority  voting  therefor,

state  of  Illinois,  coming  in  contact  therewith,  and  to 
grant  any  such  company  or  companies  the  right  to  con- 
struct and  use  any  portion  of  said  line  of  road  hereby 
authorized  to  be  constructed,  and  to  purchase  of  any 
such  company  or  companies  the  right  to  construct, 
operate  and  use  the  line  of  road  constructed  or  in 
course  of  construction  by  such  company,  and  to  lease 
or  purchase  the  right  of  way  and  franchises  of  any 
such  company,  together  with  its  equipments,  rolling 
stock,  furniture  and  materials  used  in  constructing  or  op- 
erating such  road  or  roads,  and  to  complete,  furnish,  use 
and  operate  any  such  line  of  road  so  purchased  or  leas- 
ed, upon  such  terms  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  between 
the  said  company  or  companies,  or  may  consolidate  the 
capital  stock  with  the  capital  stock  of  any  railroad  com- 
pany with  which  it  shall  intersect,  join  or  meet,  either 
in  this  state  or  in  the  state  of  Illinois,  and  shall  have 
power  to  place  the  road  of  said  company  and  its  capi- 
tal stock  so  consolidated,  under  the  airection  of  a  board 
of  directors  of  not  less  than  seven,  at  least  five  of 
whom  shall  be  chosen  from  stockholders  resident  with- 
in the  counties  through  which  the  said  consolidated 
roads  are  located.  The  first  board  of  directors  shall  be 
chosen  as  the  directors  of  the  companies  consolidating 
their  capital  stock  shall  direct  and  agree,  and  all  subse- 
quent boards  to  be  elected  as  herein  provided  for,  or 
as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by-laws  of  said  com- 
pany ;  but  no  consolidation  shall  be  legal,  nor  the  sale 
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Section  14  This  act  shall  be  deemed  and  taken 
as  a  public  act,  and  shall  be  construed  beneficially  for 
all  purposes  herein  specified  or  intended,  and  shall  take 
effect  from   and  after  its  passage  and  publication.

pany. 

TTie  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly^  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Romanzo  Bunn,  Chauncy  Blakeslee, 
D.  M.  Cargill,  E.  0.  Rudd,  0.  L  Newton,  James 
Hewitt,  Jesse  Bennett,  L.  S.  FiEher,  Robert  Ross,  W. 
W.  Allis,  J.  M.  Morrow,  0.  S.  Wood,  0.  D.  E:andall, 
and  their  associates  and  successors,  who  shall  be  stock- 
holders under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby 
made  and  constituted  a  body  corporate,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  "  Sparta  and  Niellsvillc  Railroad  Com- 
pany," with  perpetual  succession,  and  by  that  name 
and  style,  shall  be  capable  of  taking,  purchasing,  hold- 
ing, leasing,  selling  and  conveying,  real  and  personal 
property,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  requisite  and  neces- 
sary for  the  purposes  hereinalter  mentioned,  and  in 
their  said  corporate  name,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all  courts 
and  places ;  may  have  a  capital  stock  of  one  million 
dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each, 
a  portion  of  which  not  exceeding  one  half  of  the  exist- 
ing stock  at  any  time,  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
board  of  directors,  be  made  preferred  stock,  entitled  to 
a  dividend  of  such  per  centum  as  may  be  determined 
by  action  of  the  board  of  directors.  Such  dividends 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  earnings  of  each  and  every 
year,  before  any  dividend  shall  be  paid  on  the  remain- 
ing or  common  stock,  which  said  sto.ck  of  both  classes, 
preferred  and  common,  may  be  increased  from  time  to 
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lime,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  board  of  directors 
to*any  extent  deemed  requisite  for  the  completion  and 
fulfillment  of  the  objects  and  purposes  of  the  corpora- 
tion hereby  created  :  provided^  that  the  whole  amount 
of  preferred  stock  in  existence,  shall  at  no  time  ex- 
ceed nine-tenths  of  the  amount  of  common  stock  exist- 
ing at  the  same  time.  The  above  named  persons  shall  Fiwtitoardof 
be  and  constitute  the  first  board  of  directors,  and  are

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  tb^  Fond  da  Lac  County  Agricoltural  and

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CHAPTER  836. 

AN  ACT  to  i&corporkte  the  GermanEogltsh  School  Associatioo   of 

Racine. 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  senate 
and  assernbly,  do  enact  as  follows ; 


Oorporaton. 
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Section  1.  Louis  G.  Klein,  Detloff  Boggenbau, 
Michael  Bracb,  Christian  Heck,  Samuel  Bauman, 
Frank  Schneider  and  GuentherTenbert,  their  associates 
and  successoi^,  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and 
corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  "  German-English  School 
Association  "  of  Bacine,  by  that  name  to  remain  in  per- 
petual  succession,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and 
maintaining  a  school  in  the  city  of  Bacine. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all  courts 
of  law  and  equity ;  it  shall  have  a  common  seal,  and 
may  alter  or  renew  the  same  at  pleasure.  It  shall 
have  power  to  acquire,  receive  by  gift,  possess,  hold 
and  enjoy  property,  real  and  personal,  and  to  mortgage, 
sell,  rent  or  otherwise  lawfully  dispose  of  the  same  at" 
pleasure :  provided,  the  real  estate  to  be  held  at  any  one 
time  by  this  corporation  shall  not  exceed  in  value  the 
sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars.  Said  corporation  shall 
also  have  power  to  borrow  money,  issue  its  bonds  and 
give  its  notes,  and  to  pledge  or  mortgage  any  or  all  of 
its  real  and  personal  estate,  and  said  corporation  shall 
have  all  other  powers  necessary  to  carry  out  the  objects 
of  said  corporation,  which  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
the  education  of  the  youth  of  both  sexes.

laues.  Qver  the  meetings  of  the  common  council,  and  shall 

take  care  that  the  laws  of  the  state  and  the  ordinances 
of  the  city  within  the  corporation  are  duly  entorced 
and  observed,  and  that  all  officera  of  the  city  discharge 
their  respective  duties.  He  may  if  in  his  opinion  the 
public  good  require,  also  appoint  one  or  more  police- 
men in  each  ward,  which  appointments  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  common  council  before  they  shall  enter 
upon  the  duties  of  their  office.

To  restrain  and  prohibit  all  descriptions  of  gam-  Qaminc  etc 
ing  and  fraudulent  devices  and  practices,  and  all  play- 
ing of  cards,  dice  or  other  games  of  chance  for  the 
purpose  of  gaming  in  said  city,  and  to  restrain  any  per- 
son from  vending,  giving  or  dealing  in  spirituous,  vin- 
ous or  fermented  liquors,  unless  duly  licensed  by  the 
oommon  council. 

3d.  To  prevent  any  riots,  noise,  disturbance  or  disor-  Biots,  etc. 
derly  assemblages,   suppress  and    restrain    disorderly 
houses  or  groceries,  gambling  houses  and  houses  of  ill 
fame,  and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  all  instru- 
ments used  for  the  purpose  of  gaming. 

>  4th.  To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  gro-  NanMons 
eery,  cellar,  tallow  chandler  shop,  soap  factory,  tannery,  p^**®"- 
stable,  barn,  privy,  sewer  or  other  unwholesome  or 
nauseous  house  or  place,  to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the 
same  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  it  may  be  deemed 
necessaiy  for  the  health,  comfort  and  convenience  of 
the  inhabitants  of  said  city. 

5th.     To  direct  the  location  and   management  of  sianchter 
slaughter  houses,  cattle  and  hogpens  and  markets,  and  *^ott»«**tC' 
to  prevent  the  erection,  use  or  occupation  of  the  same 
where  the  ofifal  or  filth  thereof  shall  discharge  into  the 
waters  of  the  lake  or  river,  or  where  they  will  be  offen< 
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sive  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  city,  and  to  establish  rates 
for  and  license  venders  of  gunpowder  and  regulate  the 
storage,  keeping  and  conveying  of  the  same  or  other 
combustible  materials. 

6th.  To  provide  for  the  making,  grading,  improv- 
ing and  repairing  of  the  streets  of  the  city  of  Prescott, 
and  to  provide  for  the  making,  constructing  and  repair- 
ing of  gutters  and  sidewalks  in  said  city,  and  to  pre- 
vent the  incumbering  of  the  streets,  sidewalks,  lanes 
and  alleys,  with  carriages,  sleighs,  boxes,  lumber,  fire- 
wood or  other  materials  or  substances  whatever.

To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  horses, 
mules,  cattle,  swine,  sheep,  poultry  and  geese,  and  to 
authorize  the  distraining  and  impounding  and  sale  of 
the  same,

authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same  in  a  summary 
manner,  when  at  large  contrary  to  the  ordinances  of 
the  city,  and  to  tax  aogs,  and  fix  the  amount  of  such 
tax.

tent ofiBcer,  at  the  expense  of  such  person  or  persona 

11th.  To  make  and  establish  public  pounds,  pumps,  • 
wells,  cisterns,  reservoirs,  and  to  provide  for  the  erec- 
tion of  water-works  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  in- 
habitants of  the  city;  to  regulaie  and  license  hacks, 
cabs,  drays,  carts,  and  the  charges  of  backmen,  cab- 
men, draymen  and  cartmen  in  the  city,  and  to  erect 
lamps  and  to  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets, 
public  grounds  and  public  highways  with  gas  or  other- 
wise.

The  common  council  of  the  city  Pres- 
aod  thAirpow-  qqh  shsM  by  virtue  of  their  office  be  the  commissioners 
of  highways,  streets  and  alleys  therein,  and  shall  have 
the  care  and  superintendence  of  the  same ;  and  there  is 
hereby  conferred  upon  t]|e  said  council  the  same  power, 
in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  restrictions  as 
is  now  conferred  upon  the  town  board  of  supervisors  of 
the  several  towns  in  this  state,  as  provided  for  in  the 
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reviaed  statates  of  tfais  state,  chapter  19,  and  the  amend- 
atory acts  thereto,  in  the  general  statates  of  Wisconsin, 
to  open,  lay  out  and  establish  upon  actual  survey,  such 
new  streets,  highways  and  alleys  as  the  said  common 
council  may  deem  necessary  and  proper,  and  to  alter, 
discontinue  and  vacate  such  streets  or  alleys  as  said  , 
common  council  may  deem  proper. 

CHAPTER  7.

IMPROVEMENT  OF  STREETS  AND  SIDEWALKa 

Sbotion  1.    Every  ordinance,  resolution  or  by-law  <jdtoMicei  for 
providing  for  the  oonstraction  or  reconstruction  of  any  m^toi'lSSota,

of  the  council  had  relative  thereto,   at  the  meeting 
when  such  ordinance,  resolution  or  by-law  was  intro- 
duced shall  have  been  published  in  the  official  news- 
paper of  the  said  city. 

Sbcthon  2.  The  common  council  of  the  city  of  E>to*gjto«it 
Prescott  shall  have  power  to  establish  the  graae  of  ^tdSr'^ 
streets  or  alleys  of  the  city  of  Prescott,  and  to  change 
and  re-establish  such  grade  as  they  shall  deem  expedi- 
ent :  provided^  that  whenever  they  shall  change  or  alter 
the  grade  of  any  street  or  alley,  any  person  who  shall 
claim  to  have  sustained  damages  by  such  change  or 
altenition  of  grade  shall  have  his  right  of  action  against 
the  city  for  the  recovery  of  such  damages,  but'no  suit 
shall  be  commenced  as^ainst  the  city  therefor  until  ap- 
plication has  been  made  to  the  common  council  to  pay 
such  damages,  and  said  council  shall  have  refused  or 
neglected  for  three  months  to  pay  or  settle  the  sama 

Section  3.   It  shall T)e  the  auty  of  the  senior  alder-  JSn to beofer- 
man  in  each  ward  to  see  that  all  the  ordinances  of  the  seenofftiMta. 
city  relating  to  the  obstructions  and  cleaning  of  side- 
walks, streets,  alleys,  public  grounds,  reservoirs,  gut- 
ters, sewers,  waters  of  the  lake  and  river,  and  water 
couiBes  in  said  city  are  duly  observed  and  kept,  and

Sidewalks  shall  be  constructed,  recon- 
structed or  repaired  upon  the  proper  established  grade 
of  any  street  in  said  city,  of  such  width,  in  such  manner, 
of  such  materials  and  in  such  time  as  the  common 
council  by  ordinance,  resolution  or  order  shall  direct, 
by  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lot  or  piece  of  ground 
in  front  of  ^hich  such  sidewalk  shall  be  ordered.  If 
the  owner  or  owners  of  any  such  lot  or  piece  of  ground, 
shall  not  construct  such  sidewalk  as  aforesaid,  the  com- 
mon council  may  cause  the  same  to  be  constructed  at 
the  expense  of  such  owner  or  owners.

Jgr  two-thirds  Skotion  5.  The  common  council  shall  have  power 
bniidinffand  by  a  v^tc  of  two-thirds  of  all  its  members  to  order  the 
iSMt0?etc.  building,  construction,  reconstruction  or  repair  of  streets 
or  sidewalks  in  the  city  of  Prescott,  in  such  mauner  as 
they  may  deem  proper,  and  in  cases  of  emergency,  the 
council  may  order  the  reconstruction  or  repair  of  any 
street,  sidewalk  or  gutter,  immediately,  either  by  the 
owner  of  the  property  fronting  on  the  same,  or  by  the 
street  commissioner  of  the  ward,  or  by  contract  without 
any  previous  notice  or  advertisement,  at  the  expense  in 
whole  or  in  part  of  the  owner  of  the  property  fronting 
the  street,  sidewalk  or  gutter.  The  city  clerk  shall  re- 
ceive all  proposals  for  constructing  and'repairing  streets 
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or  fiidewalks,  and  shall  open  them  in  the  presence  of  the 
council,  who  shall  award  the  contract  to  the  lowest  re- 
sponsible bidder :  provided,  such  bid  is  a  reasonable  one, 
subject  to  such  provisions  in  case  of  violation  of  con- 
tract, and  to  such  other  particular  provisions  as  the  coun- 
cil may  prescriba  The  proceeding  for  ordering  the  re- 
pair of  streets  or  sidewalks  and  levying  and  collecting 
special  taxes  on  the  respective  lots  to  pay  for  the  same, 
shall  be  the  same  as  herein  provided  as  in  the  case  of  con- 
structing a  new  sidewalk,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
this  section.  Whenever  a  sidewalk  shall  be  out  of  re-

that  in  all  cases  when  improvements  or  work  of  any

FINANCES  AND  TAXATION.

All  property,  real  or  personal,  within  Aiiproporty 
the  city,  except  such  as  may  be  exempt  by  the  laws  of  Suod.  ^  **^' 
the  state,  shall  be  subject  to  annual  trxation  for  the 
support  of  the  city  government  and  the  payment  of  its 
debts  and  liabilities,  and  the  same  shall  be  assessed  ia 
the  manner  hereinbefore  provided.  The  assessors 
elected  under  this  act  shall  have  and  possess  the  same 
powers  that  are  or  may  hereafter  be  conferred  upon 
township  assessors,  except  so  far  as  they  may  be  altered 
by  this  act:  provided^  however ,  that  the  council  may 
prescribe  the  form  of  assessment  rolls,  and  more  fully

All  the  real  estate  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion by  the  laws  of  this  state  shall  be  subject  to  all 
special  taxes  for  the  building  of  sidewalks  and  im- 
provement of  streets  in  front  of  the  same. 

SSuSau  tox.  Section  17.  No  error  or  informality  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  any  of  the  oflScers  in  assessing  property, 
levying  or  collecting  taxes,  or  making  return  of  unpaid 
taxes,  not  affecting  the  substantial  justice  of  the  tar 
itself,  shall  invalidate  or  vitiate  or  anywise  affect  the 
validity  of  the  assessment  or  tax  :  provided^  that  this 
section  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  dispense  with  the 
requisite  majority  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the  com- 
mon council  in  the  levying  of  a  tax.

The  common  council  shall  have  power  pfror^gsiA- 
to  regulate  the  building,  construction  and  condition  of  ^**""' 
chimneys,  fire  places,  hearths,  stoves,  stovepipes,  ovens, 
boilers  and  apparatus  used  in  or  about  any  building, 
and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  or  placed  iu  a 
safe  and  secure  condition  when  considered  dangerous ; 
to  prevent  the  deposit  of  ashes  in  unsafe  places ;  to  re- 
quire the  inhabitants  to  provide  as  many  fire  buckets, 
and  in  such  manner  and  time  as  they  shall  prescribe, 
and  to  regulate  the  use  of  them  in  time  of  fire,  and  to 
regulate  and  prevent  the  carrying  on  of  any  manufac- 
tories dangerous  in  causing  and  promoting  fires;  to 
compel  the  owners  and  occupants  of  buildings  to  have 
scuttles  in  the  roof  and  stairs,  and  ladders  leading  to 
the  same  ;  to  authorize  the  mayor,  aldermen,  fire  war- 
dens and  other  officers  of  the  city  to  keep  away  from 
the  vicinity  of  the  fire  all  idle  and  suspected  persons, 
and  to  compel  bystanders  to  aid  in  the  extinguishment 
of  fires  and  in  the  preservation  of  property  exposed  to 
danger  thereat,  and  generally  to  establish  such  regula- 
tions for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires  as 
the  common  council  may  deem  expedient 
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Farchaaeof  en-  SECTION  3.  The  common  couDcil  shall  have  power 
SKSS?'*"^  to  purchase  fire  engines  and  other  fire  apparatus,  and 
to  authorize  the  formation  of  fire  engine,  hook  and  lad- 
der and  hose  companies,  and  to  provide  for  the  due  and 
proper  support  and  regulation  of  the  same,  and  to  order 
sueh  companies  to  be  disbanded,  and  their  meetings  to  ■ 
be  prohibited,  and  their  apparatus  to  be  delivered  up.

until  specially  repealed  by  the  common  cOancU  of  said

Section  16.  The  first  meeting  of  the  directors  and 
of  the  stockholders  of  said  company  shall  be  called,  by 
at  least  a  majority  of  the  directors  named  in. this  act; 
a  concurrenee  of  a  majority  of  the  directors  shall  be 
necessary,  in  order  to  adopt,  establish,  alter,  modify, 
amend,  rescind  or  abolish  anyone  regulation  or  by-law 
of  said  company. 

Section  17.  This  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a 
public  act,  and  shall  be  favorably  construed  to  effect 
the  purposes  hereby  intended,  and  copies  thereof, 
printed  by  authority  of  the  state  shall  be  received  as 
evidence  thereof  in  all  cases,  and  this  act  shall  take 
effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  AOT  for  the  presdrratioa  of  fish  ia  lake  Winnebago  and  Fox 

river. 

The  people  of  the  itaie  of  fFisoansin,  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  No  person  or  persons  shall  set  or  fish  Not  tofldi  with 
with,  or  take  any  fish  in  or  from  lake  Winnebago,  or"*^^"^***"^ 
the  Fox  river,  below  lake  Euih  des  Morts,  with  any 
trap  net,  pound  net,  gill  net  or  seine :  provided^  this  sec- 
tion shall  not  apply  to  that  portion  of  lake  Winnebago 
lying  south  of  a  line  drawn  from  east  to  west  across 
said  lake,  six  miles  north  of  the  city  of  Fond  du  Lac, 
and  any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  con- 
viction thereof  shall  be  punished  by  fine  of  not  less 
than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars ;  and  action  under  this  act  shall  be  cognizable 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  proper  county, 
and  any  person  convicted  under  the  provisions  of  this 
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act,  \^o  shall  negkct  for  twenty -four  hours  to  pay  the 
fine  imposed,  together  with  the  costs,  shall  be  committed 
to  the  common  jail  of  the  proper  county,  there  tore- 
main  until  such  fine  and  costs  are  paid,  or  until  he  shall 
be  discharged  by  due  course  of  law. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  justice  of 
the  peace  residing  in  the  county  in  which  any  of  the

not  be  construed  to  include  any  Indians  not  civilized, 
who  may  reside  within  the  limits  of  this  state,  and  that 
the  defendant  shall  not  be  deprived  of  his  rights  of 
trial  by  jury,  nor  his  rights  of  appeal  as  in  other  cases.

All  that  section  of  country  included  in 
the  east  halt  of  section  number  twenty,  in  the  town  of 
Hartford,  county  of  Washington,  and  state  of  Wiscon- 
sin, and  the  west  half  cf  section  number  twenty -one,  in 
said  town,  and  the  southwest  quarter  of  the  southwest 
quarter  of  section  number  sixteen,  and  the  southeast 
quarter  of  tiie  southeast  quarter  of  section  number 
seventeen  of  said  town  shall  hereafter  be  known  and 
distinguished  as  the  village  of  Hartford,  and  the  inhab- 
itants residing,  or  who  may  reside  within  said  limits, 
are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic  by 
the  name  of  the  village  of  Hartford,  and  by  that  name

The  clerk  shall  attend  the  meetings  cierk  to  keep 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  keep  a  record  of  the  pro-  JJeSngs'  tSl 
ceedings  of  said  board  and  of  all  the  votes  of  the  in- 
habitants at  any  annual  or  special  election,  and  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  lawfully  required 
of  him  by  the  said  board,  and  the  record  kept  by  said 
clerk,  and  copies  of  all  papers  required  by  this  act  and 
the  by-laws  passed  in  pursuance  of  this  act  filed  in  his 
office  and  certified  by  him,  shall  be  prima  facte  evi- 
dence in  all  legal  proceedings  in  any  of  the  courts  of 
this  state,  and  he  shall  per^rm  all  such  other  duties 
not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  as  are  now  performed 
by  town  clerks. 

Section  15.  The  marshal  shall  possess  all  the  powers  Powen  and  dn 
of  constables  and  be  subject  to  the  same  liabilities;  it  Jhif'*^*"" 
shall  be  his  duty  to  apprehend  with  or  without  process, 
any  person  whom  he  may  find  in  the  act  of  committing 
any  offense  against  the  laws  of  the  state  or  ordinance 
of  the  village,  and  forthwith  take  such  person  or  per- 
sons before  any  officer  of  competent  jurisdiction  for 
examination  or  trial  and  conviction,  as  the  case  may 
be,  and  for  all  such  services  he  shall  receive  such  fees 
ajs  are  allowed  to  constables  for  like  services. 

Sbotion  16.  The  treasurer  ot  said  village  shall  be  ^°7J{'*k*1J*' 
also  the  collector  of  taxes  levied  for  state,  county,  nS^?. 
school  and  village  purposes,  and  shall  perform  all 
such  duties  and  exercise  all  such  powers  as  may  be 
lawfully  required  of  him  by  the  ordinances  of  the 
trustees,  or  the  laws  of  the  state.  All  moneys  received 
by  means  of  any  tax,  license,  fine,  forfeiture  or  other- 
wise under  the  authority  of  this  act,  or  which  may 
belong  to  the  village,  shall  be  paid  into  his  hands,  and 
shall  not  be  drawn  therefrom  except  by  an  order  made 
by  the  trustees,  signed  l)y  the  president  and  attested 
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by  the  clerk ;  Le  shall  keep  an  accur9,te  account  in  a 
book  provided  by  the  village  for  that  purpose,  of  all 
moneys  coming  into  his  hands  as  treasurer ;  he  shall 
as  often  as  required  by  the  trustees,  render  an  account 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  at  the  expiration 
of  the  term  of  his  oflSce  shall  hand  over  to  bis  succes- 
sor in  office,  all  moneys,  books,  papers  and  other 
propert}^  in  his  possession  belonging  to  said  office ;  the 
said  treasurer  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  make  his 
return  to  the  county  treasurer,  be  subject  to  the  same 
liabilities  and  laws  and  receive  the  same  compensatiooi 
as  town  treasurers. 

Section  17.  The  assessor  shall  between  the  first 
Monday  of  June  and  the  first  Monday  of  July  in  each 
year,  assess  all  property  subject  to  taxation,  and  shall 
on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  July,  in  each  year, 
deliver  to  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  village,^  a  full 
and  complete  roll  thereof,  which  roll  shall  exhibit  the 
description  and  value  in  separate  columns  of  the  lands, 
lots  and  all  other  property  chargeable  with  tax  in  said 
village  respectively,  together  with  the  names  of  the 
owners  thereof,  so  far  as  the  same  can  be  ascertained. 
The  assessor  shall  return  said  assessment  roll  afler  the 
same  has  been  revised  by  the  board  of  trustees,  at  the 
time  and  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  town  as- 
sessors, and  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  his  ser- 
vices as  is  allowed  to  town  assessors.

The  justices  of  the  peace  elected  by 
ofjQBticM.       this  act  shall  have  and  exercise  the  same  jurisdiction, 
powers  and  duties,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  liabili- 
ties and  regulations  as  justices  of  the  peace  of  towns, 
and  said  justices  of  the  peace  within  said  corporation, 
shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  cases  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  or  for  violation  of  any  ordinance  or  by-law 
thereof;  and  in  all  such  cases  and  in  all  criminal  cases 
and  in  suits  for  damages  done  to  real  estate,  if  the  suit 
should  be  removed  from  the  justice  before  the  same 
was  commenced,  for  prejudice  or  other  causes,  the  pa- 
pers shall  be  transmitted  to  the  other  justice  in  the  said 
corporation  if  authorized  to  try  a  suit  between  the  par*

lished, by  putting  up  in  said  village  three  hand-bills, 
written  or  printed,  in  three  of  the  most  public  places,  at 
least  ten  days  prior  to  the  taking  effect  thereof,  and 
all  such  rules,  oy-laws  and  ordinances  are  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  and  have  full  force  of  law :  provided^  they 
'  be  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States  or  of  this  state. 

1st  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  license  and  LioensM. 
regulate  taverns,  groceries,  saloons,  victualing  houses 
/  *and  all  persons  dealing  in  spirituous  or  intoxicating 
liquors ;   said    licenses  shall    not   be   granted   for  a

the  amount  fixed  ana  provided  by  the  laws  of  this 
state ;  to  license  and  regulate  the  exhibition  of  com- 
mon showmen,  or  showmen  of  any  kind,  or  the  exhi- 
bition of  any  natural  or  artificial  curiosities,  all  cara- 
vans, circuses  and  theatrical  performances,  and  to  es- 
tablish the  price  in  all  cases  except  when  the  same  may 
be  fixed  by  law. 

2d.  To  restrain  and  prohibit  all  description  of  gam- 
bling and  fraudulent  devices  and  practices,  and  all 
playing  with  dice,  cards  or  other  games  of  chance  for 
gain. 

8d.  To  prevent  riots,  noise,  disturbance  or  disorder- 
ly assemblies,  to  suppress  and  restrain  disorderly  hou- 
se?, or  groceries,  or  houses  of  ill-fame,  to  authorize  the 
destruction  of  all  instruments  or  devices  for  the  pur- 
poses of  gaming. 

4th.  To  regulate  and  direct  the  location  and  man- 
agement of  slaughter  houses  and  markets,  to  regulate 
the  storage  and  keeping  of  gunpowder  and  other  com- 
bustible and  explosive  materials. 

5th.  To  prevent  horse  racing  or  immoderate  driving 
or  riding  in  the  streets,  and  to  regulate  the  places  for 
bathing  and  swimming; 

6th.  To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  swine, 
horses,  sheep,  geese  and  poultry,  and  to  authorize  the 
distraining  and  sale  thereof. 

7th.  To  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  dogs  and  to 
authorize  their  destruction  in  a  summary  manner  when 
at  large  contrary  to  regulations,  and  to  impose  a  tax  on 
the  same  at  their  discretion. 

8th.  To  establish  and  regulate  boards  of  health,  pro- 
vide hospitals,  cemeteries  and  regulate  the  burial  of  the 
dead,  and  the  returns  of  bills  of  mortality,  and  provide 
for  the  support  of  schools. 

9th.  To  prevent  all  persons  from  riding,  driving  or 
leading  any  horse  or  other  animal  on  the  sidewalks 
within  the  limits  of  the  village,  and  from  doing  any 
damage  to  the  sama 

10th.  To  prevent  the  discharge  of  firearms,  rockets  or 
crackers,  or  the  exhibition  of  any  fire-works  which  may 
endanger  the  persons  or  property  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  village. 

11th.  To  restrain  drunkards  or  immoderate  drink- 
ing or  obscenity  in  the  streets  or  any  public  places,  and 
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provide  for  arresting,  removing  and  punishing  anj  per- 
son or  persocs  who  may  be  found  guilty  of  tbe  same. 

i2ih.  To  prevent  th^  depositing  wiihin  any  waters  ^*rt*«w- 
of  tbe  village  of  any  dead  carcass,  or  any  filth  of  any 
kind,  and  prescribe  penalties  thereior.

of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded  with  in  all 
courts  of  competent  jurisdiction ;  may  hold  and  acquire 
by  purchase,  gift  or  otherwise  personal  or  real  property 
of  any  and  all  kinds  and  descriptions,  and  nell  ana  dis- 
pose of  the  same  at  pleasure:  provided^  that  the  real 
estate  of  said  incorporation  shall  not  be  more  than  two 
hundred  acres.

"&ction  4.     The  costs  and  expenses  of  surveying  ooiti to b^paid 

the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  city,  and  of  building  rt^dl^'^ 
bridges  across  the  ^ijanitowoc  river,  and  over  creeks 
and  ravines,  the  banks  of  which  are, so  high  or  so  far 
apart  that  the  intervening  space  cannot  be  filled  for  a 
sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  and  of  repairing, 
cleaning  and  tending  such  bridges,  and  the  cost  and 
expense  of  making,  building,  repairing  and  cleaning 
public  cisterns,  springs  and  reservoirs  shall  be  charge- 
able to  and  payable  out  of  the  general  fund  of  said 
city. 

"Section  5.  Whenever  the  board  of  aldermen  shall  coiitej^oii  of 
deem  it  necessary  to  construct  any  sidewalk  within  said ' 
city,  they  shall  require  the  street  commissioner  of  the 
proper  distuct  to  notify  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any 
lot  or  pircel  of  land  adjoining  such  contemplated  side- 
walk, by  publishing  such  notice  for  two  weeks  in  the 
official  paper  or  papers  in  such  city,  that  such  sidewalk 
must  be  built  within  ten  days  after  the  6rst  publication 
of  such  notice,  at  the  proper  cost  and  chargp  of  such 
owner.  If  such  work  is  not  done  within  such  time, 
and  in  the  manner  described  in  such  notice,  the  said 
street  commissioner  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  done,  by 
letting  the  contract  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder, 
and  charge  the  expense  thereof  to  the  lot  or  lots  prop- 
erly chargeable  therewith.  He  shall  also  be  required 
to  report  to  the  board  of  aldermen  the  amount  charged 
on  each  lot,  which  report  shall  be  verified  by  affidavit, 
and  upon  examination  and  acceptance  of  such  report 
by  the  board  of  aldermen,  certiBcates  shall  be  issued 
to  the  person  or  persons  having  made  such  sidewalk,  in 
the  same  way  as  provided  in  section  eighteen  of  this  . 
chapter:  provided^  that  before  the  said  board  of  alder- 
men shall  order  the  construction  of  any  sidewalk,  a 
petition  signed  by  at  least  one-half  of  the  resident

proposed  sidewalks  shall  be  presented  to  the  board  of 
aldermen,  and  allowed  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all 
the  aldermen  elect  Such  votes  shall  be  taken  by  ayes 
and  noes,  and  entered  upon  the  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  said  board, 
i^euand  **  Section  f^.     The  opening,  grading,   graveling,  or 

ftTennea.  Otherwise  improving  of  any   street,   avenue,   lane  or 

alley,  or  any  part  thereof,  not  less  in  length  than  one 
block,  shall  be  done  by  the  order  of  the  board  of  alder- 
men, upon  petition  in  writing,  signed  by  at  least  one- 
half  of  the  resident  property  owners  of  lots  or  parcels 
of  land  fronting  both  sides  of  such  street  or  parts

tioDor  i^'mSfe  '*  Section  7.  Whenever  any  order  for  the  improve- 
tobeJnprowd!  "fient,  grading  or  graveling  of  any  street  or  part  thereof 
shall  have  been  duly  made,  the  street  commissioner  in 
whose  district  the  said  improvement  shall  have  been 
ordered  to  be  made,  shall  make  or  cause  to  be  made  a 
careful  and  correct  survey,  estimate  and  specification 
in  writing,  of  the  number  of  cubic  yards  of  excava- 
tion or  filling,  or  both,  to  be  done  thereon,  the  number, 
size  and  kinds  of  culverts  to  be  made  across  the  same, 
the  number  of  cubic  yards  of  clay,  gravel  or  other  ma- 
terial, if  any,  to  be  placed  thereon,  and  the  depth  and 
width  of  the  same,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  sur- 
face of  such  street,  avenue,  lane  or  alley  is  to  be 
formed,  together  with  an  estimate  of  the  whole  costs  of 
'  such  improvement,  which  estimate  and  specification 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk.  Immedi- 
ately after  the  filing  of  such  estimate  and  specification, 
the  city  clerk  shall  give  notice  in  the  official  paper  or 
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papers  of  said  city,  stating  that  the  improvemeiit  of  a 
street,  avenue,  lane  or  alley  (naming  it)  has  been  order- 
ed by  the  board  of  aldermen,  according  to  certain  speci- 
fications in  his  office,  shovving  the  nature  and  extent  of 
sach  improvement,  and  that  for  a  term  of  ten  days  af- 
ter the  nrst  publication  of  such  notice  the  street  com- 
missioner  having  charge  of  said  improvement  will  re- 
ceive sealed  proposals  for  making  the  same  according 
to  such  specificatioi^s,  Which  bidi  shall  be  opened  in 
the  presence  of  the  board  of  aldermen,   and  contract 
awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  which  con- 
tract shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the  city,  by  the 
mayor,  the  city  clerk  and  the  street  commissioner  hav-

"Section  10.  Streets,  avenues,  lanes  and  alleys 
SarUff  ^»Mto.  opened  and  improved  according  to  the  established 
grade,  or  any  part  of  such  streets,  lanes,  avenues  and 
alleys,  not  less  in  length  than  the  block  opposite  which 
any  planking  or  paving  may  be  required,  shall  be 
planked  or  paved  by  order  of  the  board  of  aldermec, 
a  majority  of  all  aldermen  elected  voting  for  the  same, 
upon  a  vote  to  be  taken  by  ayes  and  noes  and  entered 
upon  the  record  of  the  proceedings  of  said  board  of 
aldermen,  and  no  order  for  such  paving  or  planking 
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shall  be  valid  or  binding  unless  the  vote  shall  so  be 
taken  and  recorded.  But  no  such  improvem*int  shall 
be  ordered  unless  more  than  one-half  of  the  resident 
owners  to  be  taxed  therefor  shall  petition  in  writing 
for  the  same,  and  when  so  ordered,  ihe  costs  and  ex- 
penses of  such  improvement  to  the  center  of  the  street, 
avenue,  lane  or  alley  shall  ba  chargeable  to  and  paya- 
ble by  the  lots  or  parcels  of  lands  fronting  or  opposite 
to  such  street,  avenue,  lane  or  alley,  but  the  costs  of 
planking  or  paving  crossings  shall  be  paid  from  the 
special  fund  of  the  ward  or  wards  in  which  they  are 
situated. 

"Section  11.  Whenever  any  improvement,  as  pro-  snrreyandM 
vided  for  in  the  last  preceding  section,  shall  have  been  SSSif  ***^ 
ordered,  the  street  commissioner  of  the  district  in 
which  such  improvement  is  ordered  to  be  made  shall 
cause  a  correct  survey  and  estimate  of  cost  of  such 
improvement  for  each  lot  or  part  of  lot  or  parc<*l  of 
land  in  front  of  which  such  improvement  is  to  be  made, 
and  file  such  estimate  of  cost  in  the  office  of  the  city 
clerk,  which  estimate  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  state- 
ment or  specifiication  of  the  nature  and  kind  of  the 
improvement  ordered,  and  the  manner  in  which  the 
same  is  to  be  made,  which  estimate  and  specification 
shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  all  parties  interested. 
Upon  the  filing  of  such  estimate  and  specification  with 
the  city  clerk,  he  shall  publish  in  the  official  paper  or  pa- 
pers of  the  city,  lor  at  least  ten  days,  a  notice  to  all  own-

writing  to  the  board  of  aldermen,  stating  the  kind  of 
improvement,  repair  or  cleaning,  the  person  or  persons

be  dangerous  to  be  put'  in  safe  condition ;  to  regulate 
the  manner  of  putting  up  stoves  and  stove  pipes ;  to 
prevent  bonfires  and  the  use  of  fireworks  and  firearms 
within  the  limits  of  said  village,  or  of  any  specifie4 
part  thereof;  to  aid  in  extinguishing  fires,  and  to  pull, 
break  down  and  raz  ^  such  building  in  the  vicinity  ot

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CHAPTER  868. 

[PumOtd  JuM  10,  1871.] 

AS  ACT  to  amend  chapter  16S  of  the  private  and  local  laws  of 
IS^l,  entitled  *'an  act  to  authorize  the  Portage,  Winnebago 
and  Superior  Railroad  Oompauy  to  extend  its  road  west  from 
Superior." 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconmij  represented  in  sencUe 
and  assembly,  do  enact  as  follows:

CHAPTER  872. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  tlio  Book  Prairie  Railrord  Oompanj. 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly  J  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  Elbridge  G.  Newhall,  Joseph  Fel- 
lows, Wright  Newhall,  John  T.  Verback,  John  Zuill, 
A.  M.  Carter,  H.  B.  Johnson,  David  McLay,  B.  F. 
Carey,  John  McLay,  Rush  B^jardsley,  Jesse  Seaver,  A. 
A.  P.  Coryne,  John  Harvey  and  W.  B.  Dodge,  of  Ilock 
county,  Wisconsin,  and  such  other  persons  as  shall  be- 
come stockholders  in  the  corporation  hereby  created, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be 
and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  pol- 
itic, by  the  name  and  style  of  the  "  Rock  Prairie  Rail- 
road Company,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual 
succession,  be  competent  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  an- 
swer and  be  answered  unto,  defend  and  be  defended  in 
any  court  whatever,  but  shall  never  set  up  the  defense 
of  usury  in  any  court  whatever.

said  railroad,  such  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  village  of  WinnecoDoe,  in  the  county  of 

Winnebago. 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  eenaie 
and  assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

^MjgeboBntf-  Section  1.  The  inhabitants  of  the  district  of 
country  included  within  the  following  limits  and 
boundaries  of  township  number  nineteen  (19),  of  range 
number  fifteen  (16),  in  the  county  of  Winnebago,  to  wit: 
The  recorded  plats  and  additions  thereto  of  the  vil- 
lages of  Winneconne  and  Williamsport,  recorded  in 
the  oflSce  of  the  register  of  deeds  of  the  county  of 
Winnebago,  and  state  of.  Wisconsin,  are  hereby  created 
a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of 

Sowlrif *  ^^^  "  president  and  trustees  of  the  village  of  Winne- 
conne,"  and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  cf  contract- 
ing and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  being 
answered  unto,  in  all  courts  and  places,  end  in  all  mat- 
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ters  whatsoever,  with  power  of  purchasing,  reoeiving, 
holding,  occupying  and  conveying  real  and  personal 
estate,  and  shall  have  a  common  seal  and  may  change 
the  same  at  pleasure.  It  shall  b^  competent  to  have 
and  exercise  all  the  rights  and  privileges,  and  be  sub- 
ject to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  appertaining  to  a 
manicipal  corporation. 

SEcnpN  2.     The  government  of  said  corporation  GoTeriaMiit 
and  the  exercise  of  its  corporate  powers  and  manage- 
ment of  its  prudential,  fiscal  and  municipal  concerns, 
shall  be  vested  in  three  trustees  one  of  wnom  shall  be 
president,  and  such  other  officers  as  are  hereinafter  pro*     • 
vided  for. 

Section  3.     The  said  corporation  shall  be  divided  WarddiTteioni.

shall,  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be  trustees  of

in  any  manner  ;  and  if  the  owner  shall  refuse  to  pro-

to^direct  the  safe  construction  of  a  place  for  the  deposit 
\  of  asbes ;  to  appoint  one  or  more  fire  wardens  to  enter 
intc^at  all  reasonable  times  and  examine  all  dwelling 
houses,  lots,  yards,  enclosures  and  buildings  of  every 
de.  oription,  in  order  to  discover  if  any  of  them  are  in 
a  dangerous  condition,  and  to  cause  SQch  as  may  be 
dangerous  to  be  put  in  a  safe  condition  ;  to  regulate 
the  manner  of  putting  up  stoves  and  stove  pipe ;  to  pre- 
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Vent  fires  and  the  use  of  fire-arms  within  the  limits  of 
said  village,  or  such  part  thereof  as  they  may  think 
proper ;  to  compel  the  inhabitants  of  said  village  to  aid 
ID  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  to  pulldown,  break 
down  and  raze  such  buildings  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
fire  as  may  be  directed  by  any  of  the  trustees  who 
may  be  at  the  fire,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing 
its  communication  to  other  buildings ;  and  any  build- 
ing so  destroyed  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  corporation  ; 
to  constru3t  and  preserve  reservoirs,  pumps,  wells  and 
other  water  works,  and  to  regulate  the  use  thereof,  and 
generally  to  establish  other  measures  of  prudence  for 
the  prevention  or  extinguisament  of  fires  as  they  may 
deem  proper.

Seventh.  To  prevent   the    incumbering  of  streets,  snai«iberiDg 
sidewalks,  alleys   or  public  grounds  with  carriages,  •''^•^■* 
carts,  wagons,  sleds,  boxes,  lumber,  fire  wood  or  other 
materials  or  substances  or  things  whatever. 

Eighth     To  prevent  horse  racing,  immoderate  driv-  Hone  ndng. 
ing  or  riding  on  the  streets,  and   to  regulate  the  place 
of  bath.ng  and  swimming  in  waters  within  the  limits 
of  the  village. 
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Ninth.  To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattl^ 
swine,  sheep  and  horses  or  other  animals,  and  to  au- 
thorize the  distraining  and  sale  of  the  same,  or  to  im- 
pose a  fine  not  exceeding  five  dollars  for  every  such 
animal  found  so  going  at  large,  in  violation  of 'the  or- 
dinances of  said  village.

To  establish  the  grade  of  streets  in  said  QndeoritreotB 
corporation  and  to  appoint  a  surveyor  and  to  prescribe         ^ 
his  duties  and  fix  bis  compensation. 

Twentieth.     To  prevent  any  person  from  placing  in  obs^mottonsof 
the  waters  of  the  Wolf  river,  wittiin  the  boundaries  of''* 
the  said  corporation,  dny  article  of  wood,  any  stone, 
earth  or  other  substance  which  may  retard  the  flow  ot 
'water,  or  fill  up  or  contract  the  bed  of  said  stream,  or 
which  may  be  prejudicial  to  the  health  of  said  village. 

Section  15.  Every  member  of  any  fire  c6mpany  nr^encx- 
or  hook  and  l-idder  company  authorized  to  be  formed  Sghwi?^

CHAPTER  874. 

[FlMtM  March  28,  1871.] 

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  U7  of  the  private  lawa  of  1867,  eoti- 
tled  **  an  act  to  revise,  ooosolidate  and  amend  the  act  to  incor« 
porat9  the  city,  of  Oreen  Ba//'  and  the  severU  acts  amendatory 
thereto." 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  %n  senate 
and  assembly  J  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  four  of  chapter  seven  of  chap-  Ameniied. 
ter  one  hundred  and  forty  seven  of  the  private  laws  of 
1867,  as  amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty- 
seven  of  the  private  laws  of  1869,  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  from  the  sentence  commencing  with  the  . 
word,  "sewers,"  all  between  the  word,  *' sewers "  and 
the  word,  "commissioners,"  inclusive,  and  inserting  in 
lieu  thereof,  the  following:  "Sewers  may  bo  ordered 
by  the  city  council  and  ouilt  and  maintained  by  spe- 
cial tax  to  be  levied  upon  the  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty within  the  ward  through  which  any  such  sewer  or 
part  of  a  sewer  may  run :  provided,  that  a  petition 
therefor  shall  have  been  presented  to  said  council,  and 
signed  by  a  majority  of  the  tax-payers  of  such  ward." 

Section'  2.    Section  1  of  chapter  18  of  said  act  lud. 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word,  "  work," 
in  the  first  line  thereof,  the  words,  "other  than  the  lay- 
ing of  pavement  under  a  patent  right  done ;"  also  by 
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inserting  before  the  word,  ".bidder,"  the  words,  "com- 
petent and  responsible." 

Section  3.  The  city  council  are  authorized  to  ex- 
tend Washington  street  in  said  city  as  far  as  Oedar 
street,  in  such  direction  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and 
upon  application  of  the  mayor,  the  judge  of  the  tenth 
judicial  circuit  shall  appoint  three  disinterested  persons 
as  commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  ascertain 
what  compensation  if  any  shall  be  due  U)  the  owners 
of  any  real  estate  by  way  of  damages  on  account  of 
said  extension. 

Section  4  The  mayor  of  the  city,  and  such  citi- 
zens, not  less  than  twelve  in  number,  as  may  associate 
themselves  together  by  articles  of  association  duly  ex- 
ecuted and  recorded  with  the  register  of  deeds  of 
Brown  county,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  litera- 
ry institution  and  a  public  library  in  the  city  of  Green 
Bay,  under  the  name  of  the  Green  Bay  Literary  Insti- 
tute, shall  be  vested  with  all  the  powers  of  corporations 
under  the  law;  may  acquire  and  dispose  of  in  any 
manner  within  the  limits  designated  by  their  articles 
of  association  and  by-laws,  such  real  and  personal 
property  as  may  be  useful  and  necessary  to  the  pur- 
poses of  said  corporation,  and  shall  apply  the  same 
solely  to  said  purposes.  The  governor  of  the  state  of 
Wisconsin  and  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Green  Bay 
shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  said  institute. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  its  passage.

ital stock  of  the  corporation  hereby  created,  and  their 
'"successors  and  assigns  shall  be  and  are  hereby  made 
and  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the 
name  of  the  **  Manitowoc  Dry  Dock  Company,"  with  JJ^^JJ^"* 
perpetual  succession,  atfd  by  that  name  shall  be  capable 
m  law  and  equity  of  suing  and  of  being  sued,  plead- 
ing and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered 
unto,  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  and 
places  whatever,  in  all  manner  of  actions  and  causes; 
may  have  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  alter  or 
break  and  renew  at  pleasure,  and  by  that  name  shall 
be  capable  of  purchasing,   holding,  leasing,  mortgag- 
ing, selling  and  conveying  estate,  real  or  personal  or 
mixed,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said  corporation, 
and  to  such  extent  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  busi- 
ness and  purposes  of  the  said  corporation  ;  and  the  said 
company  shall  have  and  enjoy  all  the  privileges,  fran- 
chises and  immunities  incident  to  a  corporation.

Tke  people  of  ike  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
'   and  assembly^  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.     All  that  portion  of  territory  lying  east  vuuge  limits, 
of  the  Cbippewa,  describjd  as  follows  :  the  south  half 
(1-2)  of  seciioQ  twenty-one   (21),  and  the   northwest 
quarter  ol  section  twenty-eight  (28),   aid  southwest 
quarter  of  the  northwest  quarter  of  section  twenty-two 
(22),  and  the  southeast  quarter  of  the  northeast  quar- 
ter of  section  twenty-one  (21),  all  of  township  number 
twenty-five  (25),  range  thirteen  in  the  town  of  Durand, 
countf  of  Pepin  and  state  of  Wisconsin,  shall  be  here- 
after known  as  the  village  of  Durand,  and  the  inhabit- 
ants residing,  or  who  may  hereafter  reside  within  the 
limits  of  said  village  are  hereby  constituted  a  body 
corporate  by  the  name  of  the  president  and  trustees  of  n*»««»* 
the  village  of  Durand,  and  by  that  name  thej  and  ^ 
their  successors  forever  hereafter  shall  and  may  have 
perpetual  succession,  shall  be  (Capable  of  contracting 
and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of 
pleading  and  being  impleaded  in  all  eourts  of  law  and

at  their  annual  and  other  legal  meetings,  and  to  keep 
on  file  all  papers  which  may  be  ordered  by  the 
trustees.  The  record  kept  by  the  cleik  shall  be 
evidence  in  all  legal  proceedings  and  copies  of  ^11  pa- 
pers duly  filed  in  his  office,  and  transcripts  from  the 
record  ot  proceedings  of  the  board  of  trustees  ceitified 
by  him  under  the  corporate  seal  shall  b^  evidence  the 
same  as  the  original  record.  He  shall  keep  the  corpo- 
rate seal  ot  said  village ;  he  shall  keep  a  full  account 
of  all  orders  drawn  oh  the  treasury  in  a  book  provided 
for  that  purpose,  and  shiill  keep  all  accounts  of  the 
corporation  with  intliviJuuls,  and  shall  also  keep  an 
accurate  account  with  the  treasurer,  and  chaige  him 
with  all  taxes  levied  and  sums  of  money  paid  into  the 
treasury,  and  all  receipts  of  the  payment  ot  money  or 
property  to  the  treasurer  shall  be  countersigne<l  by  the 
clerk  before  they  shall  be  a  legal  voucher  against  the 
village. 

Section  14  The  attorney  shall  perform  all  profes- 
sional services  incident  to  the  office  as  prescribed  by 
ordinances  or  by  resolutions  of  the  president  and  trust- 
ees, or  as  directed  by  the  president,  and  when  required 
shall  furnish  written  opinions* to  them. 
.  Section  15.  The  president  and  trustees  shall  have 
power  from  time  to  time  to  require  other  and  further 
duties  to  be  performed  by  any  officer  whose  duties  are 
herein  prescribed,  and  to  appoint  such  other  officers  as 
may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  to  prescribe  their  duties  and  to  fix  the  com- 
pensation of  all  officers,  elected  or  appointed  by  them. 
Such  compensation  shall  be  fixed  by  resolution  at  the 
time  the  office  is  created,  or  at  the  commencement  ot 
the  year,  and  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  dur- 
ing the  term  such  officer  shall  remain  in  office. 

Section  16.  If  any  person  having  been  an  officer  in 
said  village,  shall  not  within  ten  days  after  notification 
and  request,  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office  all  prop- 
erty, moneys,  books,  papers  and  effects  of  every  de- 
scription in  his  pt)ssession,  belonging  to  said  village  or 
pertaining  to  the  office  he  may  have  held,  he  sliall  for- 
feit and  pay  to  the  use  of  the  village  one  hundred  dol- 
lais,  besides  all  damages  caused  by  his  reglect  or  re- 
fusal so  to  deliver,  and  such  successor  may  recover  the 
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possession  of  such  books,  papers  and  effects  in  the  man- 
cer  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  this  state. 

Section  17.  The  surveyor  shall  be  a  practical  sur-  JSrejw.**^ 
veyor  Knd  engineer,  and  bis  duties  shall  be  f)rei«cribed 
and  directed  by  the  president  and  trustees,  and  his  com- 
pensation shall  be  fixed  by  them  for  any  eervices  per- 
ibrmed  by  him.  All  surveys,  profiles,  plans,  plats  or 
estimates  made  by  him  for  the  village  shall  be  the  prop- 
erty of  the  village,  and  shall  be  filed  and  carefully  pre- 
served in  the  ofiice  of  the  clerk  or  other  oflScer  as  may 
be  directed  by  them,  and.  shall  be  open  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  all  persons  interested. 

Section  18.  The  style  of  all  ordinances  passed  by  styk  of  ordi- 
the  president  and  trustees  shall  be,  "  the  president  and  nim,  eti.*"^ 
trustees  of  the  village  of  Durand,  do  ordain  as  follows ;" 
the  president  and  one  trustee  or  two  trustees  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business, 
and  in  the  absence  of  the  president  the  trustees  present 
shall  appoint  one  of  their  numbc  president /wo  fern, 
who  shall  possess  as  such,  all  the  powers  of  the  presi- 
dent, and  said  ofHcers  shall  receive  the  same  compen- 
saiion  that  town  boards  of  tow  fis  receive  for  similar  ser- 
vices. 

Section  19.  The  president  and  trustees  shall  have  powenof  tiM 
the  exclusive  authority  within  the  corporate  limits  of  Jjjjj ^iJjfSr 
the  said  villnge,  to  grant  according  to  law  or  ordinance 
or  both,  licenses  for  selling  wine,  beer  or  cider  or 
spirituous,  intoxicatincr,  alboholic,  vinous,  fermented, 
mal  or  mixed  liquors,  liquids  or  drink«<:,  regulate  and 
license  groceries,  taverns,  hotels,  victualing  hcuses  and 
saloons,  and  all  persons  vending  or  dealing  in  any  such 
liquors,  liquids  or  drinks,  ana  to  revoke  the  same; 
and  no  person  shall  sell,  vend,  deal  in  or  for  the  pur- 
pose or  evading  the  provisions  of  law  or  oi  this  act  or 
the  ordinances  of  said  village  give  away  any  such 
wine,  beer  or  cider  or  intoxicating,  spirituous,  alcoholic, 
vinous,  fermented,  mixed  or  malt  liquors,  liquids  or 
drinks  within  such  corporate  limits,  without  first  hav- 
ing obtained  license  therefor  as  provided  by  this  act, 
the  laws  of  this  state  and  the  ordinances  of  paid  vil- 
lage ;  and  any  person  who  shall  in  any  manner  violate 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  or  the  ordinances 
or  the  laws  herein  referred  to,  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  be  punished  as  provided  by  the  laws  of  this 
state  and  the  ordinances  of  said  village  on  this  subject, 
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and  all  sucli  offenses  shall  be  prosecuted,  as  provide 
by  such  laws  and  ordinances  All  moneys  received 
for  such  licenses  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  said 
village  as  herein  before  provided:  provided^  that  the 
sum  to  be  paid  for  any  such  license  shall  not  be  less 
than  the  amount  fixed  and  provided  by  the  laws  of 
this  state  or  the  ordinances  of  the  said  village,  and  that 
no  license  shall  be  granted  for  a  le^s  time  than  one 
year ;  and  provided  furthery  that  no  person  thus  licensed 
or  without  being  so  licensed,  shall  sell  or  give  away 
any  nuch  wine,  beer  or  cider,  or  spirituous,  intoxicat- 
ing, alcoholic,  vinous,  fermented,  mixed  or  malt  liquors, 
liquids  or  drinks,  on  election  day  or  Sunday ;  and 
prdvided  farther^  that  no  person  thus  licensed  or  with-

and  the  proof  on  the  trial  of  snch  selling,  vending,  deal- 
ing in  or  giving  away  to  any  person  of  any  one  of  such 
inhibited  liquors,  liquids  or  drinks  shall  be  sufficient 
to  warrant  and  sustain  a  cpnviction,  or  proof  that  the 

Sermon  charged  kept  a  bar,  sideboard  or  other  thing  or

any  person  from  vending,  giving  or  dealing  in  spirit- 
uous, intoxicating,  alcoholic,  malt,  mixed,  fermented  or 
vinous  liquors,  unless  duly  licensed  by  them. 

Third.  To  prevent  any  riots,  noises,  iisturbances  or^***^**®* 
disorderly  assemblages,  to  suppress  and  restrain  disor- 
derly houses  or  groceries  and  houses  of  ill-fLme,  and  to 
punish  and  restrain  frequenters  of  the  same,  and  to  au- 
thorize the  destruction  of  all  instruments  used  for  the 
purpose  of  gaming. 

Fourth.  To' com  pel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  Nwiean* 
grocery,  cellar,   tallow-chandler's  shop,  soap  factory,  ^  **^

tannery,  stable,  barn,  privy,  sewer  or  other  unwhole- 
some, nauseous  house  or  place,  to  cleanse,  remove  or 
abate  the  same  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  it  may  be 
deemed  necessary  for  the  health,  comfort  or  conven- 
ience of  the  inhabitants  of  said  village. 

Fifth.  To  direct  the  location  and  management  of 
slaughter  houses  and  markets,  and  to  prevent  the  erec- 
tion, use  and  occupation  of  the  same,  and  to  establish 
rules  for,  and  license  venders  in  gunpowder,  and  regu- 
late the  storage,  keeping  and  conveying  of  the  same  or 
other  combustible  materials. 

Sixth.  To  prevent  the  encumbering  of  streets,  side- 
walks, lanes  and  alleys  with  carriages,  sleighs,  boxes, 
lumber,  fire  wood  or  other  materials  or  substances 
whatever,  and  to  prevent  the  digging  or  sinking  of 
boles  or  shafts  in  the  streets  of  fiaid  village. 

Seventh.  To  prevent  horse  racing  or  immoderate 
riding  or  driving  in  the  streets,  and  to  regulate  the 
time  and  place  of  bathing  in  the  water  within  the  limits 
of  said   village. 

Eighth,  To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  horses, 
cattle,  mules,  swine,  sheep,  poultry  and  geese,  and  to 
authorize  the  distraining  impounding  and  sale  of  the 
same. 

Ninth.  To  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  and 
to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same  in  a  summary 
manner,  when  at  large  contrary  to  the  or  linances. 

Tenth.  To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  depos- 
iting or  having  within  said  village  any  putrid  carcass 
or  other  unwholesome  substance,  and  to  require  the 
removal  of  the  same  by  any  person  who  shall  have 
upon  his  premises  any  such  substance  or  putrid, 
unwholesome  or  unsound  beef,- pork,  fish,  hides  or  skins 
of  any  kind,  and  in  default  of  such  person,  to  author- 
ize the  removal  thereof,  by  some  competent  officer  at 
the  expense  qf  such  person. 

Eleventh.  To  make  and  establish  pounds  and  ap- 
point pound-masters  and  fence-viewers,  and  prescribe 
their  duties  and  powers,  also  to  protect  shade  or  orna- 
mental trees  on  the  public  squares,  or  in  the  streets  of 
the  corporation.  Also  to  fence  the  public  sqttares  and 
grounds  of  said  corporation,  and  to  protect  the  same, 
and  also  to  protect  the  monuments  in  said  village. 

Twelfth.  To  establish  and  regulate  boards  of  h^^alth, 
provide  hospitals  for  those  infected  with  small  pox  or 
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other  contagious  diseases,  and  order  and  regulate  the 
removal  of  such  persons  from  the  village,  when  its 
beahh  and  safety  so  require,  and  to  provide  grounds 
for  the  barial  of  the  dead. 

Thirteenth;  To  call  regular  and  special  meetings  of  Regular  and 
the  voters  of  the  said  village,  and  to  prescribo  the  com-  JS|Jf**  "****" 
pensation  of  all  officers  of  the  corporation  except  their 
own,  and  shall  examine,  audit  and  tidjust  the  accounts 
of  all  persons  and  of  all  officers  of  the  corporation. 

Fourteenth.  To  organize  fire  companies,  hook  Fini«giiU> 
and  ladiler  companies ;  to  regulate  their  govern-  ^°"*' 
ment,  and  the  time  and  manner  of  their-  exercises; 
to  provide  all  necessary  apparatus  for  the  extin- 
guishment of  fires  ;  to  require  the  owners  of  buildings 
to  provide  and  keep  suitable  ladders  and  fire  buckets, 
"which  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appurtenances  to  the 
real  estate  and  exempt  from  seizure,  distress  or  sale  in 
any  manner,  and  if  the  owner  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
furnish  suitable  ladders  or  fire  buckets,  after  reasonable 
notice,  the  trustees  may  procure  and  deliver  the  same 
to  him,  and  in  default  of  payment  therefor,  may  re- 
cover of  such  owner  the  value  of  such  ladder  or  fire- 
buckets,  or  both,  with  costs  of  suit ;  to  direct  the  safe 
construction  of  places  for  the  deposit  of  ashes  ;  to  ap- 
point one  or  more  fire  wardens  to  enter  into  at  reason- 
able times  and  examine  all  dwelling  houses,  lots,  yards, 
enclosure  and  buildings  of  every  description,  in  order 
to  discover  whether  any  of  them  are  in  a  dangerous 
condition,  and  to  cause  such  as  may  be  dangerous  to 
be  put  in  a  safe  condition ;  to  regulate  the  manner  of 
putting  up  stoves  and  stove  pipes ;  to  prevent  fires  and 
the  use  of  fire-works  and  fire-arras  within  the  limits  of 
said  village,  or  such  part  thereof  as  they  may  think 
proper;  to  compel  the  inhabitants  of  said  village  to  aid 
in  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  to  pull,  break  down 
and  raze  such  buildings  in  the  vicinity  of  the  fire,  as 
shall  be  directed  by  the  trustees  or  any  four  of  them 
who  may  be  at  the  fire,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing 
its  communication  with  other  buildings  ;  and  a.ny  build- 
ing so  destroyed  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  corporation ; 
to  constru3t  and  preserve  reservoirs,  pumps,  wells  and 
other  water  works,  and  to  regulate  the  use  thereof  and 
to  establish  other  measures  of  prudence  for  the  pre- 
vention or  extinguishment  of  fires  as  they  may  deem 
proper. 
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Fifteenth..  To  prevent  all  persons  from  riding  or  driv- 
ing any  horse»  ox,  mule  or  other  animal  on  the  side- 
walks, or  ill  any  way  doing  any  damage  to  them. 

Sixteenth.  To  restrain  drunkards,  immoderate  drink- 
ing or.  obscenity  in  the  streets,  or  other  places,  in 
the  said  village,  and  to  provide  for  the  arresting,  re- 
moving and  punishing  any  person  or  persons  who  may 
be  guilty  of  the  same. 

Seventeenth.  To  prevent  the  shooting  of  firearms  or 
the  exhibition  of  any  fireworks  in  any  place  which 
they  may  consider  dangerous  to  the  village  or  any  prop- 
erty therein,  or  annojing  to  any  person  thereof. 

Eighteenth.  To  regulate  the  police  of  the  village;  to 
to  build  and  maintain  and  keep  in  repair  a  lock-up;  to 
regulate  the  place  and  manner  of  selling  and  weighing 
hay,  nnd  measuring  and  selling  wood,  and  to  appoint 
suitable  persons  to  superintend  the  same. 

Nineteenth.  To  establish  public  markets  and  to  make 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  same  ; 
to  appoint  suitable  officers  for  overseeing  and  regulat- 
ing such  markets,  and  to  punish  and  restrain  for  inter- 
rupting and  interfering  with  the  due  observance  of  such 
rules  and  regulations;  to  license  and  regulate  butch- 
ers' stalls,  shops  and  stands  for  the  sale  of  game,  poul- 
try, meats,  fish  and  other  provisions. 

T«\entieth.  To  regulate,  suppress  or  license  hawkers 
and  peddlers  who  travel  from  place  to  place  to  sell 
goods,  wares  and  merchandise  within  said  village,  and 
to  license  transient  dealers  and  traders  to  sell  the  same. 

Twenty-first  To  compel  the  owners  of  buildings  or 
grounds,  or  the  occupants,  when  the  same  are  occupied, 
to  remove  snow,  dirt  or  rubbish  from  sidewalks,  streets 
or  alleys  opposite  thereto,  and  to  compel  such  owner 
or  occupants  to  remove  from  the  lot  owned  or  occupied 
by  him  all  such  substances  as  the  board  of  health  shall 
direct,  and  in  default  to  authorize  the  removal  or  de- 
struction of  the  ubjeciionable  substance  by  some  officer 
of  the  village  at  the  expense  of  such  owner  or  occupant. 

Twenty-second.  To  regulate  the  time,  place  and

Twenty-third.  To  appoint  watchmen  and  prescribe 
their  duties. 

Twenty-fourth.  To  require  the  owner  of  any  lots 
and  grounds  in  the  village  to  set  out  ornamental  trees 
in  the  street  or  streets  fronting  the  same,  and  in  default 
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thereof  to  cause  the  same  to  be  done,  and  to  levy  a 
special  tnx  upon  sach  lots  or  groands  to  pay  the  ex- 
pense of  the  same. 

Twenty-fifth.     To  make,  open,  keep  in  repair,  grade,  opening  and 
improve,   lay  out,  alter,  widen,  vacate  or  discontinue  JJJJJJJ^*"*''**^ 
streets,  avenues,  lanes,  alleys,  sewers  and  sidewalks,  to 
keep  tbem  free  from  incumbrances,  and  to  protect  them 
froni  injury  in  said  villaga 

Twenty-sixth.  Upon  the  application  of  the  owners  special  m  for 
of  two-thirds  of  the  lots  on  any  street  or  part  of  a  ■iSWiita. 
street,  or  on  one  side  of  any  block,  to  levy  and  collect 
a  special  tax  on  the  owners  of  the  lots  on  such  street 
or  part  of  street,  according  to  their  respective  parts,  for 
the  purpose  of  making  a  sidewalk  along  the  sanrie,  or 
grading,  paving  or  improving  the  street  along  the  same. 

Section  22.  The  trustjes  shall  have  power  to  ap- 
point, and  at  their  pleasure  to  remove  the  following  Apoointmant: 
officers,  to  wit:  one  chief  engineer  of  the  fire  depart-  SSiceSI"^**** 
ment,  two  fire  wardens,  and  as  many  assistant  fire  ward- 
ens as  they  shall  from  time  to  tim^  deem  necessary ; 
a  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  and  a  street  commis- 
sioner, and  prescribe  their  duties  and  fix  their  compen- 
sation, under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  impose 
and  enforce  by  law,  such  penalties  ns  to  the  said  trustees 
may  seem  proper,  for  any  malfeasance  or  improper 
conduct  of  any  of  said  officers,  and  to  require  bonds 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  any  or  of 
such  of  them  as  may  be  deemed  expedient  and  neces- 
sary by  the  trustees.

sons, and  a  description  of  the  property  taxed,  and 
thereu[)on  the  street  commissioner  shall  notify  the  per- 
sons named  in  such  tax  list,  by  puLlishing  a  notice  in 
three  or  more  of  the  most  conspicuous  places  in  said 
village,  or  in  some  public  newspaper  printed  therein, 
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and  sh&ll  specify  in  such  notice,  a  time  not  less  than 
twenty  days  nor  more  than  thirty  days  from  the  date 
thereof,  when  the  persons  charged  with  taxes  m  such 
list  may  pay  their  taxes  in  labor,  materials  or  money, 
and  the  persons  charged  with  such  tax,  may  within 
such  time  and  at  such  place  as  may  be  required  by 
such  street  commissioner,  pay  their  taxes  in  labor  or 
materials :  provided^  the  labor  and  materials  offered  in 

Eayment  for  such  taxes  are  suitable,  and  such  as  may 
e  required  by  said  street  commissioner. 
Section  25.  At  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from 
the  time  the  said  street  commissioner  shall  have  re-

the  town  of  Waupun,  in  the  county  of  Fond  du  Lac, 
shall  hereafter  be  known  and  designated  as  the  village 
of  Waupun,  and  the  inhabitants  residing  or  who  may  i^auooiu 
hereafter  reside  within  said  village,  are  hereby  consti-  p>*«»^ 
tuted  a  body  corporate  to  be  known  and  recognized  by 
the  name  or  title  of  ^'the  president  and  trustees  of  the 
village  of  Waupun,"  and  by  said  name  or  title  they 
and  their  successors  forever  shall  and  may  have  per- 
petual succession,  and  shall  be  persons  in  law  capable 
of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  implead- 
ed, answering  and  being  answerea  unto,  defending  and 
being  defended  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  in  all  suits 
whatsoever ;  and  in  all  suits  against  said  corporation, 
the  first  process  shall  be  by  summons,  and  an  attested 
copy  thereof  shall  be  served  upon  the  president  or 
clerk  of  the  corporation  at  least  ten  days  previous  to 
the  return  day  tnereof. 

Section  2.   The  village  of  Waupun  shall  be  divided  warddiTisioBa. 
into  two  wards,  to-wit :  All  that  part  of  said  village 
lying. and  being  in  said  town  of  Chester  and  county  of 
iJodge  shall  constitute  one  ward,  and  shall  be  known 
54— P  k  L.  laws.

lage, shall  be  expended  within  the  limits  of  each  ward 
respectively,  in  which  the  same  has  or  may  be  assessed 
and  collected,  except  as  provided  by  section  sixty  of 
this  act,  and  all  property  within  the  limits  of  said  vil- 
lage shall'  be  ana  the  same  is  hereby  forever  exempt 
from  paying  a  road  tax  iu  any  town  or  township  in 
this  state. 
ttSJ^'JiSSie  Secpion  8.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  qualified 
•*«•»•  electors  of  each  ward  in  said  village  to  meet  at  the 

place  of  hoMing  the  last  general  election  in  such  ward, 
on  the  first  Tuesday  in  April,  and  annually  thereafter, 
at  such  places  as  the  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint^ 
and  then  and  there  proceed  by  plurality  of  votes,  to 
elect  by  ballot  a  president  who  shall  be  ex  officio  a 
trustee,  four  trustees,  treasurer,  marshal,  two  assessors, 
two  supervisors  and"  two  justices  of  the  peace,  who 
shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified,  except  the  justices  of 
the  peace,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for  two  year:>,  as 
hereinafter  provided  ;  all  of  said  officers  to  be  electors 
of  their  respective  wards;  the  south  ward  electing  two 
trustees,  one  assessor,  one  supervisor  and  one  justice 
of  the  peace,  and  the  north  ward  electing  two  trustees, 
one  assessor,  one  supervisor  and  one  justice  of  the 
peace ;  one  of  the  trustees,  when  elected,  of  each  ward, 
and  during  the  time  for  which  he  shall  bold  office  under 
such  election,  shall  reside  west  of  the  Milwaukee  and 
Horicon  railroad  running  through  said  village;  and  the 
president  shall  be  elected  alternately  from  the  elector 
residing  on  the  east  and  west  sides  of  said  railroad ;

-all  taxes  for  village  or  other  purposes  within  paid  cor- 
poration. The  records  kept  by  the  clerk  shall  be  evi- 
dence in  all  legal  proceedings,  and  copies  of  h\l  papers 
duly  filed  in  his  ofiice,  and  transcripts  from  the  records 
of  proceedings  of  the  board  of  trustees  certified  bv 
him  under  the  corporate  seal,  shall  hd  evidence  in  all 
courts  of  the  contents  of  the  same. 

Section  12.  The  treasurer  of  said  village  shall  re-  Powewtndjm 
ceive  all  moneys  which  may  or  shall  be  collected  for  mri 
the  use  of  the  corporation  by  virtue  of  this  act,  or  by 
virtue  of  any  by-law  or  ordinance  of  the  corporation, 
and  give  the  person  paying  the  same,  his  receipt  there- 
for; all  moneys  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasurer  by 
warrant,  under  the  corporate  seal,  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent by  order  of  the  trustees,  and  countersigned  by  the 
clerk,  who  sHall  keep  a  record  thereof,  and  any  such 
warrant  shall  set  forth,  for  what  purpose  the  amount 
specified  therein  is  to  be  paid ;  and  the  said  treasurer 
shall  pay  out  the  funds  of  the  corporation  in  no  other 
way  whatever.  He  shall  keep  a  just  and  accurate  ac- 
count of  all  moneys  and  other  things  coming  into  his 
hands  as  treaeurerj  in  a  book  to  be  provided  by  the

apparatus  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires ;  to  re- 
quire .the  owners  of  buildings  to  provide  and  keep 
suitable  ladders  and  fire  buckets,  which  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  appurtenances  to  the  real  estate  and 
exempt  from  seizure,  of  distress,  or  sale  in  any  man- 
ner, and  if  the  owner  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to 
procure  suitable  ladders  or  fire  buckets,  after  reasonable 
notice,  the  trustees  may  procure  and  deliver  the  same 
to  him,  and  in  default  of  payment  thereof,  may  re- 
cover of  the  said  owner  the  value  of  such  ladders  or  fire- 
buckets,  or  both,  with  costs  of  suit ;  to  regulate  the 
storage  of  gunpowder,  and  other  dangerous  material ; 
to  direct  the  safe  construction  of  places  for  the  deposit 
of  ashes,  and  appoint  one  or  more  fire  wardens^  to 
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enter  into  at  reasonable  times,  and  examine  all  dwell- 
ing houses,  lots,  yards,  enclosaren  and  buildings  of  any 
description,  in  order  to  discover  whether  any  of  them 
are  iu  a  dangerous  condition,  and  to  cause  such  as 
may  be  dangerous,  to  be  put  in  a  safe  condition ;  to 
regulate  the  manner  of  putting  up  stoves  and  stove 
pipes ;  to  prevent  fires  and  the  use  of  fire-arms  and 
fire  works  within  the  limits  of  said  village,  or  such  part 
thereof  as  they  may  think  proper;  to  compel  the 
inhabitants  of  said  village  to  aia  in  the  extinguishment 
of  fires,  and  to  pull,  break  down  and  raze  such  build* 
ings  in  the  vicinity  of  fires,  as  shall  be  directed  by 
the  trustees  or  any  three  of  them  who  may  be  at  the 
fire,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  its  communicatioa 
with  other  buildings,  and  any  building  so  destroyed 
shall  be  paid  for  by  the  corporation ;  to  constru3t  and 
preserve  reservoirs,  pumps,  wells  and  other  water  works, 
and  to  regulate  the  use  tbereol^  and  generally  to  estab- 
liah  other  measures  of  prudence  for  the  preservation 
[prevention]  or  for  the  extiDguishment  of  fires,  as  they 
may  deem  proper. 

nSmSSSZ^^  Second.  To  prevent,  abate  and  remove  nuisances, 
and  to  take  such  measures  for  the  public  health  as  they 
may  deem  proper,  and  to  compel  the  owner  or  occupant 
of  any  grocery,  cellar,  tallow-chandler's  shop,  soap  fac- 
tory, tannery,  stable,  barn,  privy,  sewer,  slaughter- 
house or  other  unwholesome,  nauseous  houses  or  places, 
to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same  from  time  to  time,

Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to'^"^*"* 
make  and  adopt  a  constitution,  by-laws  and  regulations 
for  the  admission  and  government  of  its  members,  as 
well  as  for  their  suspension  and  expulsion,  for  the  elec- 
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tion  of  its  officers  and  defining  tbeir  duties,  and  for 
the  safe  keeping,  management  and  disposition  of  its 
property  and  of  its  funds.  It  may  also  from  time  to 
time  alter  and  repeal  such  constitution,  bj-laws  and 
regulations. 

Section  S.  The  tiustersof  said  corporation  shall 
consist  of  such  officers  or  members  of  said  corporation 
as  may  be  vested  \'V'ith  said  trusteeship,  in  accordance 
with  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  naid  corporation. 

Section  4.  For  the  transaction  of  the  business  of 
said  club  or  corporation,  such  number  of  members  as 
the  constitution  and  bylaws  may  provide,  shall  csn- 
stitute  a  quorum,  and  every  act  of  a  majority  of  said 
members  when  duly  assembled  for  the  transaction  of 
business,  shall  be  valid  as  a  corporate  act,  unles3  other- 
wise provided  by  said  constitution  and  by-lawe.

oommiiiioners  SECTION  1.  That  Osman  Coe,  G.  A.  Eowe  and  H. 
L.  Coe,  be  and  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to 
lay  out  and  establish  a  public  highway,  as  nearly  as 
practicable  on  the  county  line  between  Kewaunee  and 

Rovtaofroad.  Door  counties,  as  follows:  Commencing  where  said 
county  line  intersects  Ahnapee  river,  running  thence 
east  on  or  near  the  county  line  to  the  bluff  on  the  west 
bank  of  Stony  Creek,  about  three  fourths  of  a  mile  from 
Lake  Michigan,  thence  southeasterly  as  near  Stbny 
Creek  as  practicable  to  the  lake  shore  road,  on  the  west 
shore  of  lake  Michigan,  and  to  make  due  returns  of 
their  doings  to  the  clerks  of  the  towns  of  Ahnapee, 
Clay  Banks  and  Forestville. 

dSi^SSS^  Section  2.  The  damages  sustained  by  ficy  person 
through  whose  lands  such  highway  shall  be  laid  out, 
may  be  ascertained  by  agreement  between  said,  com- 
missioners and  such  owners;  in  case  of  failure  to  agree 
upon  such  damages,  the  same  may  be  ascertained  and 
determined  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law  for  the 
ascertainment  of  damages  in  chapter  19  of  the  revised 
statutes,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  towns  respectively 
through  which  said  road  shall  pass.

Section  1.  Cutting  Marsh,  L.  W.  Bliss,  A.  V. 
Balch,  M.  L.  Eastman,  James  Meikljohn,  E.  W.  Gar- 
ner, E.  L.  Brown,  S.  EL  Ashmun,  J.  Wakefield,  EL  S. 
Baldwin-,  0.  E.  Johnson,  O.  A.  Rich,  C.  W.  Packard, 
Henry  Dunbar,  H.  BL  Page,  and  their  associates,  to- 
gether with  such  other  persons  as  may  hereafter  be  as- 
sociated with  them,  are  hereby  created  and  constituted 
a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,

act,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  and  consti- 
tuted a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
"  Watertown  and  Lake  Superior  Eailroad  Company,"  Nameead 
and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succtasion,  be  ^^^^^* 
competent  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and 
be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be 
answered,  defend  and  be  defended  in  any  court  what- 
ever.

ers of  the  corporation.  They  shall  be  chosen  annually

pany and  paying  for  the  same  in  money,  and  levying 
a  special  tax  to  raise  money  for  that  purpose,  or  by 
issuing  bonds  to  said  company  in  payment  for  said 
stock,  and  levying  taxes  to  pay  the  interest  as  it 
accrues  upon  said  bonds,  and  to  establish  a  sinking 
fund  for  the  gradual  redemption  and  ultimate  full 
redemption  of  said  bonds  at  maturity ;  and  tor  these 
purposes  the  boards  of  supervisors  or  officers  of  such 
counties  or  towns,  the  boards  of  trustees  of  such  vil- 
lages and  the  common  council  of  such  cities,  yjspect- 
ively  and  severally,  shall  have  power  to  negotiate  and 
arrange  the  terms'  and  conditions  upon  which  such  nid 
shall  be  granted;   to  enter  into  all  proper  contracts

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vote  upon  the  same  by  agents  duly  authorized,  at  an 
election  held  by  the  stockholders  of  the  said  company. 

Section  20.  All  property  which  the  company  SSS/^'^'*^ 
hereby  created  is  authorized  to  appropriate,  take,  pos- 
sess, hold  or  use,  by  making  payment  tbeiefor,  is  here- 
by declared  to  be  taken  for  public  use  as  soon  as  the 
company  shall  so  appropriate,  take,  possess,  hold  or  use 
the  same.

lage, duly  certified  by  said  clerk,  shall  be  prima  fade 
evidence  of  what  said  copy  conUiins,  ^n  all  the  courts 
of  this  state.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  treas-  Shjii  idjJm  m- 
urer  at  the  last  regular  monthly  meeting  of  each  year  ^  ^von* 
to  report  to  the  trustees  a  full  and  explicit  account  of 
all  his  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  present  all  the 
orders  by  him  paid  for  cancellation,  and  deliver  to  the 
clerk  of  the  said  village  a  copy  of  the  said  account  to 
be  tiled,  and  when  said  account  shall  haye  been  found 
correct  by  the  board  of  trustees,  they  shall  attach 
thereto  their  certificate  setting  forth  that  fact,  and  it 
shall  be  a  final  settlement  between  the  said  v'iliage  and 
the  said  treasurer.

In  case  the  trustees  or  any  officer  of 
said  village  shall  notify  any  owner  of  a  lot  or  parcel  of 
land,  of  any  defect  in  the  sidewalk  on  or  along  said  lot 
or  parcel  of  land,  if  the  owner  or  occupant  elects  to 
repair  the  sjime,  he  shall  have  three  days  to  repair  the

be  further  or  otherwise  individuallv  liable  for  the  debts 
of  the  corporation  than  by  this  act  provided.

AN  AOT  to  enable  the  town  and  r'^Uage  of  Waterloo  to  settle  iU 

railroad  debts. 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  senate 
arid  assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  town  and  village  of  Waterloo  in 
the  state  of  Wisconsin,  is  authorized  to  issue  bonds 
payable  m  ten  equal  yearly  instalments,  to  tbe  amount 
m  all  of  seventy  per  cent,  of  the  principal  of  all  bonds 
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oatstanding,  wbioh  were  isstied  by  said  town  to  aid  in 
the  coDstructioQ  of  railroads,  without  any  allowance 
for  interest,  which  has  accrued  thereon  and  remains 
unpaid.  Said  new  bonds  to  be  issued  by  virtue  of  this 
act,  sball  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent 
per  annum,  payable  annually,  and  shall  have  interest 
coupons  attached  for  said  interest,  and  in  each  coupon 
shall  also  be  embraced  said  annual  instalment  of  prin- 
cipal ;  and  the  bonds  shall  be  so  drawn  that  when  cou- 
pons for  such  interest  and  including  said  instalments  of 
principal  are  paid,  the  bonds  themselves  shall  be  TuUy 
satisfied  and  discharged.  Where  said'  railroad  bonds 
and  their  interest  coupons  may  be  separately  owned, 
and  also  where  judgment  may  be  had  thereon,  to  th%ir

voting  upon  the  said  question  or  proposition,  shall  have 
voted  in  favor  of  the  same,  at  an  election  to  be  called 
by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county,  and  held 
on  such  day  as  they  may  designate,  at  the  usual  place 
or  places  of  holding  elections  in  the  several  towns  of 
of  said  county;  at  such  election  those  voting  in  fa  von 
shall  vote  a  ballot  with  the  words  written  or  printed 
thereon,  "  for  the  railroad  proposition,"  and  those  vot- 
ing against,  shall  vote  a  ballot  with  the  words  written

SsctiON  9.  The  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be

Skction  1.  That  Samuel  G.  Boardman,  Benjamin 
F.  French  and  Philander  Allen,  their  associates,  suc- 
cessors and  assignees  arc  hereby  created  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Central  Wisconsin  Manufactur- 
ing, Lumber  and  land  Company,  and  by  that  name  and 
style  shall  be  and  are  hereby  made  capable  in  law  to 
have,  possess,  sell,  convey  and  enjoy  real  and  personal 
estate,  to  sue  nnd  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
answer  and  be  answered  to,  derend  and  be  defended  in 
courts' of  record  and  elsewhere,  and  do  any  and  all  acts

to  determine  and  locate  the  line  of  said  railway  upon 
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sncli  route,  and  to  such  points  within  the  limitation 
aforesaid,  as  may  be  deemed  best  by  the  board  of  di-  , 
rectors.  Tbe  said  company  is  further  authorized  to 
ose^aud  operatd  such  road  when  built,  and  shall  have 
power  Hnd  authority  to  rogulate  the  times  and  manner 
in  which  goods,  property  and  persons  shall  be  trans- 
ported on  the  same ;  to  prescribe  the  manner  in  which 
such  road  shall  be  used,  and  the  rate  of  compensation 
for  the  transportation  of  persons  or  property  thereon, 
and  for  the  storage  and  nandling  of  merchandise  and 
property  while  in  its  charge  ;  also  shall  hare  power  to 
provide  all  necessary  jstock,  furniture,  machinery  and 
materials  for  the  maintenance  and  operation  ot  such 
road,  and  to  purchase,  erect  and  maintain  all  necessary 
depots,  stations,  shops  and  other  buildings,  and  ma- 
chinery for  the  accommodation  of  the  business  of  such 
road. 

Skction  4.  The  directors  named  in  the  first  section  opentejof 
shall  open  the  books  of  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  *>»«*^ 
of  the  company  hereby  created,  at  such  places,  on  such 
terms,  and  in  such  manner  and  under  the  direction  of 
such  agents  as  the  board  of  directors  may  determine ; 
and  such  books  shall  be  kept  open  from  time  to  time 
until  the  amount  of  capital  stock  permitted  as  above 
shall  have  been  subscribed,  or  until  the  directors  or  the 
person  or  persons  authorised  by  them  shall  determine 
to  close  the  sama  On  all  subscriptions  to  the  capital 
stock,  in  order  to  render  Ihe  subscription  valid,  at  least 
five  dollars,  and  as  much  more  as  the  board  shall  re-

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty,  private  and 
local  lara  of  1870,  entitled  *'  i\n  act  to  provide  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  public  administrator  for  the  city  and  county  ot  Mrl- 
wankee.  '* 

The  people  of  tfte  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly^  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Amended.  SECTION  1.     Section  thirt)  -three  of  chapter  120  of 

the  private  and  local  laws  of  1870,  is  hereby  amended 

Bighto^ddn-  so  a^to  read  as  follows  :     Section  88.     Whenever  the. 

miniatrator.  '  public  administrator  shall  become  vested- with  the 
right  of  administering  upon  any  estate  as  herein  pro- 
vided, he  shall  possess  the  following  rights  and  powers, 
and  be  subject  to  the  following  obligations : 

Same  asoQiers.  1.  He  shall  have  all  the  rights,  powers  and  authority 
given  by  law  to  any  administrator,  except  so  far  as  the 
same  may  be  extended,  changed  or  qualified  by  thii

He  may,  like  any  other  administrator,  sue  and  be 
sued,  defend  and  be  defended  against  in  any  and  all 
courts ;  and  he  shall  not  be  personally  liable  for  costs. 

He  shall   make  and  return  an  inventory  in  all  JJjfi^^  *" 
cases  in  the  same  manner  and  within  the  same  time  as 
is  required   by  law  of  other  administrator.*',  and  the 
same  proceedmgs  may  be  had  to  compel  such  return. 

4.  He  may  sell  the  personal  property,  the  same  as  ^SZTpl^ntj, 
other  administrators,  at  private  sale  or  public  auction 

under  the  direciion  and  order  of  the  county  court. 

5.  He  shall  not  sell  any  public  stock,  or  stock  ofj^^"*^' 
any  incorporateii  company,  unless  for  the  payment  of 
debts,  funeral  charges  or  expenses  of  administration, 

and  on  the  o»der  of  the  county  court  to  be  duly 
entered  of  record. 

6.  He  may  lease,   mortgage  or  sell  real  estate  theMtTeonTef 
same  as  oiher  administrators,  and  in  the  manner  pro- "■^•*^*** 
vided  by  law  U>r  other  administrators,  except  that  he 

shall  not  file  any  special  bond  in  any  pa'-iicular  estate 
to  account  for  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  real  estate, 
but  the  court  in  its  discretion,  may  require  him  to  file 
an  additional  general  bond. 

7.  He  shall  pay  all  debts  of  the  deceased  upon  the  f«j  deT>ti. 
order  or  judgment  of  the  county  court 

8.  He  shall  pay  all  legacies  and  distributive  shares  i^cie«»nd 
of  the  estate  ot  the  deceased  according  to  the  decrees  *

9.  He  shall  deposit  all  moneys  which    may  come  Bhau  depoait 
into  his  pos-^ession  as  public  administratp-,  in  some  ™®'*®^* 
responsible  bank,  and  such  moneys  shall -be  drawn 

out  of  such  bank  upon  a  check  signed  by  him  as  pub- 
lic administrator  with  the  approval  of  the  county  judge 
endorsed  thereon.

Amended.  SECTION  3.     Section  thirty  nine  of  said  chapter  120 

is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:    Section 

A^uoition  of  39^  rpjjjg  chapter  shall  apply  to  the  estates  of  all  per- 
sons who  may  have  died  within  one  year  prior  to  its 
passage.  U  pon  the  petition  of  the  widow,  next  of  kin, 
or  creditor  of  any  person  who  may  have  heretofore  died 
leaving  an  estate,  or  upon  the  petition  of  the  widow  or 
any  person  entitled  to  a  distributive  share  of  the 
estate  of  any  person  who  may  hereafler  die  leaving  an 
estate,  the  county  court  may  appoint  the  public  ad- 
ministrator to  administer  such  estate,  and  in  such  cases 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  apply  to  the  estate 
administered  upon.  The  administrator  of  the  estate  of 
any  person  who  may  have  heretofore  died  intestate, 
whose  heirs  are  unknown,  and  where  proceedings  for 
administration  have  not  been  institutied,  shall  vest  in 
the  public  administrator ;  and  the  said  public  adminis- 
trator is  hereby  directed  and  authorized  to  seize,  secure 
and  take  charge  of  the  estate  of  such  intestates.  If  it 
shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  county  judge  on 
an  examination  upon  a  citation  or  subpoena  thai  the 
effects  of  such  intestat*)  are  in  the  possession  of  any  per- 
son cited  or  subpoenaed  to  be  examined  touching  the 
estate  or  effects  of  such  intestate,  the  county  court  shall 
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thereup(»n  make  an  order  directing  sucb  person  to  de- 
liver such  effects  to  the  public  administrator.  Upon 
the  neglect  or  refusal  ot  such  person  to  obey  such  or- 
der, the  county  court  shall  aitach  him  as  for  a  con- 
tempt 

Section' 4     When  any  sole  executor  or  ad  minis- in  cawof  death 
trat)r  of  any  estatfe  shall  die,  resign  or  be  removed  lor  Sf  «i?ttt*or^« 
cause   or    his    authority    become     extiu'^uisshed     by  adminuirator, 
operation  of  law,  and  there  shall  be  no  widow  or  per- 
son entitled  to  a  distributive  share  of  such  estate,  com- 
petent,  willing  or  qualitied  lo  take  the  administration 
of  such  estate,  the  county  court  may  grant  letters  of 
administration,  with  the  will  annexed  or  otherwise,  to 
the  public  admmistrator,  to  administer  the  goods  and 
estate  of  the  deceased  not  already  administered,  accord- 
ing to  law. 

Section  5.  After  the  granting  of  letters  of  admin-  Time  allowed 
istration  to  the  public  administrator,  the  county  court  S'cuSS**''*^" 
shall  allow  such  time  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case 
ahull  require,  for  the  creditors  to  present  their  claims 
to  the  commissioners  or  county  ju3ge  for  examination 
and  allowance,  which  time  shall  not  in  the  first  instance 
exceed  one  year  nor  be  less  than  two  months ;  and  the 
time  allowed  shall  be  staled  in  the  commission ;  but 
wl>en  the  ti-ne  allowed  shall  be  less  than  six  months, 
the  first  publication  of  notice  to  creditors  shall  be  made 
within  ten  days  from  ihe^  date  of  the  order  fixing  such 
tima 

Section  6.  On  the  application  of  a  creditor  who  ^en  ftipthy 
has  failed  to  present  his  claim,  if  made  within  two  ^  **^  * 
months  from  the  time  previously  limited,  the  county 
court  may,  for  good  cause  shown,  renew  the  commis- 
sion and  allow  further  time,  not  exceeding  one  month 
for  the  commissioners  or  county  judge  to  examine  such 
claim,  in  which  case  the  commissioners  or  county  judge 
shall  personally  notify  the  parties  ot  the  time  and  place 
of  hearing,  and,  within  ten  days,  make  return  of  their 
doings  to  the  county  court 

Section  7.  Two  months  after  the  time  allowed  to  when  dnai jet- 
creditors  to  present  tbeir  claims,  the  public  ad  minis- made,  unieu- 
trator  shall  render  his  account  of  his  administration, 
and  the  county  court  shall  thereupon,  by  order,  direct 
and  command  him  to  proceed  forthwith  to  a  final

1.  That  the  personal  assets  in   his  hands  are  not 
BuflScient  to  pay  the  debts  of  the  deceased,  end  that  it  is 
necessary  to  sell  the  real  estate  to  pay  such  debts;  or 

2.  That  an  appeal  hus  been  taken  from  an  allowance 
of  the  commissioners  or  county  judge  and  is  pending 
and  undetermined ;  or 

3.  That  a  contingent  claim  has  been  presented, 
exhibited  and  allowed ;  or 

4.  That  the  debts  due  to  the  estate  have  not  been 
collected ;  or 

5.  That  it  would  be  a<!vantageous  to  the  estate  to 
allow  him  further  time  to  make  a  final  settlement. 

Section  8.  If  an  order  shall  be  made  directing  and 
commanding  the  public  administrator  to  proceed  forth- 
with to  a  final  settlement,  the  county  court  shall  at  the 
same  time,  if  any  claims  have  been  proven,  make  an 
order  or  judgment  for  the  distribution  of  the  assets 
among  the  creditors  according  to  law. 

Section  9.  In  every  estate  of  which  the  public  ad- 
ministrator may  haye  administration,  if  it  shall  appear 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  county  court  that  the  estate 
of  the  deceased  consists  only  of  a  homestead,  of  prop- 
erty exempt  from  attachment,  levy,  seizure  or  sale 
upon  execution,  of  property  allowed  by  law  to  the 
widow,  of  property  which  mav  be  assigned  for  the  use 
and  support  of  the  widow  and  childien,  or  for  the  sup- 
port ot  the  children  under  seven  years  of  age,  if  there 
be  no  widow,  the  county  court  shall  order  a  summary 
administration,  and  no  notice  to  creditors  shall  be  pub- 
lished ;  in  which  case,  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  court  that  the  funeral  charges  and  expenses 
of  administration  have  been  paid,  the  court  shall  make 
a  decree  assigning  the  whole  of  such  estate  according 
to  law,  and  adjudging  it  to  be  finally  settled,  and  such 
assignment  shall  be  deemed  \i  full  and  final  adminis- 
tration and  bar  to  all  claims  against  the  estate  ;  arfd  in 
every  estate  the  value  whereof  does  not  exceed  one 
hundred  dollars,  when  there  is  neither  widow  nor 
children,  like  summary  proceedings  shall  be  had  when 
the  administration  shall  have  vested  in  the  public  ad- 
ministrator. 

Section  IC.  This  act,  so  far  as  it  may  be  applica- 
ble, shall  apply  to  all  estates  of  which  the  public  ad- 
ministrator may  now  have  charge. 
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Section  11.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  id  force 
from  and  after  its  passage  and  publication.

CHAPTEB472. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  lfan«towoc  luid  Big  Sturgeon  Baj  Rail- 
road Company. 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Joseph  Vilas,  John  Schnette  and  C.  0.  cotponton. 
Barnes  of  Manitowoc,  H.  H.  Smith  of  Two  Bivers,  and 
Wallace  Mygatt  of  Kenosha,  and  such  other  persons  as 
shall  become  stockholders  in  the  corporation  us  hereby 
created  in  accordance  wiih  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  - 
and  politic  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  **  Manitowoc  Name  and 
and  Sturj^con  Bay  Railroad  Company,*'  and  by  that  ^^•"' 
name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  be  competent  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued, 
implead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  de- 
fend and  be  defended  in  any  court  whatever.  The 
said  corporation  may  make,  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  which  it  may  alter  or  renew  at  pleasure;  it  shall 
be  capable  of  acquiring  by  deed,  lease  or  other  convey- 
ance, a  fee  simple  or  any  less  estate  necessary  for  tne 
use  of  said  road,  in  lands,  tenements  or  easements  in 
the  same,  and  of  conveying  any  sui*.h  estate  or  interest, 
by  deed,  lease  or  other  conveyance,  or  of  holding  such 
estate  or  interest,  or  any  other  estate,  either  real,  per- 
sonal or  mixed,  and  shall  have  and  enjoy  all  the  priv* 
lieges,  franchises  and  immunities  incident  to  a  corpora- 
tion, and  may  do  and  perform  all  and  singular  the  acts 
and  matters  which  to  any  corporation  it  shall  lawfully 
appertain  to  do  and  perform  for  the  well  being  of  said 
corporation. 

Section  2.     The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  capital  stock, 
shall  be  one  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to 
be  divided  into  fifteen  thousand  shares  of  one  hundred 
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dollars  each,  and  shall  be  subscribed  for  in  the  man' 
ner  hereinafter  prescribed. 

Section  3.     The  said  Joseph  Vilas,  John  Schnette, 
C.  0.  Barnes,  H.  H.  Smith  and  Wallace   Mygatt  are 
hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  receive  subscrip- 
tions to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  a  majority 
of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quonim,  and  shall  have  au- 
thority and  power,  and  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  do  any  act  or  thing  which  the  commis- 
sioners by  virtue  of  this  act  may  do  or  perform.     The 
said  commissioners  shall  give  notice  by  publication  for 
three  succepsive  weeks  in  some  newspaper  published  in 
the  city  of  Manitowc  of  the  time  and  place  where  they 
will  meet  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock 
cfsaid  corporation;  and  at  such  meeting  shall  sub- 
scribe rules  as  to  the  manner  in  which  subscriptions  to 
the  capital  stock  of  the  company  shall   be   made  ;  the 
amount  to  be  paid  upon  each  share  to  be  not  less  than 
five  dollars,  and  the  time  and  place  of  payment,  which 
rules  shall  be  entered  at  length  on  the  books  of  sub- 
scription.    The  books   of  subscription  shall  be  kept 
open  until  the  whole  number  of  shares  shall  be  sub- 
scribed/when  they  shall  Le  closed,  and  no  more  sub- 
scripiiorxs  be  received  by  the  commissioners. 

Section  4.  Whenever  the  whole  number  of  shares 
of  the  capital  stock  shall  be  subscribed  in  conformity 
with  the  rules  prescribed  by  the  commissioners,  and 
the  amount  prescribed  by  such  rules  paid  upon  each 
share,  notle^s  than  five  dollars,  the  commissioners  shall 
give  notice  to  the  stockholders  by  publication,  two  or 
more  weeks  in  such  newspaper  printed  in  the  city  of 
Milwaukee  as  they  shall  determine,  to  meet  at  a  time 
and  plye  to  be  specified  in  such  notice,  to  elect  fifteen 
directors  of  said  corporation,  who  shall  hold  their  offi- 
ces until  other  directors  are  elected  in  pursuance  of  the 
by-laws  of  said  corporation. 
an?coMSic.^  Section  5.  The  said  company  shall  have  author- 
tfonefroMi.  ity  and  power,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered,  to  survey,  locate,  construct,  complete,  al- 
ter, change  the  location  of,  re-construct,  maintain  and 
operate  a  railroad  with  one  or  more  tracks  or  lines  of 
rails,  on  such  route  and  with  such  alignments  and  gra- 
dation as  said  company  shall  think  proper,  from  such 
point  as  the  directors  shall  determine  in  the  city  of 
Manitowoc,  to  such  point  as  the  directors  shall  deter- 
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mine  on  the  waters  of  Big  Sturgeon  Bay,  or  opposite 
of  or  within  the  village  of  Big  Sturgeon  Bay,  in  this 
state ;  and  the  said  company  shall  have  authority  and 
power  to  take,  transport  and  carry  persons  and  prop- 
erty upon  said  railroad  by  the  power  and  force  of 
steam,  or  animals,  or  of  any  mechanical  or  other  pow- 
er, or  of  any  combination  of  them,  and  to  make,  con- 
struct and  put  in  operation  all  such  turn-outs,  side- 
tracks and  connecting  tracks  as  they  shall  think  will 
promote  the  interest  of  the  company ;  to  erect  and  con- 
struct all  depots,  station  houses,  ware  bouses,  car  houses, 
machineshopsand  other  fixtures  useful  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  said  road  and  of  those  using  it ;  to  manufaciure 
or  purchase  all  necessary  engines,  tenders,  cars  or  other 
conveniences  for  running  said  road  ;  and  the  snid  com- 
pany shall  have  power  to  connect  its  railroad  with  any 
other  railroad  in  this  state,  and  to  operate  the  same  in 
connection  with  such  other  railroad,  and  perpetually 
or  for  a  limited  time,  to  lease  or  to  purchase  from  any 
other  railroad  company  the  whole  or  any  part  oi  any 
railroad  used  by  any  such  company;  and  shall  also 
have  authority  and  power,  and  it  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  u>  lease  to  any  person  or  persons,  com- 
pany or  corporation,  perpetually  or  for  a  limitei  time, 
the  whole  or  an^  part  of  the  said  railroad  to  be  con- 
structed or  owned  by  this  company,  together*  with  the 
rolling  stock,  machinery,  buildings,  tenements  or  fix- 
tures, and  all  other  property,  real,  personal  or  mixed  of 
the  said  company,  and  all  the  franchises,  rights,  privi- 
leges and  immunities  of  this  company,  or  to  sell  the 
same,  and  in  conr^ideration  of  such  lease  or  sale  to 
take  or  receive  such  rents  or  payments  as  the  direct- 
ors of  this  company  shall  think  proper. 

S£CTI0N  6.     All  the  affairs  of  said  compai^y  shall  be  Board  of  dixMi- 
managed  by  a  board  of  five  directors,   who  shall  be  JSTiSlctimi^' 
stockholders,  and  who  are  hereby  invested  with  all  the  and*  tana  of 
powers  of  the  corporation.     They  shall  be  chosen  an-  ^ 
nually  by  ballot,   by  the  stockholders,   at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  company,  which  shall  be  held  on  such 
notice  and  at  such  time  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
by-laws,  and  at  such  place  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
board  of  directors,  and  stated  in  such  notice.     At  all 
meetings  of  the  stackholders,  every  stockholder  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  held  by 
him  or  her,  and  may  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy  duly

authorized ;  and  no  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any 
meeting  of  the  stockholders,  unless  a  majority  of  the 
stock  IS  represented.  On  all  elections  of  directors, 
those  stockholders  eqaal  lo  the  number  to  be  elected, 
having  the  greatest  number  of  votes,  shall  be  deemed 
and  declared  duly  elected.  ,  The  elections  shall  be  con- 
ducted in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
by-laws  ot  the  company ;  and  if  from  any  cause  an 
election  of  directors  shall  not  be  had  at  the  time  when, 
by  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  of  the  by-laws,  it 
should  be  had,  the  same  may  be  held  at  any  other  time 
on  notice  to  be  given  as  aforesaid,  and  until  such  elec- 
tion be  had,  the  directors  of  the  preceding  year  shall 
continae  to  act,  and  the  corporation  hereby  created 
shall  not  forfeit  or  lose  any  of  its  privileges,  franchises 
or  immunities  by  reason  of  the  irregularities  or  want  of 
such  election,  nor  by  reason  of  any  abandonment  or 
non-user  of  such  privileges,  franchises  or  immunities, 
for  a  less  period  than  ten  consecutive  years.  The 
board  of  directors  may,  at  any  time,  increase  or  dimin- 
■  ish  the  number  of  directors  to  be  elected  at  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  and  the  number  to 
be  elected  shall  be  specified  in  the  notice  of  election, 
f  but  shall  never  be  less  than  five  nor  more  than  eleven. 

M eetinet,  offl-  SECTION  7.  A  majoritj'  of  the  board  of  directors 
S'thJrbwd*"  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any 
business.  They  shall  meet  at  such  timeti  and  places, 
and  be  convened  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  decide 
upon.  They  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  to  be 
president,  and  one  to  be  vice-president  The  president 
shall,  when  present,  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
board  and  of  the  stockholders,  and  when  absent,  the 
vice-president  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  president; 
and  when  both  are  absent,  tne  directors  may  appoint  a 
president  pro  tern.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  an  executive  committee  and  prescribe 
its  powers  and  duties,  to  appoint  a  secretary,  treasurer, 
and  such  engineers,  superintendents  agents  and  other 
officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  remove  ihem 
at  pleasure,  prescribe  their  duties  and  compensation, 
and  may  demand  adequate  security  for  the  discharge 
of  their  respective  duties  and  trusta  The  directors 
shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  whioh  may  occur 
in  their  own  board.  The  directors  shall  issue  a  cer- 
tificate or  certificates  to  the  stockholders  for  the  num- 
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ber  of  sharas  held  by  them  respectively,  signed  by  the 
president  and  secretary,  which  shall  be  transferable  in  -^ 

such  manner  and  at  such  place  or  places  as  shall  bj  pre- 
scribed by  the  by-laws,  and  for  the  purpose  of  such  trans- 
fer, they  may  establish  transfer  agencies  out  of  this  state.

iuterfere  with  the  free  use  of  said  road,  or  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  deep  cuts  or  excavations,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  depositing  earth,  gravel  or  stone,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  earth,  gravel,  stone  or  other  ma- 
terials for  embankments,  structures  or  superstructures,

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  a^ssembly^  do  enact  asfolhwa : 

Section  1.  Daniel  Wells,  Horace  Chase,  Geo.  B. 
Miner,  B.  D.  Holton,  P.  C.  Hale,  Gea  H.  Chase  and

The  said  judge  shall  have  sole  and 
exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all  civil  actions  and  proceed- 
ings, when  the  parties  reside  and  are  residents  of  said 
citj,  and  shall  have  sole  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  to 
hear  all  complaints,  examinations  and  trials  of  everj

paid  or  tendered  back  the  principalsum  of  all  money, 
and  of  all  the  bonds  and  orders  so  received  from  that 
county,  town,  city  or  village ;  but  afler  such  payment 
or  tender,  or  after  such  county,  town,  city  or  village 
shall  have  parted  with  such  railway  i*tock  so  taken  by 
it,  the  company  may  alter  such  location  at  any  time, 
and  thereupon  any  such  railway  stock  then  held  by 
each  county,  city  or  village,  shall  be  surrendered  and 
canceled.

CHAPTER  2.

Every  person  elected  or  appointed  to  offlciiaoattui 
any  office  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  except  'jus-  •"*^"**' 
tices  of  the  peace,  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  du- 
ties of  his  office,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  of  office, 
and  file  the  same,  duly  certified  by  the  officer  taking 
the  same,  with  the  clerk  of  the  city ;  and  the  treasurer, 
clerk,  marshal,  constable  and  such  other  officers  as  the 
common  council  may  direct  shall  severally,  before  they 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  exe- 
cute to  the  city  of  Chippewa  Falls  a  bond  with  at  least 
two  sureties,  who  shall  swear  that  they  are  worth  in 
the  aggregate  the  penalty  specified  in  said  bond  over 
and  above  all  debts,  exemptions  and  liabilities,  and 
said  bonds  shall  contain  such  penal  sum  and  such  con- 
ditions as  the  common  council  may  deem  proper;  and 
they  may  from  time  to  time,  require  new  additional 
bonds,  and  remove  from  office  any  officer  refusing  or 
neglecting  to  give  the  same. 

Section  2.  The  mayor  shall,  when  present,  preside  Powers  and  do- 
over  the  meetings  of  tne  common  council,  and  take  mayor, 
care  that  the  laws  of  the  state  and  the  ordinances  of 
the  city  are  duly  observed  and  enforced,  and  that  all 
other  executive  officers  of  the-  city  discharge  their  re- 
spective duties.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  the 
common  council  such  information,  and  recommend 
such  measures  as  he  may  deem  advantageous  to  the 
ity.  The  mayor  shall  be  chief  executive  officer  and 
sad  of  the  police  of  the  city,   and  in  case  of  riot  or 

her  disturbance  or  apparent  necessity,  he  may  ap- 

oint  as  many  special  or  temporary  constables  as  he 

may  deem  necessary.    The  mayor  shall  have  a  vote 
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only  ia  case  of  tie.  The  mayor^  shall  have  power  to 
veto  any  ordinance  or  resolation  passed  by. the  com- 
mon council,  by  notifying  the  common  council  of  his 
objections  thereto,  at  any  time  within  seven  days  after 
the  passage  of  sach  ordinance  or  resolution.  In  case 
of  no'session  of  the  council  on  any  day  after  the  pass- 
age of  the  same,  and  before  the  expiration  of  the  said 
seven  days,  such  notification  shall  be  made  by  filing 
with  the  clerk  a  copy  of  his  objections ;  and  in  case 
the  council  shall  not,  vrithin  one  week  after  the  receipt 
of  such  objection  or  such  filing  with  the  clerk,  re-enact 
such  ordinance  or  pass  such  resolution  by  the  votes  of 
two-thirds  of  the  aldermen  elect,  the  same  shall  be  null 
and  void.

copies  of  all  papers  filed  in  his  office,  and  transcripts

sign all  orders  on  the  treasury,  in  pursuance  of  any  or- 
der or  resolution  of  the  common  council,  and  keep  a 
full  and  accurate  account  thereof  in  books  provided  for 
that  purpose.  He  bhall  file  in  his  office  'all  *  chattel 
mortgages  presented  to  him  for  that  purpose,  and  the 
renewals  thereof,-  and  safely  keep  the  same,  receiv- 
ing therefor  the  same  compensation  as  clerks  of  towns, 
and  all  chattel  mortgages  so  filed,  and  the  renewals 
thereof,  shall  be  as  valid  and  legal  as  if  the  same  had 
been  filed  in  the  town  clerk's  office  in  any  town.  The 
clerk  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  administer 
oaths  or  affirmations. 

Section  5.    The  justices  of  the  peace  elected  ^^der  JwrtjMc^ot 
this  act  shall  have  the  same  jurisdiction  and  perform  pmKm'aiiddi»^ 
all  the  duties  of  justices  of  the  peace,  and  shall  qualify  §ffg®'  cooiU- 
in  the  same  manner  as  provided  by  the  general  laws 
of  this  state,  except  that  the  official  bonds  or  agree- 
ments shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  comraon 
council ;  and  in  addition  thereto  they  shall  have  juris- 
diction in  all  cases  arising  under  this  act  and  the  ordi- 
nances, resolutions  and  by-laws  passed  by  said  city 
council,  unless  therein  otherwise  provided.     All  con- 
stables elected  by  virtue  of  this  act  shall  have  apd 
exercise  the  same  powers  and  duties  and  be  subject  to 
the  same  liabilities  as  constables  of  towns. 

Section  6.  The  treasurer  of  said  city  shall  per-  5!^5JJ?iJL' 
lorm  such  duties  and  exercise  such  powers  as  may  be  wor. 
lawfully  required  of  him  by  the  ordinances  of  said  city 
or  the  laws  of  this  state.  AH  moneys  raised,  received, 
recovered  or  collected  by  means  of  any  tax,  license, 
penalty  or  fine,  forfeiture  or  otherwise,  under  the 
authority  of  this  act,  or  which  may  belong  to  the  said 
city,  shall  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury  and  shall  not 
be  drawn  thereflrom  except  by  an  order  issued  by 
order  of  the  common  council  and  signed  by  the  mayor 
and  countersigned  or  attested  by.  the  clerk.  He  shall 
keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  moneys  or  other  things 
coming  into  his  hands  as  treasurer  in  a  book  to  be  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose,  which  shall  remain  the  property 
of  the  city,  wherein  he  shall  note  the  time  when  and

the  person  from  whom  the  amount  of  the  several  sums 
was  received,  which  books  shall  at  all  reasonable  times 
be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  person.  He  shall 
every  three  months  and  as  often  as  the  common 
council  may  require,  render  to  such  council  a  minute 
account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  his  ofiGLce, 
and  at  the  expiration  of  his  ofiice,  he  shall  hand  over 
to  his  successor  all  moneys,  books,  papers  and  property 
in  his  possession  belonging  to  said  city.  The  saia 
ti:easarer  shall  also  be  a  collector  of  taxes,  and  for  his 
services  receive  the  same  compensation,  except  as 
herein  otherwise  provided,  and  he  shall  have  the  same 
power  and  be  suqject  to  the  same  liabilities,  and  be 
governed  by  the  same  laws  as  treasurers  of  towns : 
provided,  that  he  shall  receive  no  other  fees  except  the 
compensation  hereinafter  provided. 
SSTonSnMii-  Section  7.  The  marshal  shall  attend  all  the  meet- 
aiuUL  '  ings  of  the  common  council  and  shall  perform  such 

duties  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  common  council 
for  the  preservation  of  the  public  peace  and  collection 
of  license  moneys  and  fines.  He-shall  possess  all  the 
powers  of  constables  of  towns,  and  be  subject  to  the 
same  liabilities.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  execute  and 
retain  all  writs  and  processes  to  him  directed,  and  when 
necessary  in  criminal  cases,  or  for  the  violation  of  any 
ordinance  of  said  city  or  law  of  this  state,  may  pursue 
and  serve  the  same  in  any  part  of  the  state.  It  shall 
be  his  duty  to  suppress  all  riots,  disturbances  and 
breaches  of  the  peace  and  to  remove  all  obstructions  in 
the  streets  and  alleys  in  said  city,  and  to  abate  all  nui- 
sances in  said  city,  to  apprehend  any  person  in  the  act 
of  committing  any  offense  against  any  ordinance  of 
said  city  or  laws  of  this  state,  and  within  reasonable 
time  bring  such  persons  before  competent  authority  for 
examination;  and  for  such  services  he  shall  receive 
such  fees  as  are  allowed  to  constables  for  like  services. 
He  shall  have  power  to  appoint  one  or  more  deputies, 
to  be  approved  by  the  city  council,  but  for  whose 
official  acts  he  shall  be  responsible,  and  of  whom  he 
may  require  bonds  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their 
duties. 
SSS? SSw  Section  8.  The  common  council  shall  have  power 
d&w.  firom  time  to  time  to  require  other  and  further  duties 

to  be  performed  by  any  officer  whose  duties  are  herein 
prescribed,  and  to  appoint .  such  other  officers  as  may 
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be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  to  prescribe  their  duties,  and  to  fix  the  com- 
pensation  of  all  officers,  elected  or  appointed  by  them. 
Such  compensation  shall  be  fixed  by  resolution  at  the 
time  the  office  is  created,  or  at  the  commencemeat  of 
the  year,  and  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  dar- 
ing the  term  such  officer  shall  remain  in  office,  or  for 
which  he  was  elected  or  appointed. 

Sbotion  9.  The  common  council  at  their  first  meet-  offleuine^ri- 
ing  in  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  shall  ^''"^ 
designate  one  or  more  newspapers  printed  in  said  city.

The  city  printer  or  printers,  immedi-  2SSm?'  ^*^^*^ 
ately  after  the  publication  of  any  notice,  or  ordinance 
or  resolution  or  by-law,  which  by  this  act  is  required 
to  be  published,  shall  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  city  a 
copy  of  such  publication,  with  his  or  their  affidavit,  or 
the  affidavit  of  their  foreman,  of  the  length  of  time  the 
same  has  been  published,  and  such  affidavit  shall  be 
conclusive  evidence  of  the  publication  of  such  notice, 
ordinance,  by-law  or  resolution,  and  the  clerk  shall  file 
the  same  in  nis  office. 
.  Section  11.    If  any  person  having  been  an  officer  neUTery  tf 
in  said  city  shall  not,  within  ten  days  after  notification  5Sc?'^*'  ^*^* 
and  request,  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office  all  prop- 
erty, books,  papers  and  effects  belonging  to  said  city, 
or  pertaining  to  the  office  ho  may  have  held,  he  shall

No  alderman  shall  be  a  party  to  or  Aidemen  not 
interested  in  any  job  or  contract  with  the  city  or  any  SSntraSSu 
of  the  wards,  and  any  contract  in  which  any  alderman 
may  be  so  interested  shall  be  null  and  void,  and  in 
case  any  money  shall  have  been  paid  on  any  such  con- 
tract, the  common  council  may  sue  for  and  recover  the 
amount  so  paid  from  the  parties  to  such  contract,  and 
the  aldermen  interested  in  the  same. 
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offlAMi  d  the  '  Section  13.  The  mayor  or  acting  mayor,  sheriff  of 
Chippewa  county,  and  each  and  every  alderman,  jus- 
tice of  the  peace,  marshal,  under  sheriff  and  deputy 
sheriff  of  Chippewa  county,  constables,  policemen  ana 
watchmen,  shall  be  officers  of  the  peace,  and  ma^p" 
command  the  peace,  and  suppress  in  a  summary  man- 
ner, all  rioting  and  disorderly  behavior  within  the  lim- 
its of  the  city,  and  for  such  purpose,  may  command 
the  assistance  of  all  bystanders,  and  if  need  be,  of  all 
citizens  and  military  companies ;  and  if  any  person,

There  may  be  elected  by  the  common 
council  a  city  surveyor,  who  shall  be  a  practical  sur- 
yeyor  and  engineer.  He  shall  keep  his  office  at  some 
convenient  place  within  said  city,  and  the  common 
council  Hhall  prescribe  his  duties  and  fix  the  fees  and 
compensation  for  any  services  performed  by  him.  All

by  the  surveyor  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office, 
to  his  successor  or  the  common  council. 

StoMteommis-  SECTION  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  council  to 
elect  a  street  commissioner  for  the  whole  city,  who 
shall  render  his  personal  service  and  perform  labor  in 
repairing  the  streets  of  said  city,  and  to  superintend 
all  local  improvements  throughout  the  said  city,  under 
the  direction  of  the  common  council  and  committee  on 
streets,  and  to  carry  into  effect  all  orders  of  the  com- 
mon council  and  the  committee  on  streets  in  relation 
thereto,  and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
herein  prescribed  to  be  performed  by  street  commis- 
sioner, or  ordered  by  the  common  council.  Said  street 
commissioner  shall  receive  a  compensation  to  be  fixed 
by  the  common  council,  not  exceeding  three  dollars 
per  day  for  the  time  actually  engaged  in  the  discharge 
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of  his  daties,  and  shall  keep  accurate  accoant  of  all 
expenditures  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and 
render  quarterly  accounts  thereof  to  the  common  coun- 
cil, or  oftener  if  required. 

Segtiok  16.  The  assessor  shall  be  a  resident  free-  Dntiesof  the 
holder  of  eaid  city,  who  shall  perform  all  the  duties  •■■^®'' 
required  by  law  of  assessors  of  property,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  taxation  for  state,  county,  city  and  other  pur- 
poses; the  assessment  rolls  to  embrace  the  [property] 
subject  to  taxation  in  each  ward  separately,  and  on  the 
completion  of  such  assessment,  the  assessment  rolls,  with 
the  yaluation  of  such  assessor  shall  be  returned  as  re- 
qired  by  law ;  that  the  assessor  shall  hold  his  office  for 
the  term  of  one  year,  and  in  case  of  yacancy  in  said 
office  by  failure  to  elect  or  otherwise  as  heretofore  pro- 
vided, the  common  council  shall  fill  such  vacancy  by 
the  appointment  of  an  assessor  for  said  city,  at  any 
regular  or  special  meeting.

or  ten  pin  alleys,  and  to  provide  for  the  abatement  and 
removal  of  all  nuisances  under  the  ordinances  of  said

government  of  the  city,  and  which  may  be  necessary 
or  expedient  to  carry  into  effect  the  powers  vested  in 
the  mayor  and  common  council  or  any  officer  of  said 
city  by  this  act,  or  which  may  be  vested  in  any  officer 
of  said  city  by  any  ordinance  thereof.

CHAPTER  5, 

FINANCES  AND  TAXATION. 

Section  1.  All  funds  in  the  treasury,  except  control  and 
school,  state  and  county  funds  shall  be  under  the  f^jgj^*^**  •^ 
control  of  the  common  council,  and  shall  be  drawn 
out  upon  the  order  of  the  mayor  and  clerk,  dulv 
authorized  by  a  vote  of  the  common  council ;  and  all 
orders  drawn  upon  the  treasurer  shall  specify  the  pur- 
pose for  which  they  were  drawn,  and  shall  be  payable 
out  of  any  funds  in  the  treasury  belonging  to  the  city* 
City  orders  shall  be  receivable  for  all  city  taxes, 
except  school  and  special  taxes  for  bridges  and  school 
purposes,  and  except  taxes  levied  for  the  payment  of 
principal  or  interest  of  any  outstanding  bonds  of  said 
city,  which  shall  be  collected  in  money  or  in  orders 
4rawn  upon  &uch  fund  respectively,  and  all  orders 
shall  be  payable  to  the  persons  or  to  the  order  of 
the  persons  in  whose  favor  they  may  be  drawn,  or 
bearer. 

Sbction  2.     The  common  council  of  said  city  shall  t«x  for  carNnt 
annually  levy  upon  the  taxable  projperty  of  said  city,  ^^^^^ 
to  defray  the  current  expenses  of  said  city,  a  tax  suf- 
ficient to  defray  expanses. 

Section  3.  The  common  council  of  said  city  shall  JJJfliSeS*** 
not  have  power  to  issue  any  bonds  or  other  evidences 
of  debt  payable  at  a  day  subsequent  to  the  date  of  the 
bsue  thereof,  except  in  cases  speciallv  authorized  by 
law,  nor  shall  the  common  council  issue  in  any  one 
year  orders  upon  the  city  treasurry  to  an  amount  great- 
er than  the  amount  of  taxes  which  may  be  levied  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  act :  provided^  that  whenever 
it  shall  be  necessary  to  build  or  repair  bridges,  a  special 
tax  may  be  levied  for  such  purpose,  not  exceeding  three 
thousand  dollars  in  any  one  year,  and  the  said  taxes 
when  so  levied  shall  be  collected  at  the  same  time  as 
other  city  taxes  are  collected.

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Specuitaxev.        SECTION  4.     Special  taxes  may  also  be  levied  by  the 
city  council  at  any  regular  meeting,  for  the  purpnse  of

CHAPTER  6. 

OPENING  OF  STBEETS  AND  ALLEYS. 

Section  1.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  openiutamd 
to  lay  out  public  squares,  grounds,  streets  and  alleys,  JgJSfg**"'^' 
and  to  widen  the  same  as  follows :  Whenever  ten  or 
more  freeholders  residing  in  any  ward  shall  by  peti- 
tion represent  to  the  common  council  that  it  is  necessary 
to  take  certain  lands  within  the  ward  where  such  peti- 
tioners may  resi*le  for  the  public  use,  for  the  purpose 
of  laying  out  public  squares,  grounds,  streets  or  alleys, 
or  the  enlarging  of  the  same,  the  courses  and  distances, 
metes  and  bounds  of  the  lands  proposed  to  be  taken, 
together  with  the  names  and  residences  of  the  owners 
of  such  premises,  if  the  same  shall  be  known  to  such 
petitioners,  to  be  set  forth  in  said  petition,  the  common 
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council  shall  thereupon  cause  notice  of  SQch  applica- 
tion to  be  given  to  tbe  occupant  or  oscupants  of  such 
lands,  if  any  there  be,  or  if  any  portion  of  said  lands 
shall  not  be  in  the  actual  occupation  of  any  ]>erson, 
then  the  common  council  shall  cause  such  notice, 
describing  as  near  as  may  be  the  premises  proposed 
to  be  taken,  to  be  published  in  the  official  paper  or 
paper i  lour  weeks  successively,  at  least  once  in  each 
week. 

Skctiok  2.  Such  notice  shall  state  thit  upon  a  day 
therein  to  be  named,  not  less  than  ten  days  from  the 
service  of  such  notice  or  the  expiration  of  such  publi- 
cation, as  the  case  may  be,  application  will  be  made  te 
the  county  judge  or  court  commissioner  for  the  county 
of  Chippewa,  for  the  appointment  of  twelve  jurors  to 
view  said  premises,  and  to  determine  whether  it  will 
be  ne<^'essary  to  take  the  same  for  the  purpose  specified 
in  said  petition. 

Section  3.  Upon  the  presentation  of  such  applica- 
tion and  upon  proof  of  the  publication  or  service  of 
the  notice  hereinbefore  required,  the  said  judge  or 
court  commissioner  shall  thereupon  appoint  twelve 
reputable  freeholders,  residents  of  snd  city,  but  not 
residents  of  the  ward  in  which  said  premises  may  be, 
nor  interested  in  the  result  of  such  application.  The 
said  judge  or  court  commissioner  shall  thereupon  issue 
his  precept,  directed  to  said  jurors  requiring  them  withia 
ten  days  to  view  the  premises,  to  oe  specified  in  said 
precept,  and  to  make  returns  under  their  bands  to  the 
common  council,  whether  in  their  judgment  it  is  neces- 
sary to  take  said  premises  for  the  purposes  specified  ia 
such  application  ;  and  the  said  jurors,  before  entering 
upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  shall  take  and  sub- 
scribe an  oath  faithfully  and  impartially  to  discharge 
their  duties  as  such  jurors  in  the  premises,  which  oath 
may  be  administered  by  any  person  authorized  to  ad- 
minister oaths,  which  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
city  clerk. 

Section  4.  The  city  marshal  shall  serve  his  pre- 
cept immediately  oh  the  jurors  therein  named,  by  read- 
ing the  same  to  every  one  that  can  be  found,  and  im- 
mediately after  such  service,  he  shall  return  the  said 
precept  to  the  judge  or  court  commissioner  who  issued 
the  same,  together  with  his  doings  thereon. 
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Srction  5.     If  any  of  the  jurors  so  appointed  can-  JJ^*5j5SiJ**' 
not  be  found,  or  shall  be  disqualified  from  acting,  or 
shall  refuse  to  act,  the  judge  or  court  commissioner 
shall  appoint  others  in  their  places,  and  a  memorandum 
of  such  substitution  shall  be  indorsed  on  the  precept 

Sectign  6.     The  said  judge  or  court  commissioner,  shau  adminifr* 
or  any  justice  of  the  peace,  shall  thereupon  administer  *«i"<>*^*^- 
an  oath  to  said  jurors,  that  they  are  freeholders  of  said 
city,  and  not  interested  in  the  premises  proposed  to  be 
taken,  and  that  they  will  faiihtully  aLd  impartially 
discbarge  the  trust  reposed  in  them. 

Section  7.  The  said  jurors  shall  at  such  time  as  Report  upon 
they  shall  agree  upon,  proceed  in  a  body  to  view  the  j^of  prem- 
premises  in  question,  and  shall  hear  such  testimony  as 
may  be  ottered  by  any  party  ibterested,  which  testi- 
mony shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by  one  ot  the  jurors, 
and  eitherof  the  jurors  shall  be  authorized  to  adminis- 
ter the  necessary  oaths  to  the  witnesses.  After  viewing 
the  premises  in  question,  and  hearing  such  testimony 
as  may  be  oflFered,  the  jurors  shall  make  a  report  of 
their  proceedings,  which  shall  be  signed  by  them 
respectively,  and  which  shall  state  whether  in  their 
judgment  it  is  necessary  to  take  the  premises  in  ques- 
tion for  the  public  use,  which  said  report,  testimony 
and  precept  shall  be  returned  to  the  common  council 
within  the  time  limited  in  said  precept  Should  the 
jurors  report  that  it  is  necessary  to  take  the  premises, 
the  common  council  shall  enter  an  order  among  their 
proceedings,  confirming  said  report,  and  directing  the 
same  jurors,  within  twenty  days  thereafter,  or  at  such 
future  time  as  shall  be  necessary,  to  again  view  said 
premises  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  and  determin- 
ing the  amount  of  the  damages  to  be  paid  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  said  property  proposed  to  be  taken, 
and  to  assess  and  return  within  the  time  limited,  such 
damages  to  tne  common  council.  And  after  the  jurors 
shall  have  made  their  report  as  to  the  taking  of  any 
lands  or  premised  under  this  act,  and  the  same  shall 
have  been  confirmed,  the  common  council  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  new  jurors  in  the  place  of  any  who 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  serve  in  ascertaining  the 
amount  of  compensation  as  above;  and  all  the  jurors 
before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties  in 
the  premises,  shall  severally  take  an  oath  before  som^ 
competent  officer,  that  they  are  freeholders  of  said  city, 
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and  are  not  interested  in  the  premises  to  be  taken,  and 
that  they  will  faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  the 
trust  reposed  in  them. 

Section  8.  If  there  should  be  any  building  in 
whole  or  in  part  upon  the  land  to  be  taten,  the  jurors 
before  proceeding  to  make  their  assessment,  shall  first 
estimate  and  determine  the  value  of  such  building  to  the 
owner,  aside  from  the  value  of  the  land,  and  the  injury 
to  him  in  having  such  building  taken  from  him  ;  ana 
secondly,  the  value  of  such  building  to  him  to  remove. 

Section  9.  At  l6ast  ten  days*  personal  notice  of 
such  determination  shall  be  given  to  the  owner  or  his 
agent,  if  known,  and  a  resident  of  the  city,  or  left  at 
his  usual  place  of  abode.  If  not  known,  or  a  non- 
resident, notice  to  all  parties  interested  shall  be  given, 
by  publication  in  the  official  paper  or  papers  of  said 
city  three  successive  weeka  Such  notice  shall  specify 
the  building  and  the  award  of  the  juror's.  It  shall  re- 
quire the  parties  interested  to  appeal  [appear]  by  a  day 
tnerein  named,  or  give  notice  of  their  election  to  the 
common  council,  either  to  accept  the  award  of  the  ju- 
rors, and  allow  such  building  to  be  taken  with  the  land 
appropriated,  or  of  their  intention  to  remove  such  build- 
ing. He  shall  have  such  time  for  this  purpose  as  the 
common  council  may  allow. 

Section  10.  If  the  owner  shall  refuse  to  take  the 
building  at  the  value  to  remove,  or  fail  to  give  notice 
of  his  election  aforesaid  within  the  time  prescribed,  the 
common  council  shall  have  power  to  direct  the  sale  of 
such  building  at  public  auction  for  caBh,  giving  ten 
days*  notice  of  feuch  sala  The  proceeds  shall  be  paid 
to  the  owner  or  deposited  to  his  use. 

Section  11.  The  said  jurors,  within  the  time  lim- 
ited, shall  view  and  examine  the  premises  proposed  to 
be  taken,  and  all  such  premises  as  will,  in  their  judg- 
ment, be  injured  or  benefited  thereby.  After  hearing 
such  testimony  as  may  be  offered  by  any  party  intep^ 
ested,  and  which  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by  one  of 
said  jurors,  they  shall  proceed  to  make  their  assessment, 
and  to  determine  and  appraise  to  the  owner  or  owners 
the  actual  value  in  money  of  the  real  estate  so  proposed 
to  be  taken,  and  the  injury  arising  to  them  respectively 
in  consequence  of  the  taking  thereof,  which  shall  be 
awarded  to  such  owners,  respectively,  as  damages 
In    the    estimates   of  the  damages  to  the   land,  the 
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jurors  shall  include  the  value  of  the  building  or  build- 
ing:} (if  the  property  of  the  owner  of  such  land), 
a8  esiirnated  by  them  aa  aforesaid,  less  the  procee-ls  of 
the  sale  thereof,  or  if  taken  by  ihe  owner  at  the  value 
to  remove,  in  such  case  they  shall  only  include  the  dif- 
ference between  such  value  and  the  wh«»le  estimated 
value  of  such  buildmg  or  buildings,  according  to  sec- 
tion 8  of  ihii  chapter. 

Section  12.     If  the  lands  or  buildings  belong  to  j^^'^'y.i'*'" 
diflferent  persons  or  if  the  land   be   su»>jeot   to  It-ase,  ent^erson"' 
judgment  or  mortgage,  or  if  there  be  any  estate  in  it 
less  ihan  an  estate  in  fee,  tiie  injury  done  to  sucli  per- 
sons or  interests,  respectively,  shall  be  awarded  to  them 
bj  the  jurors. 

SECTION  13.     The  award  of  snid  jur-irs  sh  11   bephRiisign 
signed  bv  them  and   returned,  together  with  the  lesti-  *^'^' 
mony  taken  and  the  precept,  to  the  common  council, 
within  the  time  limited  in  such  precept 

-  Section  14.  Anv  person  whose  property  is  taken  M>iT»rpeai 
or  against  whom  assessment  is  made,  may,  wiihin  ten  niuut. 
days  from  the  return  of  the  jurors  to  the  comm»a 
council,  appeal  from  said  assessment  of  damages  to  the 
circuit  court  of  Chippewa  county,  by  causing  a  writteu 
n  tice  of  such  appeal  to.  be  served  on  the  clerk  of  said 
city,  and  executing  a  bi)nd  in  the  manner  prescribt^d  in 
section  six  of  chapter  five  of  this  act.  and  such  apueal 
shall  be  tried  by  the  court  and  jury  as  in  ordinary 
cases.  The  common  council  shall  also  have  the  light 
to  appeal,  by  filing  with  the  clerk  a  notice  thereof, 
within  ten  days,  as  aforesaid.

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CHAPTER  7. 

ASSESSING,  LEYYING  AND  COLLECTION  OF  TAXES. 

Section  1.  All  property,  real  or  personal,  within  aii  nropar^r 
tq#  City,  except  such  as  may  be  exempt  by  the  lawsoi  uon. 
of  this  state,  shall  be  subject  to  taxation  for  the  support 
of  the  city  governraeht  and  the  payment  of  its  debts 
and  liabilities,  and  the  same  shall  ue  assessed  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  provided  ;  and  the  assessor  elected 
tinder  this  act  shall  nave  and  possess  the  same  powers 
that  are  or  may  be  conferred  upon  township  assessors, 
except  so  far  as  they  may  be  altered  by  this  act:  pro- 
vided^ however,  that  the  common  council  may  prescribe 
the  form  of  assessment  rolls,  and  more  fully  define  the 
duties  oi  assessors,  and  make  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions in  relation  to  revising,  altering  or  adding  to  such 
rolls^s  ihey  may  from  time  to  time  deem  advisable. 


Section  2.  When  the  assessment  roll  shall  be  com-  ^J^JIJof*^ 
pleted,  the  assessor  shall  give  one  week's  notice  thereof  MMaenti!^ 
in  the  official  paper  or  papers,  and  shall  fix  a  time  and 
convenient  place  where  he  will  bear  any  objections  of 
parties  deeming  themselves  aggrieved  by  such  assess- 
ment, and  alter  hearing  the  same,  the  assessor  shall 
make  such  alterations  or  reductions  as  justice  or  equity 
may  require :  provided^  the  time  of  hearing  such  objec- 
tions shall  not  be  more  than  one  week  from  the  expira- 
tion of  such  notice.

,  justice  ot  the  tax  itself,   the  common  council   shall

The  mayor,  city  clerk,  city  treasurer 
and  the  assessor  shall  constitute  the  city  board  of  equal- 
ization, and  i^hal  I  meet  at  the  office  of  the  city  cleric 
on  the  first  Monday  of  July,  each  and  every  year,  at 
9  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  atid  shall  proceed  in  all  re- 
spects as  town  boards  are  by  law  required  to  proceed, 
so  far  as  the  same  is  applicable,  reviewing,  correcting 
and  eG|ualizing  the  assessment  rolls  of  the  several 
wards  in  the  city.

When  the  assessment  roll  shall  have 
been  revised  and  corrected,  the  same  shall  be  filed  with 
the  clerk.  Thereupon  the  common  council  shall  by

Section  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  clerk,  cierktocaica. 
immediately  upon  the  reception  of  the  corrected,  assess-  o«u«.""^ 
ment  roll,  and  a  certifieate  of  the  amount  of  state, 
county  and  school  tax  apportioned  to  said  city,  to  cal- 
culate and  carry  out  the  total  amount  of  such  taxes, 
together  with  all  the  city  and  other  local  taxes,  adding 
thereto  five  per  cent,  /or  the  expense  of  collection,  in 
an  additional  column  prepared  for  that  purpose  in  the 
assessment  roll,  setting  down  opposite  the  several  sums 
set  down,  as  the  valuation  of  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty, the  respective  sums  assessed  as  taxes  thereon,  in 
dollars  and  cents,  rejecting  the  fraction  of  a  cent  when 
less  than  one-halfj  otherwise  reckoning  said  fraction  as 
a  cent. 

Section  10.     The  said  city  clerk  shall  immediately  shaiimtkeda- 
make  out  a  duplicate  copy   of  such   assessment  roll  p"**^  ^^^p^* 
when  thuB  completed,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  treas- 
urer, on  or  before  the  second  Monday  in  December  in 
each  year.

The  common  council,  for  the  purpose 
fire  limits.  ^j.  guarding  against  the  calamities  of  fire,  shall  have 
the  power  to  prescribe  the  limits  within  which  wooden 
buildings,  or  buildings  of  other  materials  [that]  shall 
not  be  considered  fire-proof,  shall  not  be  erected, 
placed  or  repaired,  and  to  direct  that  all  and  every 
building  within  the  limits  prescribed  shall  be  made 
and  constructed  of  fire-proof  materials,  and  to  pro- 
hibiting the  repairing  or  rebuilding  of  wooden  build- 
ings within  the  fire  limits-,  where  the  same  shall  have 
been  damaged  to  the  extent  of  fifly  per  cent^  of  the 
value  thereof,  and  to  prescribe  the  manner  of  ascer- 
taining such  damage,  and  to  prescribe  the  penalties  for 
the  violation  of  any  resolution  or  ordinance  passed 
under  this  section. 
FiM  regnia-  SECTION  2.  The  oommon  council  shall  have  power 
to  prevent  the  dangerous  construction  and  condition  of 
chimneys,  fire-places  hearths,  stoves,  stove  pipes,  ovens, 
boilers  and  apparatus  used  in  and  about  any  building, 
and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  or  placed  in  a 
safe  and  secure  condition,  when  considered  dangerous ; 
to  prevent  the  deposit  of  ashes  in  unsafe  places ;  to 
require  the  inhabitants  to  provide  as  many  fire  buckets 
and  in  such  manner  and  time  as  they  shall  prescribe, 
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.and  to  regulate  the  use  of  them  in  time  of  fire;  to  reg- 
ulate and  prevent  the  carrying  on  of  manufactures  dan- 
gerous in  causing  or  promoting  fire;  to  regulate  and 
prevent  the  use  of  fireworks  and  firearms ;  to  compel 
the  owners  and  occupants  of  buildings  to  have  scuttles 
in  the  roof  and  stairs  or  ladders  leading  to  the  same ; 
to  authorize  the  mayor,  aldermen,  fire  wardens  and 
other  officers  ombe  city  to  keep  away  from  the  vicini- 
ty of  the  fire  all  idle  and  suspected  persons,  and  to 
compel  all  bystanders  to  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of 
fires,  and  in  the  preservation  of  property  exposed  to 
danger  thereat,  and  generally  to  establish  such  regula- 
tions for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires  as 
the  common  council  may  deem  expedient,  and  to  pro- 
vide penalties  for  the  violation  of  any  resolution  or 
ordinance  passed  under  this  section. 

Section  S.  The  common  council  shall  have  full  pow-  Fire  engioet, 
ers  to  purchase  fire  engines  aiid  other  fii e  apparatus,  and  JJjJiJjf  ^™' 
to  authorize  the  formation  of  tire  engine,  book  and  lad- 
der and  hose  companies,  and  to  provide  for  the  due  and 
proper  support  and  regulation  of  the  same,  and  to  or- 
der such  companies  to  t>e  disbanded,  and  their  meetings 
to  be  prohibited,  and  their  apparatus  to  be  delivered  up. 
Each  company  shall  not  exceed  seventy  able  bodied 
men,  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  fifty  years,  and 
may  elect  their  own  officers  and  form  their  own  by- 
laws, not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  state  or  the 
ordinances  or  regulations  of  said  city,  and  shall  be 
formed  only  by  voluntary  enlistments.  Every  member 
of  said  company  hereby  authorized  to  be  formed  shall 
be  exempt  from  highway  work  and  poll  lax,  and  from 
serving  on  juries  and  from  military  duty,  except  in

the  road  of  the  West  Wisconsin  Railway  Company,  at 
such  point  within  tbe  towns  of  Hammond  or  War- 
ren, in  Sl  Croix  county,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by 
said  companies,  thence  to  the  St.  Croix  river  or  lake  Su- 
perior by  the  most  feasible  route,  and  the  said  company 
shall  have  authority  and  power  to  take,  transport 
and  convey  persons  and  property  upon  said  rail- 
road, hy  the  power  and  force  of  steam,  of.  animals 
or  any  mechanical  or  other  power,  or  of  any  com- 
bination of  them,  and  to  maKe,  construct  and  put 
in  operation,  all  such  turn-outs,  side  tracks  and 
tracks  connecting  such  road  with  any  other  which  they 
shall  think  will  promote  the  interest  of  the  company ; 
to  erect  and  construct  all  depots,  station  houses,  ware 
houses,  car  houses  and  shops,  engine  houses  and  shops, 
machine  shops  and  other  fixtures  useful  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  said  road  and  cf  those  using  it ;  to  manufacture 
or  purchase  all  necessary  engines,  tenders,  cars  or  other

CHAPTER  483. 

AN  ACT  to  inoorporate  the  White  R«rer  Dam,  LogDrirtog  and 

Boon  Company. 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly^  do  enact  as  follows: 


Section  1.  Samuel  3.  Vaughn,  Samuel  S.  Fi  field,

and  be  impleaded,  prosecute  and  defend,  answer  and  be 
answered  in  any  court  of  record  or  elsewhere,  and  to 
purchase  and  hold  any*  estate,  real  personal  or  mixed, 
necessary  for  their  use,  and  the  same  to  grant,  lease,  sell, 
mortgage  or  otherwise  dispose  of  for  the  benefit  of  said 
company  ;  to  devise  and  keep  a  common  seal ;  to  make 
and  enforce  any  by-laws,  not  contrary  to  the  constita- 
tion  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  state,  and

securities  of  said  company ;  but  the  proceeds  thereof 
and  interest  shall  still  be  pledged  to  pay  the  interest 
and  principal  of  said  county,  town,  j^j^corporated  city 
or  village  bonds. 

Section  21.    This  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a 
public  act,  and  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  487. 

[iWiiA'C?  ApU  6,  1871.] 

AN  ACT  to  iooorporate  the  **  EaaWra  La  Fayette  and  MiBslasippi 

Bailway  Compaoj.*' 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly y  do  enact  asfoUows : 

Goiporaterf.  SECTION  1.  That  Edward  Melov,  Thomas  Bain- 
bridge,  Henry  S.  Magoon,  Francis  fcampbell,  Nelson 
La  Due,  Eobert  S.  Peasley,  Edward  Weatherby,  John 
K  Williams  and  Samuel  Bickert^  and  such  othe  r  per- 
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sons  as  may  be  associated  with* them,  who  shall  be- 
come stocknolders  in  the  associatioo  and  corporation 
hereby  created,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body 
corporate  and  politic  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
"Eastern  and  Mississippi  Railway  Company,"  and  Name  and 
by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  be  com- 1^'^^"* 
petent  to  contract  and  bo  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be 
answered,  defend  and  be  defended  in  any  court  what- 
ever. The  said  corporation  may  make,  have  and  use  a 
common  seal,  which  they  may  alter  or  renew  at  pleasure, 
they  shall  be  capable  of  acquiring  by  deed,  lease  or 
other  conveyance  a  fee  simple  or  any  less  estate  in 
lands,  tenements  or  easements  in  the  same,  and  of  con-

or^apization,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  regular,  legal, 
valid  and  sufficient  in  all  respects,  the  same  as  if  they 
bad  strictly  followed  the  requirements  of  law  under  the 
act  of  their  incorporation. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  its  passage.

The  municipu]  court  shall 
be  a  court  of  record,  with  a  clerk  and  a  seal,  with  a 
suitable  device,  to  be  procured  by  said  clerk  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  city,  and  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdic- 
tion with  the  circuit  court  of  Milwaukee  county,  with 
full  power  and  authority  to  hear,  try  and  determine  all 
cases  of  crimes  and  misdemeanors  of  whattoever  kind 
that  are  or  may  be  cognizable  before  the  circuit  court, 
which  may  be  committed  in  tbe  county  of  Milwaukee.''

river,  subject  however,  to  the  conditions  and  require-

Tke  people  ofiht  itaie  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  adsembly,  do  enact  asfoUotJoa  : 

All  that  district  of  country  included 
in  the  nortwest  quarter,  the  northeast  quarter,  the  north

ro.ul  company  the  whole  or  any  part  of  said  railroad 
owneii  by  any  such  company,  together  with  its  estate, 
real,  personal  or  mixed,  and  its  franchises,  rights,  priv- 
ileges and  immunities.  The  directors  shall  also  have  b^.^^ 
power  and  authority  to  make,  prescribe  and  estiblish 
such  by-laws,  rules,  orders  and  regulations  not  in  con- 
flict with  or  repugnant  to  the  constitution  or  la  vs  of  this 
state  or  of  the  United  States,  as  they  shall  think  best 
for  the  well  ordering  of  the  affairs  of  said  company, 
and  m  general,  to  superintend  and  direct  all  of  the  ope- 
rations, receipts,  disbursements  and  all  other  affairs  and 
proceeilinsjjs  of  said  company. 

Section  8.     At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  stock-  mS^J^^iiJ*^ 
holders  for  the  election  of  directors,  the  directors  ol  cui  mMUnga.
